THE  term  'utility'  as  applied  to  domestic  poultry, 
beinjG:  g:rossly  misused.  At  the  present  many  ama- 
teur poultrymen,  who  keep  but  a  few  birds  are  being 
led  to  believe  that  any  cockerel,  regardless  of  his  pedi- 
gree, regardless  of  his  plumage  pattern  or  regardless  of  his 
body  shape;  if  he  is  called  'Utility,'  he  is  satisfactory  for 
use  in  the  breeding  pen.  This  gross  misuse  of  the  word 
must  be  corrected  or  serious  injury  to  the  standard  bred 
poultry  industry  of  America  is  bound  to  result.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact,  that  the  standard  bred-bird  which  has 
for  years  l)een  bred  along  definite  lines,  possesses  char- 
acteristics which  are  fixed  and  which  will  reproduce 
themselves  with  unfailing  certainty.  There  is,  in  other 
words,  a  greater  reliability  in  breeding  when  standard  re- 
quirements are  used.  Futhermore,  such  birds  are  just 
as  capable  of  producing  just  as  many  eggs  and  of  putting 
on  as  fine  a  quality  of  meat  as  are  mongrels  or  cross-bred 
birds.  One  of  the  most  marked  results  of  some  of  our 
egg-laying  contests  has  been  the  fact  that  birds  which 
have  made  phenomenal  records  have  later  gone  into  the 
show  room  and  received  high  recognition  on  account  of 
their  conformity  to  standard  requirements.  Columbian 
Queen.  Lady  Show  You  and  numerous  high  producing 
individuals  are  examples  of  these  types.  A  few  isolated 
cases  where  birds  of  mixed  breeding  have  made  high 
records  have  been  given  undue  prominence  and  exag- 
geration, whereas,  many  cases  where  standard  bred 
birds  have  performed  the  same  feat  or  even  excelled  it, 
have  been  allowed  to  go  unnoticed. 

The  use  of  well  bred  cockerels  which  have  been  pro- 
duced by  reliable,  careful  breeding  will  do  much  to  in- 
crease uniformity  in  resulting  progeny.  This  is  especially 
true  with  reference  to  shape,  size  and  color  of  the  eggs 
which  are  produced.  Likewise,  a  uniform  plumage  pattern 
will  be  secured  which  will  result  in  the  birds  not  only  be- 


ing more  valuable  themselves,  but  will  make  an  attractive 
and  uniform  flock  which  will  be  a  credit  to  the  breeder. 
Uniformity  in  reference  to  standard  qualifications,  espec- 
ially shape  and  color  pattern,  are  strong  advertising  fac- 
tors as  to  his  ability  and  show  system  in  all  his  operations. 
The  appearance  of  this  uniform  flock  has  a  definite  com- 
mercial value  for  it  leaves  a  pleasing  appearance  with 
possible  purchasers  and  makes  sales.  The  poultryman 
himself  is  bound  to  take  more  interest  in  such  a  flock 
since  it  costs  no  more  to  feed  and  to  care  for  a  uniform 
flock  of  well  bred  birds.  A  greater  efi:g  production  can 
be  secured  from  standard  bred  egg  breeds  because  they 
have  been  produced  for  generations  with  that  definite 
aim  in  mind  until  their  every  efl'ort  is  spent  upon  the 
reproductive  process;  likewise  a  better  quality  of  meat 
can  be  secured  from  the  standard  bred  meat  breeds,  the 
Light  B,:'ahmas  being  a  typical  exnmple.  In  other  words, 
there  is  a  greater  efficiency  resulting  from  the  keeping 
of  pure  bred  birds,  of  careful  breeding  for  any  utility 
purpose,  and  utility  means  usefulness. 

The  poultryman  who  takes  an  interest  in  breeding  to 
a  standard  and  producing  good  birds  has  a  big  demand 
for  hatching  eggs,  baby  chicks,  pullets,  breeding  cock- 
erels and  even  for  a  large  number  of  breeding  birds  in 
season :  the  demands  being  at  very  remunerative  prices. 
The  poultryman  who  is  striving  to  sell  market  eggs  and 
who  does  not  take  advantage  of  these  additional  sources 
of  revenue  by  the  breeding  of  standard  bred  birds  is 
not  developing  his  opportunities  or  getting  out  of  his 
business  everything  that  is  in  it.  There  is  no  better 
way  that  all  poultrymen  can  more  quickly  or  more  sure- 
ly develop  their  flocks  along  standard  bred  lines  than  by 
purchasing  from  reliable  breeders,  breeders  of  one  or 
more  standard  bred  cockerels,  and  by  paying  ten  dol- 
lars and  upwards  for  same.  This  cockerel  should  be 
mated  to  a  few  of  the  very  best  hens  and  thus  gradually 
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increase  the  size  and  quality  of  the  flock.  There  is  no 
feat  of  egg  or  meat  production  which  the  standard  bred 
bird  of  excellent  type  and  color  cannot  perform,  where- 
as, the  mongrel  or  cross  bred  individual  is  capable  of  no 
higher  production  and  more  often  falls  far  below  the 
standard  types  when  it  comes  to  ultimate  profit. 

Ten  dollars  expended  in  a  suitable  breeding  cockerel, 
if  he  is  properly  handled,  is  the  surest  way  to  make  an 
attractive  flock  and  increase  revenue  and  resulting  profit. 

(I.  K.  Felch) 

Rarely  do  we  think  of  the  times  in  1848  and  before, 
when  the  Asiatic  Fowls  were  first  introduced  into  Massa- 
chusetts and  note  their  influence  upon  the  farm  flocks  of 
the  land  in  eighteen  months.  Their  influence  upon  the 
average  weight  of  the  poultry  in  the  market  of  Boston 
at  that  time  was  a  full  pound  or  20  per  cent,  advance; 
and  not  only  that,  the  influence  upon  the  farm  stock 
shows  a  like  20  percent,  of  increase  in  the  egg  pro- 
duction. These  facts  set  the  farmers  to  thinking  and 
many  a  farmer  became  a  Poultry  Fancier,  Exhibitors 
became  known  and  poultry  culture  became  an  intelli- 
gent care,  brought  to  the  surface  its  influence  and 
thoroughbred  breeding  became  the  live  question  and  the 
heretofore  false  idea  that  Poultry  raising  was  of  minor 
importance  was  supplanted  by  the  conviction  that  it  was 
among  the  greatest  of  agricultural  industries  and  as  a 
result,  we  have  seen  this  industry  grow  into  a  yearly 
product  of  over  a  billion  and  a  quarter  dollars. 

It  has   not  been   the  small      mongrel      stock      of     the 
farmer  that  has   done    this,   but 
the    influence    of     thoroughbred 
breeding  among  fowls. 

Great  as  the  early  influence 
was  in  the  earlier  days,  there  is 
the  same  chance  for  the  farmers 
today,  who  have  not  yet  awoke 
to  this  thoroughbred  influence 
in  farm  stock. 

The  early  influence  of  cross- 
breeding set  the  early  poultry- 
man  to  general  cross-breeding 
because  of  the  increased  pro- 
duction of  eggs  received  from 
new  blood,  introduced  to  their 
flocks,  but  they  soon  found  that 
thorough  breeding  went  one  bet- 
ter and  just  as  much  improve- 
ment on  the  halfbreed  rermlted 
as  in  the  early  days,  the  crosses 
had  demonstrated  their  superior 
merit  over  the  mongrel  product 
of  the  earlier  age. 

The  pride  in  owning  the  best 
begets  a  greater  investigation  in- 
to the  subject  and  the  thorough- 
bred to-day  holds  first  position. 
There  is  not  a  breed,  that  with 
intelligent   care,    will    not   pay   a 

profit  above  care  and  keep.     To- 

day  it  is   fair  to   say    that    the 

average  production  of  all  standard  breeds  taken  together 
will  produce  twelve  and  a  half  dozen  eggs,  per  capita 
per  year,  while  individual  speciments  have  produced 
from  this  up  to  the  World's  Record  of  313  eggs  in  333 
days;  this  increase  however  has  been  made  by  thorough- 
bred culture  in  fowls.  There  are  mighty  few  who  can 
keep  a  flock  of  chickens  who  cannot  afi'ord  to  buy  two 
females  at  $5.00  each  and  a  male  for  $10.00  that  en- 
titles them  to  produce  one  hundred  chichen  for  the  first 
season.  This  is  only  fifteen  cents  of  additional  cost, 
even  if  the  original  trio  be  eaten  in  the  fall. 

Fanciers  know  that  the  male  is  half  of  a  breeding 
pen,  even  if  the  flock  be  two  or  twenty,  even  if  the  lat- 
ter number  can  be  indulged  in  with  Leghorns. 

While  good  results  are  possible  with  a  $15.00  trio 
from  well  bred  stock,  pride  in  the  possession  of  owning 
the  best  has  led  men  to  go  even  from  $5.00  to  the 
world's  record  of  $7500.00  for  five  birds.  All  this  has 
been  achieved  through  care  and  intelligence  in  breeders 
and  with  thoroughbred  stock. 

No  one,  not  even  the  isolated  farmer  can  longer  ignore 
the  influence  of  thoroughbred  stock  on  his  farm,  be  it 
horses,  cattle,  swine  or  poultry.  Success  cannot  be  hid 
under  a  bushel. 

If  you  breed  nice  stock  it  will  be  known  and  a  cor- 
responding demand  will  come  for  it  and  a  price  in  keep- 
ing with  the  merit  you  show  will  bring  its  reward  in 
dollars  and  cents. 

Watch  out  for  merit,   learn  to  score  by  Standard  de- 


mands. Breed  from  specimens  which  score  from  92  to 
9  points,  and  learn  to  select  the  shape  that  proves  the 
most  prolific  and  standard  in  color. 

In  nearly  all  cases  standard  excellence  will  take  you 
to  the  most  profitable  type.  Show  your  flocks  and  con- 
vert your  neighbors  into  fanciers  and  thinkers  upon  this, 
one  of  the  best  money  earners  of  their  farms.

In  poultry,  as  in  no  other  live  stock,  is  the  male  so 
important  and  iS  used  for  so  many  females.  It  is  true 
that  the  life  of  a  cock  bird  is  short  but  stop  and  consider 
the  results  you  have  obtained  from  this  interest. 

For  ten  dollars  you  should  purchase  a  good  individual 
male  bird  of  most  all  or  of  any  breed  and  variety.  Na- 
turally you  will  get  better  value  in  solid  colored  birds 
than  in  parti-colored  ones.  You  should  receive  for  your 
ten  dollars,  not  only  a  good  individual  bird,  but  a  bird 
with  the  bleeding  and  blood  lines  behind  him,  so  as  to 
make  the  investment  worth  while,  and  make  the  bird  of 
some  value  to  the  breeder.  If  the  poultry  breeders 
would  stop  and  consider  the  matter  in  a  business  like  way 

before  they  purchase  a  male 
bird,  I  am  sure  they  would  all 
profit  by  buying  a  ten  dollar 
breeding  male.  Try  it  for  one 
year  and  see  the  splendid  re- 
sult you  will  obtain.  I  am  sure 
of  the  gain  that  a  ten  dollar 
male  bird  will  do  for  you.  It  is 
a  sure  fact  that  you  will  invest 
twenty  dollars  in  the  next  male 
bird.

The  farming  community  and  people  in  general 
being  well  educated  by  the  agricultural  press  in 
value  of  better  cows.  It  would  be  a  great  help  to 
farming  community  if  the  same  papers  would  take  up 
the  cry  of  well  selected  Standard  bred  fowls  as  the  best 
for  the  farmer.

with  smooth  shells,  the  most  attractive  kind  for  market. 
It  costs  him  no  more  to  feed  and  care  for  his  Standard 
bred  hens  than  it  costs  his  neighbors  to  feed  and  care 
for  the  mongrel  kinds  from  which  they  get  no  eggs  dur- 
ing the   winter  months.

AS  the  cold,  snappy  days  of  December  come  upon 
us  we  who  are  interested  in  the  poultry  flocks  are 
hoping  to  see  the  egg  production  go  up  and  be  kept 
up  through  the  winter  days.  There  are  two  very  good 
reasons  why  every  poultry  raiser  and  particularly  '^egg 
farmers"  want  to  possess  flocks  that  will  lay  eggs  dur- 
ing December  and  the  other  winter  days.  In  the  first 
place  the  market  price  of  eggs  is  usually  high  during  this 
time  and  fresh  eggs  will  command  prices  that  will  mean 
greater  profits  to  the  producers.  It  is  a  season  when 
the  great  majority  of  flocks  are  resting,  thus  affording 
a  great  opportunity  for  those  flocks  that  have  been  so 
produced  and  handled  as  to  be  winter  layers.  The  spring 
is  the  natural  laying  season  for  fowls  and  birds  of  all 
kinds,  and  therefore  it  becomes  necessary  to  furnish 
special  conditions  in  order  to  get  winter  laid  eggs.  In 
the  second  place  the  birds  that  make  good  records  to- 
ward filling  the  egg  baskets  during  the  cold,  wintry  days 
are  usually  the  highest  producers  during  the  rest  of  the 
year.  Thus  the  winter  production  is  a  fairly  accurate 
method  of  measuring  the  annual  production  'of  a  flock 
of  birds. 

Producing  winter  eggs  and  particularly  December  and 
January  eggs  is  not  an  easy  problem  for  the  poultry 
keeper  to  solve.  It  is  the  goal  toward  which  the  great 
majority  of  egg 
farmers,  and  ev- 
eryone is  an  egg 
farmer  that  i  s 
keeping  chickens 
for  eggs  primarily 
whether  it  be  on  a 
general  farm  or 
on  a  specialized 
egg  plant,  are 
striving.  The  task 
is  not  easy  be- 
cause its  accom- 
plishment is  not 
the  result  of  mere- 
ly feeding  proper- 
ly or  housing  prop- 
erly, but  is  the  re- 
sult of  the  com- 
bination of  several 
very  important 
factors,  including 
the  breeding  o  f 
the  birds  them- 
selves, the  feeding 
of  balanced  ra- 
tions, the  careful 
housing,  and  the 
systematic  care 
and      management 

of  the  flocks.  All  play  a  part  and  no  one  alone  can  do  it. 
This  is  the  reason  that  many  who  have  tried  to  pro- 
duce winter  eggs  have  failed,  they  have  not  reckoned  on 
all  the  factors  that  work  together  to  force  egg  pro- 
duction at  an  unnatural  season  of  the  year.  An  at- 
tempt must  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  poultry  raiser  to 
imitate  spring  conditions  is  so  far  as  it  is  possible.  All 
the  essential  factors  cannot  be  furnished  at  once,  but 
consideration  can  be  given  to  them  and  a  systematic 
eff'ort  can  be  planned  which  will  soon  bring  results. 
The  Place  of  Breeding  in  Developing  Winter  Layers 
Today  we  find  seatte:  cd  over  the  courtrv  Jind  partic- 
ularly near  the  great  centers  of  marketing  and  distri- 
bution large  farms  that  are  devoting  the  greater  part  of 
their  efl'orts,  at  least,  to  egg  production,  and,  because 
of  the  reasons  already  mentioned,  to  winter  egg  produc- 
tion. In  the  gradual  building  up  of  this  agricultural  in- 
dustry the  relative  importance  of  the  various  influencing 
factors  to  egg  production  has  been  studied  and  investigat- 
ed as  a  matter  of  good  business.  It  is  generally  conceded 
that  the  quality  of  the  birds  themselves  is  the  funda- 
mental factor  in  production.  If  one  does  not  have  stock 
that  IS  capable,  under  correct  conditions  of  feeding  and 
housing,   of   high      egg     production      further     effort     is 


wasted.     Attention  must  come  first  of  all  to  the  make-up 
of  the  flocks  which  are  expected  to  perform  the  work. 

Fortunately  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of  the 
laying  flocks  is  not  a  difficult  task,  nor  even  a  very  ex- 
pensive one,  especially  when  considered  from  the  stand- 
point of  future  results.  It  is  much  a  matter  of  planning 
carefully  and  using  good,  tried  stock  with  which  to  build 
up  the  whole  flocks.  December  and  January  are  the 
months  in  which  to  start  the  improvement  of  your 
poultry  flocks,  or,  if  the  start  has  been  made,  to  keep 
the  good  work  going  and  growing.  It  means  the  making 
up  of  breeding  pens  from  which  the  eggs  for  another 
spring's  hatching  will  be  selected.  It  means  stopping 
relying  upon  the  laying  flocks  for  the  necessary  hatching 
eggs,  and  hatching  eggs  from  all  sorts  of  individuals  in 
the  laying  flocks.  It  means  the  selection  of  hatching 
eggs  from  good  birds.  One  cannot  get  away  from  the 
old  saying  that  ''like  produces  like."  It  stands  to  reason 
that  eggs  from  carefully  selected  birds  will  hatch  chicks 
that  will  be  better  than  those  from  eggs  from  a  general 
flock. 

It  is  too  often  thought  or  imagined  that  keeping  a 
breeding  pen  entails  too  much  expense  and  labor  for  the 
average  poultry  keeper.  This  is  not  the  case,  or  need 
not  be.     Maintaining  a  breeding  pen  simply  means  that

Male  birds 

in  a  laying  pen   are  unnecessary  to   egg  production   and 

often  decrease  it,  in  fact. 

2nd.  It  furnishes  hatching  eggs  from  the  best  birds 
on  the  place,  eggs  that  can  be  relied  upon  and  eggs  that 
are  from  known  stock.  This  means  that  the  chicks  an- 
other year  will  be  improved  in  quality  and  more  uniform, 
corning  from  only  the  selected  birds  of  the  flock.  Ex- 
perience has  taught  the  great  and  the  small  egg  pro- 
ducers that  the  value  of  this  argument  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. 

3rd.  It  produces  chicks  that  another  year  will  form 
the  basis  of  the  laying  flock.  Each  year  the  laying 
flocks  will  receive  pullets  from  the  always  improving 
breeding  pens,  and  thus  the  end  is  gradually  accom- 
plished. 

4th.  It  permits  the  purchase  of  better  cockerels,  be- 
cause of  the  reduced  number  required.  Money  put  into 
good  breeding  males  is  not  misspent,  for  their  influence 
on  the  chicks  hatched  is  very  great 
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5th.     It  does  not  require  extra  labor  enough  to  mention. 

Gth.  It  necessitates  only  a  pen  set  aside  for  the 
breeders. 

What   Are   Good   Breeders? 

The  first  practical  question  that  comes  up  after  making 
up  one's  mind  to  try  the  breeding  pen  method  of  flock 
imri'ovi^mep.t  is  as  to  what  birds  shall  be  chosen  for  this 
pen.      How  shall  the  breeding  pen  be  made   up?      What

kind  of  females  shall  be  selected,  and  what  kind  of  male 
birds  shall  be  used  in  order  to  secure  the  results  desired? 

In  selecting  the  females  for  the  bleeding  pens  the 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be  used  should  ever  be 
borne  in  mind.  Go  through  the  laying  flocks  and  select 
enough  of  the  birds  that  fulfill  as  many  of  the  desired 
requirements  as  possible  to  make  up  the  breeding  pens 
to  the  size  planned.  In  doing  this  beai  these  factors 
in  mind: 

1st.  Select  the  number  of  females  that  will  probably 
produce  the  approximate  number  of  hatching  eggs  that 
you  desire  to  use  in  the  spring.  As  a  general  rule  for 
the  average  poultry  raiser  one  female  should  be  counted 
upon  for  about  fifty  eggs  during  the  four  months  from 
January  through  April.  Some  will  do  much  better,  and 
some  will  do  much  worse,  but  I  believe  that  this  is  a  safe 
average.  If  one  is  planning  on  all  early  hatching  the 
number  of  breeders  will  have  to  be  larger  than  as  if 
eggs  were  to  be  saved  during  the  four  months.  After 
the  flocks  have  been  built  up  to  higher  egg  production 
this  average  number  of  eggs  to  be  expected  from  each 
female  in  the  breeding  pen  can  be  safely  increased.  In 
some  cases  where  small  breeding  pens  are  used  the  ob- 
ject is  only  to  obtain  better  cockerels  for  another  year's 
work.  The  object  of  the  mating  up  of  the  breeding  pens 
will  influence  the  number  of  females  to  be  selected, 

2nd.  Select  the  females  that  are  of  good  breed  type. 
No  birds  that  are  not  pure  bred  should  ever  be  used  in 
breeding  pens.  If  poultrymen  are  going  to  develop  high 
producing  flocks  they  must  recognize  the  great  value  of 
pure  bred  birds,  birds  that  have  been  produced  through 
years  of  careful  selection  and  breeding  toward  a  defi- 
nite standard.  The  poultry  raiser  should  be  familiar 
with  the  ideal  bird  of  the  breed  which  he  is  keeping.  If 
it  be  Leghorn,  he  should  know  the  shape  of  body,  size 
and  carriage  that  has  been  adopted  as  a  standard  for 
that  breed,  and  just  so  with  every  breed.  Having  this 
menl'il  picture  of  the  idc  1  bird,  cro  into  the  laying  flocks 
and  select  the  breeders  from  those  birds  that  show  at 
least  something  of  the  desired  size  and   shape. 

3rd.  Select  the  strongest,  healthiest  and  most  vigor- 
ous appearing  females  for  breeders.  They  should  trans- 
mit to  the  next  generation  of  chicks  sturdy,  healthy 
constitutions,  for  these  are  absolutely  essential  to  high 
e^fr  production.  Delicate,  small,  poorly  developed  hens 
never  are  capable  of  using  the  large  amounts  of  food 
necessary  to  high  egg  production.  Healthy,  strong 
birds  have  a  natural  resistance  to  disease  that  is  an  im- 
portant foctor  in  continued  egg  production.     Beware  of 


the  inactive  hen  that  does  not  work  about  in  the  litter 
hunting  for  grain.      Put  the   busy   ones  in   the   breeding 

pens. 

4th.  Select  only  well  matured  hens  for  breeders. 
Never  put  pullets  in  the  breeding  pens  unless  it  is  im- 
possible to  obtain  good  matured  hens.  The  yearlings  and 
two-year-olds  make  the  best  breeders  for  two  reasons. 
In  the  first  place  they  have  gone  through  at  least  one 
year  of  pi'oduction  and  thus  it  has  been  possible  to  watch 
their  first  year's  production,  this  giving  a  suggestion  as 
to  the  producing  power  of  the  birds.  In  the  secorid  place 
yearlings  and  older  birds  have  attained  their  full 
growth,  Puilets  often  do  not  produce  eggs  that  are  as 
strong  and  vigorous  for  hatching  purposes  as  older  birds. 
The  best  and  surest  way  is  to  trap-nest  during  the  first 
year  production,  thus  being  able  at  once  to  find  the  birds 
that  have  made  good  records. 

5th.  Select  the  birds  with  good  records.  The  value 
of  the  trap-nests  has  just  been  alluded  to.  If  they  are 
used>  the  exact  egg  record  of  the  birds  can  be  examined. 
Put  into  the  breeding  pen  those  birds  that  made  a  good 
pullet  year  and  possibly  second  year  egg  record.  Their 
chicks  \vill  be  worth  while.  It  may  mean  the  cutting 
down  in  the  number  of  eggs  that  they  will  produce 
during  the  winter,  for  do  not  force  breeders  for  heavy 
winter  egg  production,  but  it  also  means  that  the  chicks 
another  year  will  inherit  the  egg  producing  ability. 

6th.  Select  the  active  birds.  Watch  the  laying  pens 
for  several  days  before  going  in  to  select  the  breeders. 
The  best  birds  in  the  pen  will  be  the  first  to  get  oflF  the 
perches  in  the  morning  and  last  to  get  onto  them  at 
night.  The  drones  sleep  late  and  retire  early.  The 
best  layers  are  usually  the  singers,  with  red,  large 
combs,  bright  eye,  and  well  developed  bodies,  particularly 
in  the  rear  parts  where  the  digestive  and  reproductive 
organs  are  located.  These  are  all  body  points  that  need 
consideration,  and  they  will  usually  be  found  to  ac- 
company good  pedigree  records. 

7th.  Don't  be  afraid  to  pick  out  the  best  birds  in 
the  pens.  It  may  look  like  a  sacrifice,  but  it  is  only  tem- 
porary Next  year's  pullets  will  more  than  balance  up 
the  very  present  decrease  in  winter  egg  production.

They,  too, 
should  have  certain  characteristics: 

1st.  Select  coc!vfcrels,  that  are  young  male  birds.  Old 
male  birds  that  have  proven  to  be  valuable  should  be 
used,  of  course,  but  cockerels  will  mate  well  with  old 
hens  in  securing  the  desired  results.  They  have  full, 
active  vigor   and   strength   which   is   essential 

2nd.  Select  cockerels  from  high  producing  hens.  The 
male  side  of  the  mating  is  the  one  which  is  nowadays 
believed  to  transmit  to  the  pullets  the  characteristic  for 
fecundity,  or  high  egg  production  It  is  therefore  ex- 
tremely important  that  the  production  of  the  cockerel's 
mother  should  be  know.  This  requires  trap-nesting,  but 
it  is  well  worth  while.     It  may  be  necessary  to  buy  from 
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off  the  place  such  cockerels  After  the  start  has  been 
made  there  is  no  reason  why  every  egg  farmer  should 
not  have  such  cockerels  on  his  own  plant. 

3rd.  Select  cockerels  that  are  of  good  breed  type. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  the  males  as  was  said  of  the 
females  in  this  regard. 

4th.  Select  cockerels  that  are  strong,  vigorous  and 
healthy.  They  will  help  to  transmit  such  characteristics 
to  the'  new  generation   of  chicks. 

5th.  Select  one  male  bird  for  every  ten  or  twelve 
females  at  least  in  order  to  insure  fertility  of  eggs.  One 
male  to  every  six  or  eight  would  be  better,  but  at  first 
this  may  be  too  expensive. 

All  this  selection  of  both  males  and  females  for  the 
breeding  pens  will  not  require  much  time?  Make  up 
your  minds  what  tynes  of  birds  you  want  and  then  go  into 
the  pens  and  look  for  them. 

When    Should   The   Pens   Be   Made   Up? 

As  a  general  rule  the  breeding  pens  should  be  made 
up  by  the  first  of  January,  especially  if  early  hatching 
is  to  be  practiced  The  main  reason  for  this,  however, 
lies  in  the  fact  that  the  .breeders  should  not  be  forced  for 
heavy  winter  egg  production,  if  strong,  vigorous  eggs 
are  desired  for  hatching  purposes  later  on.  If  they  re- 
main in  the  regular  laying  pens  they  will  get  the  rather 
forcing  egg  producing  rations  that  are  advisable  for  the 
laying  flocks  Eggs  can  be  saved  for  hatching  purposes 
after  the  pens  have  been  mated  for  two  weeks,  as  the 
eggs  from  then  on  will  be  as  fertile  as  they  ever  will  be 
very  probably.  The  fowls  will  be  somewhat  up-set  after 
being  transferred  to  the  new  pens  and  so  it  is  well  to 
move  them  in  plenty  of  time  to  enable  them  to  become 
settled  again  by  the  time  that  it  is  necessary  to  begin 
saving  hatching  eggs. 

What    Kinds    Of    Pens    Are    Necessary? 

It  does  not  make  a  great  deal  of  diff'erence  where  the 
breeders  are  kept  as  long  as  they  are  confined  by  them- 
selves and   are   surrounded      with      warm,    dry,   sanitary. 


sunny  quarters.  It  may  be  in  the  long  laying  house,  one 
or  more  sections  of  which  have  been  set  aside  for  such 
purposes.  It  may  be  advisable  as  the  plant  increases  and 
as  the  importance  of  special  matings  is  realized  to 
construct  separate  colony  houses,  a  typical  example  of 
which  is  shown  in  Fig.  2,  a  breeding  house  used  at  the 
N.  J.  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  New  Bruns- 
wick N.  J.  This  house  can  be  used  during  the  summer 
for  growing  stock  and  transferred  into  use  as  a  breed- 
ing house  during  the  winter,  thus  economizing  in 
buildings.  The  pen  in  which  breeders  are  kept  should  be 
I'ept  in  perfect  condition  as  it  is  particularly  essential 
that  their  health  and  vigor  should  be  maintained. 

How^    Should    Breeders    Be    Managed? 

Breeding  birds  do  not  require  care  very  diff'erent 
from  the  laying  flocks.  It  is  not  necessary  to  include 
quite  as  much  meat  scrap  in  their  mash  as  it  is  in  the 
mash  for  layers.  In  general  do  not  try  to  force  the 
breeders  for  high  winter  egg  production,  as  has  been 
pointed  out  earlier  in  this  article.  Keen  them  in  g'^od 
condition,  not  too  fat.  Otherwise  care  for  them  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  in  which  the  laying  flocks  are 
managed  and  cared  for.  During  the  spring  months  they 
will  naturally  pick  up  in  egg  production,  and  their  eggs 
will  be  stionger  if  they  have  not  been  forced  during  the 
winter. 

In  conclusion  let  us  sum  up  the  breeding  pen  proposi- 
tion by  saying  that 

1.  The  Best  Hens  On  The  Place  Are  None  Too  Good 
To   Put    Into    It. 

2.  Male  Birds  From  Good  Producers  Should  Be 
Their   Mates. 

3.  Like  Produces  Like,  And  Better  Birds  Produce 
Better  Birds. 

4.  Make  The  Breeding  Pen  A  Permanent  Part  Of 
The   Farm    Management. 

5.  Get  acquainted  With  The  Trap  Nest  And  Its 
Advantages. 
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II     INCREASING  THE  QUALITY  OF  MARKET  EGGS 
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It  Is  The  Problem  and  Duty  of  The  Poultryman  To  Produce  Clean,  Fresh  Eggs  and  It  Is 
The  Duty  Of  The  Distributing  Agents  To  Deliver  Them  To  The  Consumer  In  The  Best 
Possible  Condition. — Prof.  H.  R.  Lewis 
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THE  quality  of  egg  shipments  which  reach  the  Eastern 
consumer  from  near  by  and  distant  points  is  always 
a  matter  of  considerable  concern.  What  are  the 
causes,  and  who  is  responsible  for  the  losses  due  to  this 
low  quality.  This  loss  necessitates  constant  adjustment, 
resulting  in  dissatisfaction  to  both  shipper  and  receiver 
The  causes  are 
many,  but  they  can 
be  traced  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  to 
faulty  methods 
either  at  the  point 
of  production  or  en- 
route.  The  produc- 
er must  especially 
appreciate  all  of 
the  causes  which  go 
to  lower  the  quality 
of  market  eggs  and 
systematically  a  t  - 
tempt  to  avoid  them 
if  a  uniform  high 
quality  is  to  be 
maintained.  The 
poultry  farmer  pro- 
ducing eggs  of  con- 
siderable numbers, 
either  for  wholesale 
or  retail  trade, 
pledges  himself 
produce  eggs  of 
good  quality  and  also  to  grade  and  pack  them  so  that 
they  will  reach  the  consumer,  if  properly  handled  during 
shipment,  in  a  neat,  fresh,  clean  condition. 

Factors  Which   The   Producer  Must  Control 

There   are   certain   definite   factors   in      handling     and 
management  which  the  producer  must  practice  in  order

to  maintain  this  quality.  The  First  Duty  of  the  pro- 
ducer is  to  produce  nothing  but  clean  pure  eggs.  Un- 
sanit?.ry  and  unclean  methods  in  production  is  bound  to 
taint  the  eggs.  This  poor  quality  may  be  due  in  part  to 
mould,  due  to  dampness,  or  may  be  caused  by  the  pres- 
ence of  an  excess  amount  of  filth,  or  by  general  unsan- 

i  t  a  r  y  conditions. 
Tainted  eggs  of  this 
type  are  very  fre- 
quently caused  by 
poultry  houses 
which  are  insuffici- 
ently lighted  and 
poorly  ventilated, 
and  in  which  dirt 
rnd  an  unnecessary 
amount  of  filth  are 
allowed  to  accumu- 
late. In  such  house?; 
the  droppings  are 
generally  allowed  to 
remain  for  a  long 
period  to  contami- 
nate the  atmosphere 
and  dirty  the  feet 
of  the  birds.  TI.e 
nests  are  very  fre- 
quently allowed  to 
become  dirty  and 
filthy.  Eggs  depos- 
ited in  dirty  nests 
cannot  help  but  take  up  some  disagreeable  odors  which 
are  sure  to  be  present.  Such  eggs  will  become  soiled  and 
tainted,  due  to  the  direct  contact  with  the  moist  drop- 
pings. Clean  nests  and  clean  nesting  material  which  is 
frequently  changed  is  the  best  preventive  against  un- 
sanitary nesting  conditions.     There  is  nothing  better  than 
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cin  inch  or  two  of  clean  planer  shavings  placed  in  the 
nest  at  least  every  month.  An  insufficient  number  of 
nests  will  often  result  in  many  eggs  being  laid  on  the 
floor,  or  in  dark  dirty  corners  where  they  are  sure  to  be 
soiled  and  frequently  cracked  and  broken.  At  least 
one  nest  should  be  allowed  to  every  four  hens,  and  in  the 
spring  of  the  year  when  e^g  production  is  high,  one  nest 
to  three  hens  is  none  too  many.  Infrequent  collection  of 
the  eggs  is  a  very  important  cause  of  this  poor  quality. 
Where  eggs  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  nest  for  three 
or  four  days,  or  where  they  are  allowed  to  accumulate 
in  stolen  nests  they  become  soiled  and  unsanitary,  and 
during  seasons  when  broody  hens  are  prevalent,  developed 
germs  will  be  the  common  rule.  A  safe  rule  is  to  see  that 
the  eggs  are  collected  at  least  once  a  day,  late  in  the 
afternoon  being  the  best  time.  When  a  special  quality 
of  egg  is  being  pi'oduced  for  which  an  increased  price 
is  received,  it  is  well  to  make  more  frequent  collections. 
The  first  duty  of  the  egg  producer  is  to  be  certain  that 
clean  eggs  are  being  produced,  due  to  the  maintenance  of 
absolute  sanitary  conditions  in  and  about  the  nests.  The 
poultry  house  which  is  flooded  with  sun  light  and  which  is 


v/ell  ventilated  and  kept  perfectly  clean  by  systematic 
methods  is  the  only  one  suitable  in  which  to  produce 
clean  eggs.  The  result  is  not  only  clean  eggs,  but  a  heal- 
thy flock  capable  of  increased  production. 

The    Second    Dufcy   On   The   Part   Of    The   Producer    Is    To 
Take  P^'opcr  Care  Oa   The  Litter

As  soon  as  the 
ground  gets  muddy 
and  wet  in  the  fall 
the  bird  should  be 
confined  t  o  the 
house,  thus  keeping 
out  dirt  and  mud. 
This  is  especially 
true  on  heavy  land 
which  is  of  a  clay 
nature,  and  which 
allows  of  much  soil 
clinging  to  the 
birds'  feet,  where  it 
is  easily  carried  in- 
to the  house.

The   Producer   Is     To   Prevent     Germ 
Development. 

The  loss  from  so-called  spots  in  eggs  is  common  and 
if  quality  is  to  be  maintained  and  the  customers  not 
only  secured  but  held,  care  must  be  used  that  no  eggs 
containing  spots  are  present  in  any  shipment.  Federal 
laws  have  been  passed  governing  the  handling  of  food 
stuffs  which  compel  the  destruction  of  eggs  containing 
developed  germs.  These  spots  are  due  to  a  partially  incu- 
bated embryo  which  shows  as  a  dark  distinct  spot  with  sev- 
eral radiating  lines  when  the  egg  is  held  before  the  candle, 
such  spots  are  especially  common  in  the  spring  of  the 
year  when  the  birds  are  mated  for  breeding  and  when 
fertile  eggs  are  being  pioduced.  Their  presence  is  due 
piimarily  to  improper  attention  in  collecting  eggs  as 
well  as  by  allowing  the  broody  hens  to  remain  for  a  num- 
bei-  of  days  on  the  nests.  They  should  be  frequently 
removed  from  the  nest  and  confined  in  isolation  pens, 
not  only  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  eggs,  but  to 
shorten  the  period  of  broodiness  and  get  them  into  lay- 
ing condition  more  quickly.  Eggs  should  never  be  taken 
fi'om  stolen  nests  and  allowed  to  get  in  with  the  market 
egqfs.  All  such  eggs,  after  candling,  may  be  consumed 
at  home.  The  poultryman  never  knows  how  long  such 
eggs  have  been  laid  or  how  long  the  hen  has  been  setting 
on  them.  F'^^-s  of  this  kind  will  spoil  very  quickly  in 
transit  and  will  ruin  the  future  business  with  that  partic- 
ular customer.  Frequently,  eggs  which  have  been  taken 
from   the   incubator  as  containing  dead  germs  or  being 


infertile  are  allowed  to  get  into  the  egg  crate.  The  find- 
ing of  these  by  the  consumer  not  only  cause  immediate 
losses  in  returns,  but  ruins  the  reputation  of  the  ship- 
per. Eggs  should  never  be  allowed  to  remain  for,  any 
considerable  period  of  time  exposed  to  the  direct  rays 
of  the  sun.  If  they  happen  to  be  fertile  the  intense  heat 
will  cause  the  germ  to  develop  and  they  will  appear  as 
''spots."  It  takes  a  temperature  of  but  80  degrees  to 
start  the  development  of  the  embryo.  All  market  eggs 
should  be  kept  in  a  temperature  of  about  50  degrees  if 
possible.  The  type  of  blood  spots  above  described  can 
only  occur  in  eggs  which  have  been  fertilized,  hence  there 
is  no  better  rule  which  can  be  followed  for  improving 
the  quality  of  market  eggs  than  to  keep  the  male  birds 
from  the  flock  at  all  times  excepting  during  the  hatching 
season,  and  at  all  other  times  only  infertile  eggs  should 
be  produced. 

The  Value  Of  Infertile  Eggs  For  Market 
The  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture  have  made 
careful  studies  of  the  value  of  infertile  eggs  for  eating 
purposes  and  have  noted  many  advantages  of  which  the 
following  are  a  few.  Infertile  eggs  do  not  or  never  can 
be  hatched.  In  other  words,  they  contain  no  fertile  germ 
which  may  on  the  application  of  heat,  develop  into  a 
chick.  Hence  there  is  no  danger  of  infertile  eggs  ever 
developing  a  blood  spot,  due  to  embryo  development. 
Due  to  the  absence  of  a  fertile  germ,  they  withstand 
heat  much  better  than  the  fertile  egg.  During  ship- 
ments, especially  in  the  winter,  it  is  often  that  the 
crates  are  exposed  to  considerable  heat  when  they  are 
placed  near  the  steam  pipes  in  the  Express  car  or  office, 

and  again  they  are 
allowed  to  remain 
on  the  platform 
for  a  considerable 
cime  on  cold  days 
and  exposed  to  a 
low  temperature.  In 
the  case  of  fertile 
eggs  the  intense 
heat  would  cause 
the  embryo  to  de- 
velop beyond  its 
normal  resting 
stage,  while  the  fol- 
lowing exposure  to 
cold  would  cause 
the  death  of  the  de- 
veloping embryo 
which  would  result 
in  a  blood  spot.  An 
infertile  egg  will 
stand  shipment  re- 
markably well  un- 
der peculiar  adverse 
conditions  which 
must  be  expected  in 
a  greater  or  lesser 
degree  where  large 
quantities  of  eggs 
are  handled  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year  and  over  great  distances.  Again,  in- 
fertile eggs  are  much  easier  to  preserve.  It  is  a  com- 
mon practice  to  put  thousands  of  dozens  of  eggs  in  cold 
storage  when  the  price  is  low  and  the  supply  abundant 
for  use  in  the  winter  months  when  the  supply  is  limited 
and  the  price  high.  Infertile  eggs  stand  this  storage  and 
come  out  much  better  than  the  fertile  eggs.  It  is  often 
the  case  that  private  families  desire  to  preserve  a  limit- 
ed number  of  eggs  for  their  own  use  in  the  winter,  and 
they  are  usually  put  down  in  water  glass  or  silicate  of 
soda.  The  infertile  eggs  are  found  to  be  far  superior 
for  home  preservation  to  the  fertile  eggs.  The  infertile 
eggs  are  much  slower  to  decay.  There  is  an  old  saying 
that  "Where  there  is  no  life  there  can  be  no  death"  and 
with  the  infertile  egg  there  has  been  no  union  male  and 
female  germ  cells,  hence  there  is  no  possibility  of  such 
eggs  becoming  decayed  or  rotten  except  they  are  handled 
under  very  adverse  conditions.  Infertile  eggs  are  much 
easier  to  produce  and  cost  less  than  fertile  egg,  due  to 
the  fact  that  no  male  birds  are  required  in  the  pen,  and 
it  is  a  fact  that  just  as  many  infertile  eggs  are  pro- 
duced from  a  given  pen  as  there  would  have  been  if  a 
male  bird  had  been  present.  With  an  appreciation  of 
these  important  advantages  which  the  infertile  eTg 
possess  over  the  fertile  egg,  it  will  be  readily  appie- 
ciated  that  there  is  probably  nothing  which  the  poultry- 
man  can  do  which  would  so  surely  improve  the  quality 
of  the  eggs  produced  for  table  use  more  than  the  systema- 
tic effort  to  produce  only  infertile  eggs  for  market. 
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The   Fourth   Duty    Of    The    Producer    Is    To    Eliminate    In 

So  Far  As  Possible  The  Prevalence  Of  Blood

are  usually  formed  by  a  rupture  or  slight  injury  to  the 
oviduct  during  the  time  when  the  egg  is  being  formed. 
The  blood  clot  may  be  present  in  either  a  fertile  or  in- 
fertile egg,  and  the  difference  between  the  blood  clot  and 
the  developing  embryo  should  be  clearly  appreciated 
by  the  poultry  keeper  as  well  as  the 
housewife.  The  presence  of  the  blood 
clot  in  a  normal  egg  cannot  be  deter- 
mined without  candling,  hence  where 
eggs  are  sold  to  fancy  trade  at  high 
prices,  it  is  the  safest  to  candle  the  en- 
entire  output.  All  eggs  sold  through  com- 
mission houses  in  large  Eastern  cen- 
ters of  consumption  are  candled  imme- 
diately upon  receipt  from  the  producer 
after  which  they  are  graded  and  sold  as 
graded  eggs,  free  from  blood  clots. 
What  is  of  still  greater  significance  to 
the  consumer  is  the  fact  that  the  blood 
clots  cannot  be  entirely  eliminated  by 
the  poultryman  as  they  are  common  in 
strictly  fresh,  new  laid  eggs.  They  are 
especially  common  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
when  pullets  begin  laying,  as  well  as  in 
the  spring  of  the  year  when  the  birds 
are  laying  very  heavily.  A  study  of 
the  prevalence  and  causes  of  blood  clots 
seems  to  show  that  the  condition  exists 
in  certain  individuals  in  a  flock,  and 
that  a  number  of  eggs  showing  clots  are 
laid  by  a  few  distinct  individuals  by 
systematic  trap  nesting  and  candling 
the  eggs  for  a  short  time.  The  poultry- 
man,  if  catering  to  a  retail  trade,  should 
try  to  educate  the  public  as  to  the  cause 
of  blood  clots,  and  how  to  distinguish 
the  difference  between  the  developing 
embryo  and  the  blood  clot.  This  can  be 
done  by  the  use  of  a  printed  circular  or  card  which  is 
placed  in  the  carton  before  sealing.  Such  a  card  should 
state  the  fact  that  the  eggs  are  strictly  fresh  and  carefully 
handled  and  if  blood  clots  are  found,  the  cause  should 
be  stated,  and  the  fact  that  they  are  not  injurious  or  of 
poor  quality  should  be  clearly  shown.     The  fact  should 


also  be  stated  that  the  blood  clot  can  be  removed  and  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  egg  consumed  for  food. 

The  Fifth  Duty  Of  The  Producer  Should  Be  To  Ship  Only 
Eggs   Which  Are   Uniform   As   To   Size. 

Small    eggs,    even   though    not      of      inferior      quality, 
should   not   be   shipped   to   market.      A   uniform    price   is 

only  received  for  eggs  which  are  uni- 
form in  size.  Small  eggs  in  a  normal 
shipment  are  a  common  cause  of  low 
returns  for  the  entire  lot.  These  of 
course,  are  especially  prevalent  in  the 
fall  when  pullets  are"  just  starting  to 
lay.  Eggs  produced  at  this  time  should 
be  especially  culled,  and  the  small  ones 
shipped  in  packages  labeled  **small  or 
pullet  eggs."  The  normal  size  eggs 
should  weigh  about  24  ounces  to  the 
dozen,  or  a  case  of  thirty  dozen  should 
weigh  from  52  to  55  pounds.  Ship- 
ments which  fall  materially  below  this 
weight  will  be  sold  at  wholesale  for  cor- 
respondingly much  lower  price.  Unifor- 
mity in  the  appearance  of  shipments, 
whether  in  dozen  cartons  or  in  egg  case 
lots,  is  of  vital  importance.  A  few 
small  eggs  or  a  few  large  eggs  spoil  the 
appearance  of  the  entire  lot.  The  large 
eggs  make  the  normal  eggs  look  smaller 
and  hence  dissatisfy  the  customer.  Ex- 
ceptionally large  eggs  should  be  consum- 
ed at  home.  Whereas  uniformity  in 
is  an  important  factor  if  the  highest 
prices  are  to  be  received. 

The  Sixth  Duty  of  the  Producer  is  To 
Insure  Uniformity  in  the  Color  of 
Eggs  Shipped  in  the  Same  Package. 

It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  certain  large 
egg  consuming  centers  demand  and  pay 
a  premium  for  eggs  of  a  certain  color. 
For  instance.  New  York  markets  as 
well  as  most  Eastern  centers  discrimin- 
ate in  favor  of  the  white  shelled  egg. 
New  York  will  pay  a  premium  of  from 
3  to  10  cents  for  this  color  egg  over 
the  brown  shell.  Whereas  Boston  will 
demand  and  pay  a  premium  for  the  brown  shelled  eg::;;s. 
Philadelphia,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  non-discriminauag 
market.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  all  markets  pay  a 
premium  for  eggs  which  are  of  uniform  color,  that  is, 
a  case  containing  both  browns  and  whites  would  be  worth

more  on  the  market  if  the  browns  and  whites  were  sepa- 
rated and  the  case  conspicuously  labeled  as  containing  15 
dozen  white  shelled  eggs  and  15  dozen  brown  shelled 
eggs.  For  this  reason,  if  the  greatest  selling  prices  are 
to  be  received,  the  egg  farmer  should  keep  one  breed, 
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producing  an  egg  of  one  color,  and  that  color  being  deter- 
n  i.ied  by  the  demands  of  the  market  to  which  he  must 
ship  the  greater  amount  of  his  products.  Uniformity 
iw  color  can  only  be  secured  by  keeping  standard  bred 
birds  of  a  well   established   breed. 

Careless  Packing  Frequently  Results  In  Poor  Quality 

A  large  loss  in  the  eg^  trade  which  is  due  to  careless 
packing  by  the  farmer  is  often  an  unappreciated  fact, 
ihere  are  a  few  essential  principles  which  must  apply 
to  the  packing  of  eggs.  First,  all  extremely  large  and 
mis-shaped  eggs 'should  be  consumed  at  home,  for  the 
fillers  are  made  of  such  a  size  as  to  accommodate  normal 
eggs  only.  When  large  eggs  are  packed  they  are  often 
broken,  the  contents  leaking  to  the  lower  layers  and  thus 
not  only  causing  total  loss  of  the  eggs  that  were  broken, 
but  a  certain  decrease  in  quality  of  many  eggs  in  the 
same  case.  Cracked  eggs  should  never  be  packed  for 
shipment.  If  they  are  not  leaking  when  starting  on  their 
journey,  the  chances  are  that  the  contents  will  have 
leaked  out  before  they  reach  their  destination,  which 
v.ill  injure  many  eggs  in  the  case.  Before  packing 
eggs  in  the  case,  especially  if  second  hand  crates  are 
being  used,  the  cases  should  be  gone  over  and  re- 
nailed,  being  sure  that  the  entire  case  is  secure 
and  strong.  When  packing  eggs,  only  perfect  fillers 
should  be  used.  Soiled  or  broken  fillers  should  be  dis- 
carded. Egg  cases  known  as  seconds  can  be  purchased 
for  from  5  to  7  cents  each,  and  it  will  usually  take  11 
cases  to  make  good  ones.  Some  will  need  a  new  cover 
others  will  need  new  sides,  and  all  will  probably  need  some 
new  fillers. 

When  packing  the  eggs  special  care  must  be  used  to 
see  that  plenty  of  material  is  put  at  the  top  and  bottom 
to  serve  as  a  cushion  to  prevent  unnecessary  jarring. 
Excelsior  is  the  best  m-iterial  for  packing.  It  should  be 
placed  evenly  over  the  bottom  about  one  inch  thick  be- 
fore the  fillers  are  placed  in  the  case.  After  all  layers 
are  filled,  the  top  row  of  eggs  should  be  covered  with 
heavy  newspaper  and  then  a  layer  of  excelsior  placed 
over  all.  In  nailing  on  the  cover  it  should  be  practiced 
to  leave  the  center  raised  a  little,  nailing  it  on  both 
ends.  If  enough  excelsior  or  packing  material  has  been 
placed  in  the  case,  it  will  cause  the  center  to  bulge 
slightly  forming  a  cushion  which  will  check  or  retard  any 
quick  or  serious  jars,  thus  eliminating  a  certain  pos- 
sibility of  breakage.  Quality  is  measured  not  only  by 
the  sanitary  condition  surrounding  production,  but  it  is 
measured  finally  at  the  point  of  purchase  by  the  agent, 
and  IS  determined  by  the  appearance  of  the  eggs  and 
the  package.  If  the  eggs  are  all  clean  of  good  size,  of 
uniform  color  and  free  from  necessary  breakage  and 
cracked  eggs,  a  better  price  will  go  to  the  producer  and 
more  satisfaction   to   the  consumer. 

''Held  eggs"  are  a  common  cause  of  decrease  in 
quality.  "Held  eggs"  is  a  trade  term  which  is  fre- 
onently  applied  to  all  eggs  which  have  been  at  the  point 
of  production  for  several  weeks  before  being  shipped  to 
market.  The  producer  holds  the  eggs  from  day  to  day 
as  the  price  is  rising,  thinking  that  he  will  secure  more 
profits  by  holding  them  longer.  Held  eggs  even  if  kept 
in  a  cool  room  are  poor  in  quality.  Evaporation  will 
t^^ke  place,  the  air  cell  grows  larger  each  day,  and  when 
the  eggs  are  candled,  the  fact  that  they  have  been  held, 
and  are  not  strictly  fresh,  is  sure  to  place  them 
in  a  class  which  brings  lower  returns.  Not 
only  can  these  be  detected  by  the  candler,  but  when  the 
eggs  are  cooked  and  tasted  by  the  consumer,  that  fresh, 
crisp  taste  of  the  new  laid  egg  is  not  present,  so  that 
holding  eggs  during  a  rising  market,  for  any  length  of 
time,  with  the  idea  of  increasing  revenue,  is  a  false 
practice,  and  one  which  makes  a  bad  reputation  for  the 
shipper.  Market  eggs  should  be  shipped  not  less  than 
once  a  week  and  better  twice  a  week.  It  at  certain 
seasons  full  cases  are  not  being  produced,  it  is  possible 
to  shin  half  cases  containing  15  dozen  eggs  on  the  reg- 
ular shipping  days.  ^ 

Quality    Is    Frequently    Imoaiied    By    Careless    Method    Of 

Handling    During    Shipment 

A  great  many  of  the  eggs  shipped  to  New  York  and 
other  Eastern  cities  for  eating  purposes  are  shipped  from 
the  Central  states  bordering  the  Mississippi  River 
These  eggs  must  be  transported  to  the  Eastern  mar- 
kets  at  considerable  sacrifice  of  quality.  Nearby  pro- 
ducer of  eggs  in  the  Eastern  States  have  many  "advan- 
tages oyer  the  Western  producer  in  this  respect,  and 
should  take  advantage  of  it  by  insuring  quality  before 
the  eggs  leave  the  farm.     The  distributor  is  an  impor- 


tant factor  in  maintaining  quality,  and  it  is  his  duty  to 
transport  eggs  from  the  producer  to  the  ultimate  con- 
sumer in  the  least  possible  time  and  with  the  least  pos- 
sible loss  in  quality,  and  with  as  small  an  expense  as  is 
consistent  with  efficiency.  It  is  the  poultryman's  duty 
to  be  sure  that  the  eggs  leaving  the  farm  are  in  such 
shape  that  the  distributor  can  do  this  transporting  to 
the  best  advantage.  The  distributor  must  avoid  any 
handling  which  will  allow  quality  to  be  impaired,  due 
to  the  case  being  dropped  or  violent  handling.  Break- 
age due  to  heavy  weights  being  placed  on  the  egg  case, 
causing  them  to  become  partially  crushed,  is  not  un- 
common. Placing  of  egg  cases  near  steampipes  in  heat- 
ed rooms  is  bound  to  lower  quality,  and  on  the  other  hand 
leaving  them  exposed  on  trucks  on  cold  winter  days, 
for  a  long  period  of  time,  allowing  freezing,  is  a  negli- 
gent  factor.      The   leaving   of   eggs   on   trucks      on      the

platform  during  the  mid  summer,  exposed  to  the  direct 
rays  of  the  sun  is  unpardonable,  for  if  the  eggs  are 
fertile,  germ  development  is  sure  to  take  place.  Again 
losses  may  be  due  to  delay  in  delivery.  It  may  be  caus- 
ed in  some  cases  by  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  dis- 
tributors, or  as  in  some  cases,  by  lack  of  care  in  address- 
ing the  package  on  the  part  of  the  producer.  The  ad- 
dress should  be  marked  on  a  card,  tacked  on  one  end  of 
the  case,   not  on   the  top   or  sides. 

Conclusion 

The  retail  trade  is  probably  the  more  satisfactory 
from  the  standpoint  of  maintaining  quality.  The  pro- 
ducer is  the  only  man  concerned,  and  it  is  up  to  him  to 
produce  quality  and  deliver  quality.  The  wholesale 
trade,  however,  requires  the  handling  of  the  product  by 
a  number  of  different  agents,  the  producers,  the  dis- 
tributor, the  wholesale  jobber  and  the  retail  store; 
all  these  must  handle  the  eggs  and  each  must  take  his 
profit.  It  IS  the  problem  of  the  producer  to  be  sure  that 
his  eggs  are  clean,  fresh  and  properly  packed  when  leav- 
ing the  farm,  if  he  is  to  get  the  greatest  returns  and  in- 
sures the  best  Quality  to  the  consumer.  The  most  di- 
rect selling  which  can  be  followed  will  be  an  advantage. 
not  only  in  quality,  but  price  as  well. 
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"UTILITY  CRAZE"===PART  II. 


Its  Relation  To  Market  Poultry  and  Egg  Types — Charles  D.  Cleveland 
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IN  last  month's  article  an  attempt  was  made  to  point  out 
the  real  meaning  of  the  word  "Utility"  as  applied 
in  general. 

The  public  was  warned  not  to  allow  the  word  "Utility" 
to  be  expanded  so  as  to  cover  more  than  originally  in- 
tended. Beginners  were  cautioned  against  accepting  a 
construction  of  this  much  used  word  which  would  lead 
them  into  the  belief  that  Standard  Bred  Poultry  could 
not  be  Utility  Poultry.  The  novice  was  advised  to  consult 
good  authority  before  he  concluded  that  "Utility"  meant 
everything,  and  above  all  that  "Utility"  had  been  used 
by  a  multitude  of  advertisers  to  cover  a  multitude  of 
sins.  An  endeavor  was  made  to  point  out  that  those  who 
had  inferior  stock  were  very  fond  of  using  the  w^ord 
''Utility"  to  disguise  the  poor  qualities  of  their  stock  from 
both  the  Market  and  Exhibition  standpoints  and  that 
these  men  were  employing  the  term  as  a  catch-all  or  mys- 
tic symbol,  both  to  deceive  the  public  and  to  lend  a 
value  to  their  stock  which  in  fact  it  did  not  really  possess. 

The  purpose  of  this  chapter  is  to  briefly  discuss  the 
real  relation  between  the  word  "Utility"  and  (a)  Market 
Poultry  and  (b)  Egg  Types  or  flocks  bred  solely  for 
egg  production. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  market  or  beef 
types  have  a  distinct  and  unique  value.  They  are  compos- 
ed either  of  Standard  Bred  Poultry,  specialized  along 
certain  lines  or  crosses  made  for  the  express  purpose  of 
producing  carcasses  superior  in  quality  and  amount  of 
flesh.  The  public  is  gradually  beginning  to  fully  real- 
ize the  importance  of  poultry  as  food.  It  is  waking  up 
to  the  knowledge  that  poultry  meat  contains  not  only  a 
great  amount  of  nourishment  but  that  it  is  alive  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  three  kinds  of  dressed  poultry — good, 
bad  and  indifferent.  One  has  only  to  visit  the  stores  of 
the  most  prominent  dealers  in  fancy  dressed  poultry  or 
to  see  exhibitions  of  this  poultry  at  shows  to  realize  what 
progress  is  being  made  in  this  country  in  producing  super- 
ior table  fowl,  fattened  and  prepared  in  an  up-to-date 
and  artistic  manner.  While  it  no  doubt  is  a  fact  that  we 
are  not  as  proficient  as  perhaps  England,  France  or  Bel- 
grium  in  perfecting  a  Standard  of  quality  and  appearance 
for  our  dressed  poultry,  nevertheless  we  are  learning 
and  are  making  rapid  strides. 

It  is  a  laudable  endeavor.  This  country  should  succeed 
in  this  line  of  effort  just  as  it  has  done  in  others  and  in 
time  will  equal  or  surpass  the  older  nations  in  present- 
ing a  line  of  dressed  carcasses  which  will  be  more  appe- 
tizing in  appearance  and  in  taste  than  anything  hereto- 
fore produced.  Such  an  effort  is  strictly  along  the  lines 
of  one  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  "Utility."  It  is  a  use- 
ful and  beneficial  thing  to  perfect  a  strain  of  mar- 
ket poultry  in  its  highest  degree  and  all  praise  should 
be  given  to  the  men  who  are  laboring  in  this  field,  viz: 
By  building  up  a  strain  of  pure  Standard  Bred  fowls 
which  have  been  specialized  along  beef  lines  or  by  cross- 
ing various  breeds  or  varieties  of  Standard  Bred  fowls. 
So  we  are  again  led  back  to  the  fundamental  and  basic 
fact  that  these  desirable  types  originate  from  Standard 
Bred  Poultry  and  should  be  called  "Market  Poultry"  and 
not  "Utility  Poultry"  so  as  to  avoid  a  confusion  which 
otherwise  is  sure  to  result.  It  is  manifest  that  the  cross- 
es or  cross-breds  cannot  reproduce  themselves.  They 
can,  therefore,  have  no  distinctive  name  of  their  own. 
They  cannot  be  sold  except  when  dressed  for  their  off- 
spring will  not  carry  on  their  good  qualities.  If  the  strain 
is  the  result  of  specializing  in  one  particular  variety  of 
Standard  Bred  fowls  such  as  Wyandottes  or  Plymouth 
Rocks  due  credit  must  be  given  to  their  Standard  Bred 
originals  or  ancestors  and  the  resulting  strain  cannot 
properly  be  termed  "Utility"  poultry,  but  should  be  call- 
ed Market  type  or  beef  type  Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyandottes 
or  whatever  else  they  may  be.  It  is  also  perfectly  clear 
that  neither  Wyandottes  or  Plymouth  Rocks  are  the  only 
breeds  which  could  be  entitled  to  be  known  as  beef  types. 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  any  breeder  from  so  spec- 
ializing his  breed  that  in  time  he  may  work  it  up  into  an 
important  variety.  By  any  breed  we  mean  a  fowl  whose 
physical  characteristics  are  such    that    it    would    pay    a 


breeder  to  specialize  in  perfecting  their  carcases  for  meat 
to  a  larger  and  finer  degree.      We  do  not  mean  for  ex- 
ample that  the  smaller,  lighter,  more  active  varieties  such 
as  Hamburgs  or  Leghorns  are  typical  beef  breeds  and  yet 
it  is  clear  that  at  certain  stages  of  the  growth  of  either 
of  these  varieties  they  are  greatly  prized  in  the  broiler 
market,  but  in  a  beef  breed  there  is  "Utility"  in  one  only, 
that  is  it  is  perfected  along  the  lines  of  flesh  and  it  will 
undoubtedly  be  found  that  where  this  is  done  egg  laying 
the  meat  side  of  the  carcass  the  less  opportunity  there  will 
must  be  sacrificed.     The  more  we  give  our  attention  to 
be  to  increase  or  even  hold  the  egg  output.  So  if  we  are  to 
use  the  word  "Utility"  in  connection  with  these  beef  types 
we  would  be  careful  to  specialize  in  what  respect  "Util- 
ity"  is   applied   to   them   and  we   should    not  advertise   a 
heavy  beef  breed  only  by  the  use  of  the  word  "Utility" 
Plymouth  Rocks,  Wyandottes,  etc.,  but  should  say  "Beef 
Type"   or   "Market  Type"   so   as  to   let  the   public   know 
what  is     expected  from  the  off-spring  and   further  than 
all  this  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  is  no  one  breed 
or  variety  which  at  the  present  time  is  entitled  to  suprem- 
acy along  the  beef  lines,  nor  is  there  any  one  type  or  form 
of  chicken  which  can   be   termed   the  beef  type.      What 
kind  of  beef  are  we  after?  Do  we  want  the  most  succu- 
lent and  tender  broiler,  the  best  roaster;  the  most  useful 
fricasseeing  chicken   or  the  best  variety  to  be  used   for 
caponizing,  you  will  find  claims  put  forward  by  a  great 
many  ranging  from  the  Leghorn       to     the     Cochin     and 
including    a   great   variety    of    crosses    or   mongrels,    but 
here  again  please  remember  to  give  credit  where  credit 
is  due,  viz:  back  of  it  all  towers  the  pure  bred  Standard 
Bred    chicken — and    you    cannot   get   away    from    it.      It 
forms  the  real  corner  stone  and  substance  of  the  struc- 
ture upon  which  all  claims  along  "Utility"  lines  can  be 
based  and  to  which  all  breeders  of  beef  types  must  ul- 
timately come  either  for  their  beginning  or  to  obtain  fresh 
blood.        It  is   confidently   believed   that   a   breeder  who 
starts  out  with  the  fixed  purpose  in  mind  of  developing  a 
strain  which  can  legitimately  be  called  a  beef  type  will 
ultimately  succeed  far  better  by  confining  his  efforts  to- 
ward specializing  a  known  variety  of  Standard  bred  fowls 
rather  than  result  to  crossing  or  originating  a  new  breed 
and  such  a  man,  while  he  is  legitimately  a  "Utility"  breed- 
er must  give  credit  to  his  Standard  bred  strain  and  should 
style  himself  "Specialist  in  beef  type"  so  as  applied  to 
this   market   carcass   or   market   poultry   proposition   the 
word  "Utility"  has  a  meaning  which  should  not  be  mis- 
construed.   It  means  "Utility"  along  one  line  only  for  the 
specialists  are  the  only  ones  that  can  ever  succeed.     What 
may  be  the  best  type  today  may  not  receive  much  recog- 
nition ten  years  from  now,  but  you  may  bank  upon  the 
fact  that  the  successful  beef  type  will  always  be  a  spec- 
ialized Standard  chicken. 

As  far  as  our  observation  goes  the  greatest  misuse  of 
the  word  "Utility"  is  being  applied  to  fowls  which  are 
claimed  to  have  a  superior  production  in  eggs.  The  gen- 
eral run  of  people  who  keep  poultry,  prize  them  specially 
for  their  eggs.  The  majority  of  raisers  make  their  money 
through  the  sale  of  market  eggs  and  the  Standard  of  egg 
production  is  constantly  being  raised  through  the  efforts 
of  conscientious  and  careful  specialists  in  line  breeding. 
The  temptation  of  a  man  who  has  perhaps  an  inferior  lot 
of  layers  to  advertise  them  along  the  lines  of  heavy  egg 
production  is,  therefore,  great.  His  chances  of  selling 
are  considerably  increased  if  he  can  make  the  public  be- 
lieve that  his  hens  are  noted  for  turning  out  a  large 
quantity  of  hen  fruit,  and  the  word  "Utility"  seems  to 
be  just  the  term  he  wanted  to  use  to  convey  his  impres- 
sion. Now,  it  must  be  plain  that  egg  production  is  to  bs 
secured  by  the  same  methods  and  the  same  system  of  line 
breeding  as  are  resorted  to  by  the  breeder  of  exhibition 
poultry,  viz:  To  so  mate  his  fowls  that  the  blood  of  the 
best  one  will  be  strong  in  the  veins  of  all.  For  this  pur- 
pose a  breeder  of  exhibition  poultry  selects  the  specimen 
nearest  the  ideal  in  shape  and  color  and  infuses  blood  of 
this  specimen  throughout  his  whole  flock.  The  man  who  de- 
sires to  succeed  in  producing  a  strain  of  heavy  layers 
resorts  to  the  trap  nest  and  when  he  finds  out  which  are

1  -II  ^^'^^  Orpmgton  as  a  ''boomed  breed,"  not 
o?  fv,r  ^  •  ^^  purpose  of  reflecting  on  the  genuineness 
of  the  claims  made  by  Orpington  admirers,  but  also  of 
casting  a  doubt  on  the  worth  of  the  breed  itself.  While 
It  IS  true  that  there  has  been  some  extravagant  talk  about 
the  possibilities  of  this  breed  it  is  more  or^less  excusable 
uJ^  ?u  ^  considers  the  many  fine  qualities  and  admirable 
tiaits  the  Orpingtons  possess.  Furthermore,  it  is  idle  and 
useless  to  attempt  to  cast  aspersions  on  a  breed  so  tested 
and  proved.  The  White  Orpington  has  suffered  and  endur 
ed  more  in  this  respect  than  the  other  varieties.  It  has 
been  advertised,  one  might  say  ''hippodromed,"  to  a  tre- 
mendous degree  and  in  a  way  that  was  positively  harmful. 
Despite  the  bad  ef- 
fcts  of  this  improp- 
er advertising  and 
the  resultant  check 
ing  of  the  progress 
of  the  variety  it 
has  maintained  its 
hold  upon  the  af- 
fections of  breed- 
ers and  fanciers 
alike. 

Of  course  in  anv 
breed   and    variety 
there      is  ^  always 
room  for  improve- 
ment,    and     the 
White  Orpington  is 
far  from  being  an 
exception    to    this 
rule.     In  a  variety 
that   has   produced 
so  many  specimens 
that      are      almost 
perfect  in  type  as 
this  variety  has,   I 
think  that  greater 
efforts     should     be 
made       toward 
attaining   a  higher 
degree    of   general 
excellence.      I    am 
not     speaking     so

miuch  of  color  as  of  type.  Uniformity  of  type  is  the 
thing  to  be  desired.  In  the  show  rooms  one  sees  entirely 
too  many  rangy,  leggy  birds,  too  many  birds  lacking  in 
breast  formation  and  many  that  are  as  full  feathered  and 
low  set  as  Cochins.  To  me  this  last  is  the  type  that  is 
most  to  be  deplored.  One  may  do  something  in  the 
way  of  production  with  the  tight  feathered,  leggy  fowl 


but  these  low  set  squatty  birds  are  almost  absolutely 
useless,  and  to  my  mind  they  are  a  unlovely  as  they  are 
unproductive. 

All  of  these  faults  can  be  corrected,  and  it  is  purely 
a  matter  of  self  discipline  with  the  breeder,  if  he  can 
school  himself  to  keep  the  type  ever  in  mind  and  to 
subordinate  color  to  it.  The  thing  is  done,  and  it  is 
merely  a  matter  of  time  until  the  results  prove  it. 

Of  course  color  problems  must  have  fair  and  proper 
consideration.  The  chief  troubles  experienced  by  breeders 
of  this  variety  arc  creaminess  and  brassiness  in  the  plum- 
age and  white  in  the  ear  lobe.  Both  of  the  faults  are 
those  of  inheritance  and  they  are  the  more  persistent 
because  of  the  comparative  newness  of  the  Orpington  as 
a  breed.      The  brassiness  comes  from  the  intermingling 

with  the  Buffs,  in 
the  effort  to  get 
type,  and  the  ear 
lobe  trouble  is  the 
result  of  the  Leg- 
horn cross,  that 
was  used  in  the 
production  of  the 
variety.  Rigid 
culling  and  pati- 
ence are  the  cor- 
rective measures 
to  be  used  in  deal- 
ing with  these  col- 
or problems. 

It  would  be  a 
great  pity  if  the 
White  Orpingtons 
were  permitted  to 
wane  in  popular 
favor,  and  while 
there  is  but  slight 
danger  of  this  oc- 
currence, still  it  is 
undeniable  that  of 
late  the  classes  of 
this  variety  in  the 
big  shows  are  not 
so  well  filled  as 
formerly.  This  is 
inexcusable  and  if 
the  breeders  will 
.  show  a  proper  de- 

gree of  aggressiveness  in  pushing  the  claims  of  their  fa- 
vorites, we  will  speedily  see  them  in  the  position  they 
formerly  occupied.  There  is  no  breed  or  variety  that  is 
not  in  a  great  measure  dependent  upon  the  co-operation 
of  its  breeders,no  matter  how  worthy  it  may  be.  The 
White  Orpington  is  well  able  to  prove  its  worth,  both  as 
business  and  show  bird  wherever  given  a  trial  to  prove  it.

NINETY  per  cent,  of  the  city  people  who  seek  homes  in 
the  country  have  their  minds  on  a  flock  of  poultry, 
even  though  they  do  not  design  to  take  up  poultry 
culture  as  a  business.  It  is  the  universal  opinion  that 
there  is  money  in  poultry,  and  so  there  is  when  properly 
managed.  Be  the  flock  large  or  small,  it  pays  the  rural- 
ist  to  have  a  fine  flock  of  fowls.  He  not  only  has  fresh 
eggs  and  poultry  for  his  table,  but  there  are  great  hunks 
of  satisfaction  in  being  possessed  of  such  birds.  Ii  is  not 
the  desire  of  the  majority  of  town  folk  who  secure  homes 
in  the  country  to  establish  a  poultry  plant  on  a  large 
scale,  but  they  desire  to  produce  a  variety  of  crops 
largely  composed  of  vegetables,  fruits  and  flowers,  and 
keep  a  variety  of  animals.  Poultry,  of  course,  comes  in 
for  its  share  of  attention.  ^     n    -. 

There  has  been  a  strong  disposition  on  the  part  ot  city 
people  to  return  to  the  country.  Those  able  to  purchase 
a  small  holding  for  a  summer  home  look  for  desirable 
properties  not  too  far  out,  for  those  on  the  line  ot  the 
electric  road  are  much  in  demand.  Further  back  are  lar- 
ger and  proportionately  cheaper  farms,  but  even  here 
can  be  found  small  places  that  are  desirable  and  that 
will  make  good  poultry,  fruit  and  truck  farms,  such  as 
the  majority  of  working  people  from  the  cities  are  looking 
for      This  is  a  condition  that  exists  in  every  state. 

There  is  no  need  of  any  one  pulling  up  and  moving 
hundreds  of  miles  away  in  order  to  secure  a  home  m  the 
country.  Thousaands  of  these  places  are  within  easy 
reach,  and  almost  any  one  can  find  such  as  he  can  afford 
to  purchase.  Farm  values  are  as  low  as  they  probably 
ever  will  be.  Farming  as  a  vocation  is  becoming  more 
popular  each  year.  We  have  land  enough  in  the  United 
States  to  give  every  one  29  acres,  and  half  of  this  amount 
of  the  right  kind  of  land,  well  located,  devoted  to  poultry, 
small  fruits  and  truck,  will  afford  a  comfortable  living 
for  a  man  and  family.     To  farm  one  needs  more  land. 

Poultry,  on  the  farm,  is  paying  stock.  It  will  bring 
in  more  for  investment  than  any  other  stock.  Dairying, 
hog  growing  and  beef  breeding  may  all  be  profitable  in- 
dustries, but  the  same  amount  of  money,  brains  and  la- 
bor put  into  poultry  will  pay  fully  twice  the  profit.  A 
flock  of  500  laving  hens,  properly  housed  and  managed, 
bring  in  from  $800  to  $1200,  and  the  value  of  the  feed 
consumed  should  not  exceed  $500,  much  of  which  can  be 
produced  on  the  farm.  It  will  take  75  to  100  hogs  or 
16  cows  to  bring  in  this  amount  of  money,  and  there  will 
be  no  more  clear  profit  from  them. 

Many  farmers  keep  500  hens  who  do  not  receive  any- 
where near  this  amount  of  money  from  them.  The  rea- 
sons are  they  do  not  have  the  right  kind  of  hens  in  the 
first  place,  and  in  the  second  place  do  not  give  them  the 
right  kind  of  care.  Mongrel  hens  or  those  of  promis- 
cuous breeding  will  not  pay  such  profits.  Not  more  than 
50  hens  should  be  kept  together  by  the  beginner.  If  they 
are  to  be  allowed  to  run,  they  should  be  placed  in  colony 
houses,  distributed  over  the  farm.  These  houses  may  be 
placed  on  runners  and  moved  from  place  to  place. 
Though  small  houses  are  not  as  desirable  as  large  ones, 
permanently  located,  the  only  advantage  of  the  colony 
houses  is  that  they  can  be  drawn  to  the  fields  in  summer 
and  back  near  the  farm  buildings  in  winter,  thus  saving 
considerable  travel  in  cold  weather.  Where  the  build- 
ings are  permanent,  it  is  best  to  have  a  fair-sized  yard 
to  each  house,  so  the  fowls  can  be  confined,  if  desired, 
where  there  is  no  danger  of  their  damaging  growing  crops. 
Separate  buildings  are  in  demand  because  of  the  differ- 
ent uses  to  which  they  can  be  put. 

The  farmer's  poultry  plant  should  consist  of  a  brooder 
house  or  a  number  of  colony  brooder  houses  and  as  many 
larger  colony  houses  as  are  necessary  to  shelter  the  de- 
sired number  of  hens,  allowing  not  more  than  50  hens  to 
a  pen.  If  the  hens  are  to  be  yarded,  a  long  house  with 
several  compartments  can  be  used.  The  colony  plan  is 
the  best  for  farm  conditions,  and  the  houses  should  be 
so  situated  that  they  can  be  reached  easily  with  horse 
and  wagon,  so  feed  can  be  drawn  to  them  and  droppings 
carried  away. 


Twice  Income  With  Fowls — Chance  For  The 
Well-Bred    Birds   Would  Give    Good    Start — 
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Special  crops  can  be  grown  for  the  hens,  thus  saving 
much  of  the  grain  and  other  feed  that  would  have  to  be 
purchased,  or  that  can  be  used  for  other  stock.  Growing 
stock  should  be  moved  to  the  grain  fields  after  harvest, 
where  they  will  pick  up  the  waste  grain  and  for  a  time 
require  but  little  other  feeding.  This  is  the  way  to  grow 
the  pullets  cheaply  and  well.  The  cockerels  should  be 
disposed  of  by  this  time.  The  farmer  who  allows  a  lot 
of  young  males  to  run  with  his  poultry  until  fall  is  not 
managing  his  fowls  in  a  businesslike  manner.  The  argu- 
ment is  sometimes  advanced  that  the  farmer  cannot  af- 
ford the  time  to  give  growing  chicks  proper  attention,  as 
they  come  just  the  time  when  spring  work  is  crowding 
him.  He  finds  time  to  look  after  other  stock.  Why  not 
the  chicks?  If  he  has  a  sufficient  number  to  make  it 
profitable  he  can  devote  a  day  now  and  then  to  their 
care.  When  eggs  only  are  wanted,  and  one  of  the  non- 
setting  breeds  are  kept,  their  hatching  should  all  be  done 
at  one  time.      The  incubating  capacity  should  be  large 


enough  to  supply  all  the  chicks  needed,  and  when  these 
are  placed  in  the  brooders  very  little  further  attention 
is  required.  If  the  farmer  follows  the  plan  of  continuous 
feeding  for  a  week,  the  chicks  must  be  looked  after,  but 
as  soon  as  they  have  passed  the  danger  zone  and  have 
learned  to  know  their  quarters,  the  rest  of  the  work  will 
become  a  regular  chore  and  will  not  be  felt  nearly  as 
much  as  the  milking  of  several  cows  and  numerous  other 
chores,  which  he  does  not  think  too  trifling  to  attend  to. 
Mixed  farming  with  poultry  growing  or  egg  farming 
a  leading  branch,  cannot  help  but  be  profitable  if  prop- 
erly managed.  Nearly  all  the  feed  is  raised  on  the  farm, 
and  the  money  received  from  poultry  and  eggs  represents 
the  production  of  a  portion  of  the  farm  marketed  in  a 
concentrated  form.  There  is  profit  in  keeping  fowls 
where  the  greater  portion  of  the  feed  is  raised.  There 
is  a  profit  from  the  poultry  and  a  profit  from  the  grain, 
if  the  grain  can  be  produced  at  a  profit,  which  it  can  be, 
when  fed  to  the  hens,  as  there  is  no  waste  and  all  un- 
marketable portions  consumed. 
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Christmas  Day  is  a  festival  universally  observed 
since  the  days  of  Antonius  Pius  138-161  A.  D.,  but 
the  first  certain  traces  of  it  are  found  about  the  time 

of  the  Emperor  Commodius  Merry 
180-192  A.  D.  For  centuries  this 
day  as  vsrell  as  those  preceding  it, 
and  those  following  it  were  given 
over  to  frolics  and  mirthful  games, 
and  we  still  perceive  in  some  parts 
of  the  world,  the  lingering  remains 
of  the  sports  which  were  wont  in 
the  earlier  times  to  enliven  this  com- 
fortless period  of  the  year,  in  which 
the  anniversary  of  the  great  event 
occurs. 

Christmas  parties  and  Merry-mak- 
ings are  still  formed,  the  yule  log 
still  has  its  place  in  memory,  and  in 
fact,  while  the  Boar's-head  has  been 
replaced  by  Chicken,  Turkey  or 
Goose,  the  mistletoe  is  still  hung  up 
with  care,  so  are  the  stockings — 

"In  hopes  that  St.  Nicholas  soon  will  be  there," 
while  old  and  young  alike  look  forward  too  and  wel- 
come Christmas  Day.  The  vigorous  celebrations  of 
the  olden-times  are  past,  our  custom  of  celebration 
with  words  of  cheer  and  good  wishes  to  all  fellow- 
man  is  dignified  and  in  keeping  with  the  times, 
friends  and  friendship  stands  for  more  than  it  ever 
did  before  and  the  good  wishes  of  Christmas  Day  are 
accepted  sincerely. 

We  wish  to  pass  this  Merry-Christmas  cheer,  of 
health,  happiness  and  success  over  this  broad  land, 
over  every  land,  and  its  people,  with  the  hope  and 


wish  that  "Peace  on  Earth  and  Good  Will  to  AH" 
may  be  attained  and  hold  forth  ever  after. — H.  P.  S. 


Every  person  owes  it  to  themselves  and  those  de- 
pondent  upon  them  to  look  to  the  future.  What  that 
future  has  in  store  for  us,  we  cannot  tell,  but  we  can 

tell  and  do  know,  that  it  will  be 
largely  regulated  by  our  work  and  ef- 
forts of  today  and  of  this  time.  By 
due  consideration  of  conditions  and 
study  of  possibilities  we  can  plan  to 
advantage  for  time  to  come.  We 
can  arrange  to  be  in  a  position  to  ac- 
cept conditions  and  meet  them  with 
preparedness,  so  that  the  opportuni- 
ties offered  will  not  find  us  wanting, 
but  find  us  ready  to  welcome  them 
to  personal  and  general  advantage. 

As  we  see  it,  there  is  no  chance  be- 
ing taken  in  poultry  breeding,  possi- 
bilities never  offered  more,  food 
prices  promise  to  be  lower,  while  the 
prices  of  poultry  meat  and  eggs  are 
sure  to  keep  high  above  the  profit 
paying  mark.  TTie  ever-increasing  demand  assures 
this.  Year  after  year,  this  demand  has  increased  at  a 
greater  rate  than  the  supply,  sending  prices  a-soaring 
often  above  real  food  values  for  select  dressed  poul- 
try and  eggs. 

The  middle-man  to  some  extent  has  been  a  factor 
in  this,  and  very  often  the  producer  has  not  received 
his  due.  Here  is  where  the  poultrymen  should  look 
ahead  to  securing  their  own  direct  market,  either 
singly  or  by  a  co-operative  plan,  by  producing  more 
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rjoultry  and  better  poultry  for  quality  will   find  its 
level  and  its  market  as  well. 

As  stated  with  an  unlimited  demand  that  is  ever 
increasing  and  that  is  being  rather  poorly  supplied, 
there  should  be  a  proportioned  basis  for  poultry  pro- 
duction. If  every  farmer  in  this  country  would  keep 
from  three  to  five  hens  for  every  acre  of  land  they 
own  or  work,  it  would,  to  our  notion  be  the  proper 
amount  he  could  handle,  feed  and  keep  at  their  best, 
with  the  least  cost  to  himself. 

Farmers  plan  to  yearly  grow  a  certain  number  of 
acres  of  wheat,  corn  and  oats,  according  to  the  size 
of  their  farms,  and  their  ability  to  work  the  land  and 
harvest  and  store  them.  Would  it  not  be  consistent 
with  this  to  also  grow  a  proportioned  number  of 
fowls?  We  believe  it  and  feel  the  day  near  when 
this  plan  will  be  generally  adopted  to  advantage. 

While  you  look  ahead  and  plan  to  raise  more 
poultry,  look  far  enough  ahead  to  note  the  advan- 
tages offered  you  by  only  raising  Standard-bred 
Stock— H.  P.  S.

NO  SPECTER  OF  FAMINE 

Academic  economists  who  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  time 
will  come  in  this  country  when  the 
land  will  not  produce  sufficient  food 


to  support  the  population  will  be 
entitled  to  ''another  guess"  after 
studying  recent  crop  estimates  by  the 
experts  of  the  Federal  Department 
of  Agriculture.  It  is  officially  an- 
nounced that  the  returns  indicate  a 
production  of  approximately  3,000,- 
000,000  bushels  of  corn,  1,500,000,- 
000  bushels  of  oats,  1,000,000,000 
bushels  of  wheat  and  nearly  250,000,- 
000  bushels  of  barley.  It  is  not  an- 
ticipated that  it  will  become  neces- 
sary to  consume  hay  directly  as  hu- 
man food,  but  the  crop  of  hay  is  es- 
timated  at   80,000,000   tons,   not  in- 
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eluding  20,000,000  tons  of  wild  hay. 

But   this   hay   will    serve     the     same 

purpose,  when  used  for  feeding  farm 

animals.     Famine  is  not  yet  stalking 

in  this  land.

RURAL  POSTAL  ROUTES 

Rural  postal  routes  50  miles  or 
more  in  length  are  now  served  by 
motor  vehicle  at  about  100  different 
points  in  the  United  States.  This 
system  went  into  effect  about  June  1, 
and  is  giving  better  service  to  the 
public  at  less  cost  to  the  post  office. 
The  only  requirement  as  to  the  mode 
of  vehicles  is  that  each  shall  have  a 
carrying  capacity  of  at  least  800 
pounds  and  80  cubic  feet.  This  en- 
ables carriers  to  employ  almost  any 
kind  of  motor  car  and  many  types 
are  in  use.  Probably  it  will  not  be 
long  before  the  major  part  of  the 
postal  delivery  service  in  town  and 
country  will  be  done  by  motor  ve- 
hicles. The  next  step  will  be  the 
motor  post  coach  to  carry  passengers 

as  well  as  parcels  and  letters.

THE     TOAD 

The  toad  lives  from  10  to  40  years, 
and  it  can  lay  over  a  thousand  eggs 
a  year.  It  has  lived  two  years  with- 
out food,  but  cannot  live  long  under 
water.  It  never  takes  dead  or  mo- 
tionless food.  It  captures  and  de- 
vours wasps,  yellow  jackets,  ants, 
beetles,  worms,  spiders,  snails,  bugs, 
grasshoppers,  crickets,  weevils,  cater- 
pillars, moths,  etc.  In  twenty-four 
hours  the  toad  consumes  enough  food 
to  fill  its  stomach  four  times.  A 
single  toad  will  in  three  months 
devour  over  10,000  insects.  If  every 
ten  of  these  would  have  done  one 
cent  of  damage  the  toad  has  saved 
$10.00.  Evidently  the  toad  is  a  val- 
uable friend  to  the  farmer,  gardener 
and  fruit  grower,  and  can  be  made 
especially   useful    in   the   greenhouse, 

garden   and   berry  patch.

CARE  OF  WILD  DUCKS 

The  United  States  Government  has 
adopted  another  aggregation  of  wards. 
It  now  proposes  to  take  care  of  wild 
ducks.  With  the-  gradual  enroach- 
ment  of  settlers  and  their  cultivated 
plantations  on  low  lying  shore  lands, 
especially  in  tide-water  regions,  and 
the  consequent  drainage  of  such 
places,  the  feeding  fields  of  wild 
ducks  have  been  seriously  curtailed. 
Pond-weeds  upon  which  they  feed  al- 
most exclusively  are  rapidly  disap- 
pearing. To  offset  this,  the  Bureau 
of  Fisheries  is  now  engaged  in  pro- 
pagating aquatic  plants  to  take  their 
place.  Six  varieties  are  being  grown 
that  the  requisite  diet  may  be  sup- 
plied the  birds.  Their  tastes  differ, 
the  Bureau  anounces,  and,  since  one 
species  does  not  eat  what  another 
species  prefers,  propagation  and 
planting    of    all    half-dozen    varieties 

are  necessary.

OUR  VACANT  LAND 

There  is  still  room  in  this  country 
for  the  pioneer.  The  government 
land  office  reports  279,544,000  acres 
still    "unappropriated,  and    unreserv- 


ed," of  which  more  than  half  has 
been  surveyed  and  is  ready  for  entry. 
More  than  11,000,000  acres  were 
taken  up  last  year  by  homestead  and 
other  entries  and  sales  of  individuals. 
At  that  rate  the  remaining  land  will 
last  a  good  many  years  yet.  And 
when  it  is  all  gone  there's  300,000,- 
000  acres  more  in  Alaska. 

Of  course  a  great  deal  of  this  va- 
cant area  is  worthless  mountain,  des- 
ert or  swamp,  which  man  in  all  prob- 
ability never  will  be  able  to  utilize. 
Nevertheless,  a  good  deal  of  it  is 
thoroughly  worth  taking.  And  many 
a  tract  that  now  seems  hopeless  will 
ultimately  require  value  through  ir- 
rigation or  the  application  of  dry 
farming  methods  or  the  drainage  of 
swamps  or  the  discovery  of  mineral 
or  the  establishment  of  health  re- 
sorts.

RATION    PROBLEMS 

There  is  no  best  egg  laying  ration. 
Climate,  section,  condition,  quality, 
and  variety  all  have  their  peculiar 
values  and  effect.  The  proper  ration 
for  you  to  feed  for  best  results  must 
be  largely  worked  out  by  you  and 
experiments  in  feed  and  feeding  are 
always  interesting  to   note. 

A  scratch  grain  mixture  for  lay- 
ing hens  used  at  the  Connecticut  Egg 
Laying  Contest,  will  be  a  good  basis 
to  work  upon.  It  consists  of  sixty 
pounds  cracked  corn,  sixty  of  wheat, 
forty  of  oats,  twenty  of  barley,  ten 
of  kafin  corn  and  ten  of  buckwheat. 

The  dry  mash  as  follows:  Two 
hundred  pounds  coarse  wheat  bran, 
one  hundred  pounds  of  gluten  feed, 
one  hundred  pounds  of  ground  oats 
and  seventv-five  of  standard  mid- 
lings,  eightv  of  meat  scrap  and  twen- 
ty-five  low  grade   flour. 

The  Cornell  winter  whole  grain, 
egg  laying  ration  has  no  barley,  but 
is  composed  of  sixty  pounds  of  wheat, 
sixty  pounds  of  corn,  thirty  pounds 
of  oats  and  thirty  pounds  of  buck- 
wheat. The  dry  mash  fed  in  hop- 
pers during  the  afternoon  only,  is 
sixty  pounds  of  corn  meal,  sixty 
pounds  of  wheat  bran,  ten  pounds  of 
wheat  middlings,  thirty  pounds  of 
alfalfa  meal,  ten  pounds  of  oil  meal, 
fifty  pounds  of  beef  scrap  and  one 
Tiound  of  salt.  Half  as  much  mash 
by  weight  is  given  as  of  whole  grain. 
No  more  of  the  mixture  is  given  than 
the  fowls  readily  clean  up.  The 
poultry  man  must  regulate  this 
amount. 


C.  An  egg  tester  is  shown  in  the 
patent  to  James  M.  Halley,  of  Kay- 
tesyille.  Missouri.  This  "  invention, 
which  is  electrically  operated,  is  pro- 
vided with  means  for  closing  the  cir- 
cuit to  cause  an  electric  bulb  to  glow 
in  suitable  proximity  to  an  egg  in  or- 
der that  the  same  mav  be  tested. 
Means  are  also  provided  so  that  the 
bulb  may  be  made  to  intermittently 
glow  nnd  also  permanently  glow, 
upon  the  movement  of  an  egg.  The 
invention  is  designed  so  that  a  num- 
ber of  eggs  may  be  tested  at  the  same 
time. 


The  older  the  egg  the  less  is  that 
sweet,  rich  flavor  noticeable.

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THE  first  Seattle  show  will  be  held 
by  the  Poulry  and  Pet  Stock  As- 
sociation, December  13th  to  18th, 
wih  L.  A.  Lukam,  Secretary,  and 
James  A.  Tucker  and  Will  Purdy,  as 
Judges.  These  judges  are  well- 
known  on  the  Coast  where  they  in- 
variably give  satisfaction.  Seattle 
boasts  of  two  poultry  Associations 
and  both  are  progressing  with  a  large 
and  increasing  membership.  The 
town  of  Seattle  is  the  big  city  of  the 
Coast,  ranking  next  in  everyone's 
mind  to  San  Francisco  with  Portland 
and  Tacoma  following  close  behind. 
Porland  holds  a  good  show  each  year. 
That  city  is  more  like  an  Eastern  city 
than  the  Coast  cities  usually  are.  It 
is  unlike  Seattle  and  Tacoma,  as  it  is 
built  on  level  ground  while  Seattle 
and  Tacoma  are  eternally  on  the  job 
of  cutting  down  the  hills  and  im- 
mense terraces.'  The  Seattle  poul- 
try show  is  always  held  right  down 
town  in  the  business  section  and  is  al- 
ways full  to  overflowing  with  crowds 
from  the  time  the  doors  open  in 
the  morning  until  they  close  at  night. 
Tacoma  being  only  an  hour  and  a-half 
distant,  makes  it  convenient  for  any- 
one living  in  Tacoma  to  attend  until 
closing  time  at  night  and  return 
home  for  the  night.  All  the  poultry- 
men  of  Seattle  are  interested  in  what 
the  poultrymen  of  Tacoma  are  doing 
and  a  friendly  rivalry  exists  whenever 
the  blue  ribbons  are  passed  around.  If 
the  Tacoma  man  can  get  the  blue  rib- 
bon from  his  Seattle  brother  in  his 
home  town  it  is  a  bigger  feather  in  his

Tacoma  will  hold  her  twenty-second 
annual  show  December  28th,  to  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1916.  W.  M.  Coats  will 
judge  the  show.  He  is  well  known  on 
the  Coast  and  all  the  Northwest.  He 
hails  from  British  Columbia.  Up 
there  the  poultry  shows  have  had  a 
bad  time.  They  are  run  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  Government  owned  build- 
ings. Now  since  all  English  subjects 
are  getting  ready  to  join  those  at  the 
front  in  the  world  war  going  on  in 
Europe  all  these  buildings  are  requir- 
sitioned  for  barracks  and  training 
quarters.  The  money  usually  appro- 
priated for  poultry  shows  will  help 
equip  men  for  the  war.  The  Tacoma 
show  promises  to  be  a  huge  affair  this 
year  and  we  hope  to  see  all  the  win- 
ners of  the  big  San  Francisco  show 
here. 

The  Washington  State  Breeders  Show 
will  be  held  with  the  Yakima  Poultry 
Association  at  North  Yakima  January 
6th  to  10th,  1916,  with  A.  F.  Linse, 
Secretary,  and  H.  H.  Collier  and  Os- 
car Nelson,  as  Judges.  The  expect 
a  big  show  there  as  the  birds  at  the 
Tacoma  show,  especially  those  that 
come  from  the  Spokane  and  North 
Yakima  vicinity  will  be  home  in  plen- 
ty of  time.    The  winters  over  in  East- 


ern Washington  are  dryer  than  over 
here  on  the  Coast  but  much  colder. 
It  is  an  irrigated  country  with  every 
street  and  home  supplied  from  a  run- 
ning stream  from  the  mountains.  Ev- 
ery farm  has  its  irrigation  ditch,  and 
the  fine  orchards  and  large  poultry 
ranches  over  there  testify  as  to  the 
value  of  their  high,  dry  climate.  Tur- 
keys do  especially  well  over  there  and 
reach  great  size.  Young  birds,  a  year 
old,  often  grow  to  weigh  forty  pounds. 

Many  poultry  raisers  on  the  Coast 
have  become  deeply  interested  in  the 
Sussex,  a  new  breed  on  the  Coast. 
Silver  Campines  have  come  with  us  to 
stay  and  some  of  our  old  time  breed- 
ers have  taken  them  up  in  preference 
to  the  older,  heavier  breeds  that  they 
favored  before. 

The  price  of  grain  is  getting  back 
to  normal.  People  will  be  thinking 
the  poultry  business,  the  most  profit- 
able business  to  be  in,  in  a  small  way 
if  the  price  of  grain  goes  down  much 
lower.  High  priced  grain  causes  the 
man  with  a  large  flock  of  hens  to  sell 
out  all  that  are  not  producing  at  the 
minute  and  breeders  of  fancy  poultry 
often  cripple  themselves  for  the  next 
few  years  because  of  a  few  months  of 
high-priced  grain.  The  man  who 
feeds  costly  grain  must  of  necessity 
keep  costly  fowls  that  will  produce 
something  besides  the  eggs  for  mar- 
ket. Only  pure  breeds  are  really 
worth  while  after  all.  It  will  be  only 
a  short  time  before  all  the  birds  rais- 
ed on  the  Pacific  Coast  are  pure 
breeds  and  kept  up  to  the  Standard. 
Very  few  mongrels  are  seen  now. 
You  can  drive  for  miles  and  miles 
without  seeing  a  mongrel.  The  West 
is  settled  so  closely  now  that  there  is 
very  little  chance  to  see  what  fron- 
tier life  is  like.  Where  the  railroad 
does  not  go,  the  boats  do,  and  the 
huge  forests  are  fast  disappearing 
into  huge  lumber  camps  that  sweep 
away  the  trees  like  wheat  before  a 
scythe. 

Eggs  are  higher  than  in  years. 
With  grain  low  and  eggs  high  there 
should  be  a  great  boom  in  poultrydom

Every  year  the  Mis- 
sions, from  so  far  North  that  only 
one  trip  can  be  made  in  each  year  be- 
fore the  ice  closes  them  in,  send  down 
to  the  breeders  of  Tacoma  and  Seattle 
for  stock  and  eggs  and  the  remark- 
able thing  about  it  is  that  they  never 
limit  the  price  and  want  the  best  that 
can  be  bought  for  breeding.

Barred  P.  Rock  today  is  a  bird  of 
highest  type  and  exceptional  beauty. 

I  do  not  refer  to  that  "faddish 
freak"  which  some  breeders  have  pro- 
duced, for  instance  a  male  with  50  to 
75  bars  to  a  feather,  with  tail  coverts 
nearly  solid  purple,  and  wing  bows 
one  blotch  of  brassy  bronze,  and  on 
this  tablet  of  bronze  should  be  inscrib- 
ed these  words: 

*'IN  THE  HANDS  OF  THE  ENEMY" 

The  breeders  who  have  produced 
these  specimens  and  the  judges  who 
have  recognized  them  with  blue  rib- 
bons, are  not  friends  of  the  Grand  Old 
Breed. 

Can  we  not  almost  unanimously 
agree  that  the  male  of  today  answer- 
ing standard  description  as  to  type 
and  being  snappily,  brightly  barred  in 
every  section  (wing  bows  included)  is 
the  most  beautiful  bird  ever  produc- 
ed? Can  we  not  also  agree  that  the 
female  with  clean  cut,  evenly-spaced 
barred  plumage  with  standard  type 
is  the  most  beautiful  female  yet  pro- 
duced? If  we  do  not  agree,  then 
make  a  standard  descriptive  of  this 
male  and  female.  But  some  one  says 
"we  already  have  a  standard,"  so  say 
I,  and  I  say  furthe"  that  the  above 
beautiful  specimens  conform  very 
closely  to  our  present  standard. 

When  you  have  settled  what  con- 
stitues  the  most  beautiful  birds,  and 
give  them  a  standard  description,  you 
have  settled  what  constitutes  the  key 
to  the  whole  situation.  You  have  the 
standard  to  breed  to,  you  can  choose 
your  own  system  to  produce  standard 
birds  single  mate,  double  mate,  mate 
as  you  please,  but  you  must  breed 
birds  of  standard  requirements  and 
the  judge  must  render  his  decisions  in 
accordance  with  the  standard.

When  a  standard  is  recognized  as  it 
should  be,  then  the  dreams  of  these 
freak  breeders  will  not  materialize. 
W^e  shall  not  have  foisted  upon  us  the 
75  bars  to  a  feather  bird  with  purple 
tail  coverts,  bronze  wing  bows,  and 
greenish  shaded  legs,  or  females  car- 
rying horizontal  (drooping  tails),  in- 
dicative of  mourning. 

It  is  time  breeders  awoke  to  a  rea- 
lizing sense  of  what  is  happening  to 
the  Grand  Old  Breed. 

Why  don't  you  whole  -  souled, 
broad-minded,  loyal  friends  of  the 
Barred  P.  Rock  publicly  protest 
against  these  assaults  on  our  Grand 
Old  Breed?     While  I    appreciate   the 
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fact  of  your  writing  to  me  endorsing 
my  views,  it  does  not  have  the  effect 
your  public  protest  would  have. 
Write  to  Everybodys  a  few  words  and 
let  it  be  known  that  a  large  majority 
of  breeders  believe  in  letting  well 
enough  alone.  Breeders  of  other  va- 
rieties of  fowls  are  double  mating. 
What  for?  To  produce  the  most  beau- 
tiful bird  possible.  Are  they  asking 
for  two  standards  for  their  one  varie- 
ty? No!  Just  think  of  it,  fellow  fanci- 
ers, two  standards  for  one  breed,  and 
what  for?  Echo  is  still  asking  what 
for? 

NOTE— L.  J.  Upham,  Webster, 
Mass.,  is  the  son  of  one  of  the  origi- 
nators of  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks, 
who  has  bred  them  through  life  and 
who  knows  their  qualities  and  charac- 
teristics. We  agree  with  him  fully 
that  our  present  standard,  if  followed, 
will  give  required  results.

In  this  department  it  is  our  intention  to

The  advantages  of  good  adverubing  will 
be  discussed  in  these  columns  and  sugges- 
tions in  the  form  of  sketches  of  borders,  il- 
lustrations, etc.,  will  be  shown.  Our  ser- 
vices are  at  your  disposal  for  advertising 
work  or  illustrations  and  satisfaction  is  as- 
sured. We  believe  that  in  this  way  we  can 
help  our  advertisers  and  in  so  doing  help 
ourselves,  because  the  results  you  obtain 
through  your  advertising  in  Everybodys  are 
vital  to  us. 

1  THINK  that  it  is  hardly  necesssary 
in  this  day  and  age  to  convince 
anyone  of  the  desirability  of  ad- 
vertising, or  of  the  results  obtained 
by  so  doing.  Those  who  are  still  un- 
convinced are,  I  am  afraid,  quite  hope- 
less and  are  so  in  the  minority  that 
they  are  not  v^rorth  troubling  about. 

The  hen  is  one  of  the  best  expon- 
ents of  the  policy  of  advertising. 
This  was  quite  amusingly  displayed  in 
one  of  the  posters  used  in  connection 
with  Cohan's  play,  "It  Pays  to  Adver- 
tise," which  ran  last  year  in  New 
York.  On  it  was  pictured  a  stolid 
duck  with  a  very  large  egg  along  side 
of  it,  a  cackling  hen,  and  beside  her 
a  relatively  small  egg.  The  caption 
"It  prys  To  Advertise"  wns  obvious. 

Everyone  who  keeps  Standard  bred 
poultry  '^nd  who  hones  to  profit  bv  it 
should  advertise.  Advertising  of  the 
right  sort  consistently  and  persistent- 
ly carried  out,  is  bound  to  create  and 
maintain  a  demand  for  stock  and 
eggs;  such  a  demand  as  can  be  obtain- 
ed in  no  other  way.  The  demand  be- 
ing created,  however,  it  is  then  neces- 
sary that  the  qu-^lity  of  stock  be 
equal  or  better  to  the  claims  made  in 
the  advertising. 

"Bluff"  advertising  may  sell  goods 
to  anyone  once,  but  never  twice, 
therefore  be  sure  that  there  is  no  over 
statement  in  your  advertisement.  To 
me  quiet  conservative  statements  are 
much  more  convincing  than  loud  as- 
serted ones.  Don't  claim  that  you 
have  the  best  in  the  world  or  that 
you  have  quality  unsurpassed  or  un- 
equalled. This  sort  of  advertising 
reminds  one  of  the  story  of  The  Three 
Tailors  doing  business  on  the  same 
street.  One  displayed  a  sign  reading 
"The  Best  Tailor  in  The  World;"  the 
second  was  somewhat  more  conserva- 
tive, his  sign  was  "The  Best  Tailor  in 
The  Town ;"  the  third  having  greater 
modesty  and  something  of  a  sense  of 
humor,  lettered  his  sign  "The  Best 
Tailor  on  This  Street."  This  is  not 
only  a  story,  it  points  a  moral.    If  one 


makes  tremendous  claims,  he  only 
makes  himself  ridiculous  and  arouses 
the  incredulity  of  his  reader  immedi- 
ately. 

Furthermore,  think  of  the  condition 
of  the  advertiser,  who  having  used  up 
all  of  his  available  supply  of  adjectives 
in  extolling  his  stock,  begins  to  rack 
his  brains  for  other  and  stronger 
ones.  He  is  pointed  straight  for  the 
insane  asylum.  There  is  a  man  I 
know  who  breeds  Bantams.  I  like 
his  advertising  immensely.  His  claims 
are  modest,  yet  he  is  the  greatest  liv- 
ing breeder  of  his  special  variety.  He 
may  give  a  list  of  the  more  prominent 
of  hLs  winnings,  and  he  will  add  "A 
Few  Good  Birds  Occasionally  For 
Sale,"  or  merely  "Stock  and  Eggs  For 
Sale."  The  point  is  that  he  is  always 
modest  and  never  brags  in  his  adver- 
tising. 

Advertising  should  be  unusual  and 
striking  in  design,  either  in  lettering, 
type  or  decoration.  By  unusual,  I  do 
not  meun  weird  or  extravagant.  The 
addition  of  an  attractive  design  is, 
needless  to  say,  of  great  benefit,  it  ar- 
rests the  eye  of  the  observer  and 
leads  him  to  read  the  "copy." 

The  most  common  fault  among  ad- 
vertisers is  that  of  crowding  their  ad. 
It  is  prompted  by  the  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  advertiser  to  tell  his  read- 
er everything  he  knows  or  has  ac- 
comp'.^^hed.  He  must  tell  just  how 
fine  his  stock  is  and  how  marvelous  it 
is  from  a  utility  standpoint.  Then  he 
is  learning  to  give  a  list  of  all  his  win- 
nin}.rs,  not  only  at  New  York,  but  at 
South  Ducksbury,  Rahway  and  Piewn- 
kadunk  as  well.  He  must  put  in  that 
he  has  stock  for  sale  at  all  times  and 
eggs  in  season  and  he  gives  a  list  of 


prices  of  course.  Then,  to  cap  the 
climax,  he  sticks  in  the  corner  the 
information  that  correspondence  is 
solicited  and  that  he  will  for  ten  cents 
in  stamps,  send  his  magnificent,  fully 
illustrated  catalogue,  which  is  really 
a  poultrybook  in  itself  and  worth  ful- 
ly a  dollar, — all  of  which  is  crammed 
into  a  two-inch  one  column  ad.  As  a 
result,  the  advertisement  is  so  covered 
up  that  it  is  an  offense  to  the  eye 
of  the  beholder  and  receives  very  lit- 
tle attention.

The  small  sketch  shown  above  was 
designed  to  show  the  value  of  simplic- 
ity in  advertising.  The  strong  con- 
trast, arrests  the  eye,  the  balance  of 
display  lettering  and  type  is  pleasing 
and  the  spacing  gives  a  clean,  snappy, 
appearance  to  the  design.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  white  spaces  have 
great  value  in  the  makeup  in  the 
value  of  an  advertisement.  The  writ- 
er has  given  some  thought  to  these 
matters  and  anything  that  I  can  do 
for  Everybodys  advertisers,  in  the 
way  of  advice  or  suggestion,  I  will  do 
gladly  and  without  charge.

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Plymouth  Rocks 


Shall  We  Have  Light  or  Dark  Varieties — T.  F.  McGrew 
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IT  was  my  privilege  to  have  been  se- 
lected by  the  Editor  of  the  Reli- 
able Poultry  Journal  to  write  a 
series  of  articles  on  the  "Science  of 
Breeding."  These  articles  were  pub- 
lished during  the  later  part  of  1898 
and  during  1899.  We  began  this  se- 
ries by  assuming  that  knowledge  or 
experience  in  any  branch  must  be  con- 
sidered from  the  point  of  success 
gained  by  the  one  who  claims  the  ad- 
vantage. It  is  quite  useless  to  hope 
to  benefit  by  words  or  statements 
that  do  not  guide  to  improvement  or 
success.  It  is  doubly  foolish  to  try 
to  do  that  which  is  sure  to  bring  dis- 
appointment. It  is  by  far  more  fool- 
ish to  follow  a  line  of  thought  leading 
direct  to  obstacles  that  cannot  be  sur- 
mounted. 

During  the  winter  of  1897  we  jud- 
ged the  American  Classes  at  the  Poul- 
try Show,  held  at  the  Capital  of  the 
Nation.  A  pair  of  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  were  shown  there  of  such  unu- 
sual good  quality  that  they  were  se- 
lected as  the  model  for  a  color  plate 
that  was  used  in  the  Reliable  Poul- 
try Journal  of  December,  1898.  In 
writing  of  them,  A.  C.  Hawkins,  who 
bred  them,  said: 

"No  problem  has  been  more  diffi- 
cult to  solve  by  the  American  fan- 
ciers than  that  of  breeding  high  class 
exhibition  Plymouth  Rocks.  The  ma- 
terial that  was  used  in  producing  this 
breed  at  the  beginning  was  such  that 
the  different  sexes  tended  to  follow 
in  line  from  the  first.  The  Domini- 
que male  was  mated  with  Black  Java 
female,  and  their  progeny  was  the  ori- 
ginal Plymouth  Rock.  The  pullets 
came  dark  in  color,  many  of  them 
black  like  the  dam,  while  the  males 
were  light  in  color  like  the  sire.  The 
tendency  is  the  same  today  in  many 
flocks  where  the  owners  have  tried 
to  breed  standard  birds  of  both  sexes 
from  the  same  mating. 

The  beauty  of  a  fowl  is  what  we 
•ee,  and  while  I  am  a  believer  in  dis- 
tinct, even  barring  under  the  surface, 
I  do  not  want  the  bars  so  strong  and 
heavy  underneath  that  they  destry 
the  beautiful  blue  in  the  surface,  and 
it  is  a  fact  that  most  of  the  speci- 
mens that  are  very  strong  in  under 
color  have  a  muddy  black  bar  on  the 
surface.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  the 
very  finest  surface  colored  birds  have 


not  the  strongest  under  color.  The 
two  qualities  do  not  breed  together 
males  that  are  most  attractive  in  the 
naturally,  or  in  other  words,  those 
breeding  yard  and  exhibition  pen 
may  not  have  the  same  strength  in 
the  underbarring  as  other  specimens 
that  are  less  attractive. 

What  I  want  and  what  any  real  fan- 
cier wants,  is  perfection  in  surface 
color  and  all  the  underbarring  that 
nature  will  supply  with  it,  and  not,  un- 
derbarring and  as  good  surface  as  we 
can  get  with  it. 

In  Part  5  of  the  series  which  was 
printed  in  February,  1899,  I  said 
without  contending  against  anyone's 
opinion  or  the  color  of  a  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  is  its  purity.  The  richer 
the  color  of  the  barring  and  the  purer 
the  light  or  white  of  the  plumage,  the 
more  beautiful  are  the  blendings.  The 
almost  white  color  so  beautifully 
barred  with  the  darker  shade,  as  to 
give  the  blue  and  white  shading,  is 
the  ideal  color.  We  saw  this  some 
years  ago  in  its  closest  approach,  upon 
some  females  which  were  shown  by 
Mr.  Bunday  at  the  New  York  Show, 
in  the  winter  of  1885. 

We  gave  special  attention  to  these 
females:  They  were  large  size,  most 
beautiful  in  color  and  marking,  with 
under  color  rather  light  and  indis- 
tinct in  marking.  Some  of  the  same 
would  be  an  object  lesson  in  color  to- 
day. 

We  might  well  repeat  that  those 
same  females  would  be  an  object  les- 
son if  shown  today.  They  had  the 
real  bluish  color  so  much  admired 
and  sought  after — which  the  fanciers 
of  today  would  be  glad  to  have  on 
their  best  specimens.  We  wrote  at 
that  time  that  the  beauty  of  surface 
color  of  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
had  suffered  more  in  the  past  few 
years  than  any  of  us  would  like  to  ad- 
mit. To  substantiate  the  truth  of 
these  statements  we  need  only  at  this 
time  to  turn  to  the  columns  of  poul- 


try journals,  for  example,  the  Barred 
Rock  Journal,  to  find  that  these  words 
of  warning  have  lived  long  enough  to 
see  the  fanciers  themselves  clamoring 
for  either  light  or  dark  varieties,  or 
specimens  produced  by  single  mating. 
Show  Room  Education 

It  is  almost  twenty  years  since  we 
began  to  write  against  the  tendency 
to  destroy  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock. 
None  were  more  opposed  to  my  pro- 
test than  some  of  those  who  are  now 
advocating  a  return  to  single  matings 
to  produce  them.  We  could  not  blame 
those  who  read  what  is  written  if  they 
should  ask,  "What  has  come  over  the 
minds  of  these  one-time  ardent  ad- 
vocates of  Double  Matings  for  Barred 
Plymouth  Rocks?"  The  answer  must 
be  that  they  have  run  to  the  end  of 
the  course  and  are  stranded  for  lack 
of  sales.  They  have  gone  on  and  on 
for  narrow  barring,  barring  to  the 
skin  and  for  a  certain  kind  of  color, 
till  they  have  a  kind  that  produces  but 
few  good  ones — the  greater  part  of 
all  being  black  and  gray. 

In  former  days  when  Scudder  was 
King  of  Plymouth  Rock  Alley,  we  en- 
joyed going  with  him — apparently  to 
mark  the  book — in  fact  to  hear  his 
comments  on  the  classes.  It  was  at 
the  9th  Madison  Square  Garden  Show, 
held  in  February,  1898,  that  E.  B. 
Thompson  won  all  five  prizes  on  Bar- 
red Plymouth  Rock  pullets.  Mr. 
Scudder  remarked  at  the  time  that 
the  pulets  were,  in  quality,  five  years 
in  advance  of  the  Standard.  A  few 
years  later  Mr.  Scudder  was  detained 
by  a  heavy  fall  of  snow;  he  could  not 
come  from  his  home  to  New  York — 
Mr.  Schwab  was  selected  to  finish  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  classes.  He 
pleased  the  exhibitors  so  well  that 
from  that  time  on,  up  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  Scudder,  these  two  were  the  rec- 
ognized authority  on  these  classes. 
After  the  death  of  Mr.  Scudder,  Mr. 
Schwab  was  leader  for  many  years. 

Following  close  in  line  for  this  dis- 
tinction has  been  C.  A.  Wells  and  A. 
C.  Hawkins.  So  far  as  we  know,  £J. 
B.  Thompson  has  donned  the  ermine 
and  wielded  the  sliding  stick  but  once 
at  the  Buffalo  Pan-American  Poultry

Show.  All  of  these  mentioned  have 
helped  to  make  Plymouth  Rock  histo- 
ry. They  and  many  others  have 
pushed  along  the  Double  Mating  sys- 
tem to  the  extreme  until  now,  when  it 
seems  some  of  them  at  least  have  ex- 
perienced a  change  of  heart,  as  evi- 
denced by  their  own  words.  No  one 
has  bred  more  beautiful  pullets  of  the 
Barred  Variety  than  C.  H.  Latham, 
who  in  the  Barred  Rock  Journal 
writes  as  follows: 

The  burning  question  of  the  day  in 
Barred  Rockdom  is,  "Shall  we  call 
them  Light  and  Dark  Plymouth  Rocks, 
or  have  one  variety  and  single  mat- 
ings?"  That  some  radical  change 
should  be  made  at  the  earliest  moment 
possible  is  very  obvious. 
Breedingandsellingthem  in 
the  way  we  are  doing  today, 
obliges  us  to  do  business 
under  a  false  front.  They 
are  not  just  what  they  seem 
to  be  to  the  novice  and 
breeder  of  but  little  experi- 
ence, who  sees  the  two 
sexes  in  the  show  rooms 
having  plumage  color  or 
alike  in  color,  and  who  do 
not  know  that  the  two 
sexes  cannot  be  alike  in  col- 
or when  bred  from  one 
mating. 

We  are  heartily  glad  that 
Mr.  Latham  has  spoken  the 
truth.  How  much  better  it 
would  be  for  all  concerned, 
if  each  breeder  and  each 
fancier  would  be  more  com- 
municative to  the  amateur. 
No  information  on  the  sub- 
ject can  be  wasted  on  the 
beginner.  The  best  stu- 
dents in  any  school  are 
those  who  were  properly 
taught  from  the  beginning. 
If  started  right  they  go 
straight  along  to  success — 
if  misguided  at  first  they 
seldom  if  ever  succeed  later 
on.  The  true  science  of 
breeding  the  highest  possi- 
ble quality  in  fowls  is  the 
question  of  most  impor- 
tance. Herein  lies  the  se- 
cret of  success.  In  this  sub- 
ject as  in  any  other,  he  who  best  un- 
derstands the  art  is  sure  of  good  re- 
turn for  his  labor;  he  who  can  help 
us  to  gain  such  knowledge  has  done 
much  in  our  interest;  he  who  mis- 
gui<ies,  haiTTis  beyond  consideration. 

Form  is  the  most  important  part  in 
the  fowl.  Form  makes  the  breed — 
color  the  variety.  All  varieties  of  a 
breed  should  have  the    same     form. 


Color  should  not  in  any  way  influence 
shape,  which  is  the  supreme  guide  of 
breed  distinction.  Stamp  this  well  in 
your  mind's  eye  and  do  not  allow  any 
other  quality  to  attract  you  from 
true  breeding  condition. 

While  color  is  of  great  importance, 
it  is  more  easily  produced  than  shape 
and  for  this  reason  it  should  take  sec- 
ond place.  No  matter  how  beautiful 
the  coloring,  the  barring  or  the  mark- 
ing of  the  fowl  may  be,  if  it  does  not 
have  true  Plymouth  Rock  shape,  it 
should  not  be  considered  as  such.  Yet 
it  will  be  a  Plymouth  Rock  if  of  Ply- 
mouth Rock  form,  even  though  the 
color  and  markings  may  be  defec- 
tive.

Present  Need* 

Please  note  that  Mr.  Hawkins  call- 
ed attention  to  the  fact  that  "The 
beauty  of  the  fowl  is  what  you  see.'' 
He  wrote  this  over  fifteen  years  ago 
and  today  not  only  Mr.  Latham,  but 
numerous  club  members  say  that  Ply- 
mouth Rock  breeders  are  doing  busi- 
ness under  a  false  front,  while  others 
clamor  for  two  varieties.     Again,  let 


us  quote  from  Mr.  Hillard,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, as  printed  in  the  Club  Cat- 
alog: 

"I  am  talking  now  to  the  breeders 
of  the  very  best  chickens  for  all  pur- 
poses ever  produced — the  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock,  if  this  hoodoo,  double 
mating,  were  removed !  Give  us  what 
we  ought  to  have — Light  and  Dark — 
what  they  are  —  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks,  and  see  what  will  become  of  a 
lot  of  new  breeds  that  are  springing 
up  all  over  the  county.  Other  breeds 
have  light  and  dark,  why  not  us?  Why 
keep  two  breeds  of  chickens  to  pro- 
duce something  that  will  not  produce 
anything  but  something  to  produce 
culls?" 

To  have  the  fullest  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  let 
us  add  a  few  words  from 
the  Editional  page  of  the 
National  Barred  Rock  Jour- 
nal: 

Forget  the  fine  feathers 
for  a  while  and  discuss  yel- 
low beaks  and  shanks.  The 
Barred  Rock  was  once  upon 
a  time  bred  with  clear  beak, 
clean  yellow  shanks  and 
skin,  but  these  have  been 
largely  sacrificed  for  deep 
barring. 

Please  don't  become 
shocked,  but  when  it  comes 
to  a  change  in  the  Standard 
for  Barred  Rocks,  we  would 
like  to  see  on  the  commit- 
tee, the  proprietor  of  a 
poultry  slaughtering  estab- 
lishment, the  man  who  buys 
the  poultry  meat  for  a  large 
hotel,  and  your  wife  or 
mother.  They  might  not  be 
crazy  over  deep  barring, 
black  tip,  low  tails,  etc.,  but 
they'd  advocate  something 
of  practical  value. 

We  may  well  ask  our- 
selves, "What  does  all  this 
mean?"  The  only  answer 
that  can  be  given  in  truth 
is  the  one  that  had  to  be 
given  for  the  obliteration 
of  the  Brahma  and  the 
Cochin. 

From  childhood,  we  have 
known  the  Brahma  and  the  Cochin  as 
prime  favorites  for  exhibition,  for 
market  poultry  and  as  eg^  produc- 
ers. In  boyhood  days,  we  entered 
our  Cochins  and  Brahmas  against 
Leghorns,  Polands  and  Spanish,  in  A 
neighborhood  egg-laying  contest.  The 
Cochins  won,  with  the  Brahmas  only 
a  few  eggs  behind.  During  the  same 
period,  the  classes  of  Cochln«  of  three 
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varieties  were  well  filled  at  the  In- 
dianapolis and  Chicago  Show.  Brah- 
mas were  reasonably  good  classes 
here  and  very  large  in  the  East. 
These  same  were  most  popular  in  all 
localities  as  market  poultry. 

Thirty  years  ago  this  winter,  we 
saw  the  Bunday  Plymouth  Rocks  at 
the  Madison  Square  Show  in  New 
York;  directly  following  this  the  pop- 
ularity of  this  variety  began.  From 
that  time  they  have  been  prime  fa- 
vorites for  exhibition,  highly  consid- 
ered for  egg  producers  and  for  mar- 
ket poultry. 

From  1904  to  1906,  we  were  con- 
stantly in  touch  with  the  heavy  ship- 
ments of  market  poultry  alive,  into 
and  out  of  Chicago.  Three-fourths  of 
all  were  Barred,  showing  either  full 
or  cross-bred  fowls.  Today  not  one- 
fourth  of  the  shipped-alive  poultry  is 
of  this  kind,  and  why?  Because  the 
people  and  the  poultry  growers  do 
not  want  them — they  have  found  bet- 
ter, and  your  "Not  Good  Enough  to 
Show,"  are  a  drug  on  the  market. 

You  can  fool  some  of  the  people 
all  of  the  time,  but  only  a  few.  Farm- 
ing communities  as  a  whole  move 
slowly,  but  none  the  less  surely — they 
have  turned  away  from  the  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  as  they  did  from  the 
Brahma  and  nothing  but  a  masterly 
move  will  save  the  former  from  ob- 
literation as  market  poultry.  In 
such  an  event  the  only  customers  will 
be  within  the  circle  of  exhibitors, 
who  are  likewise  becoming  dissatisfi- 
ed and  fewer  all  the  time. 

The  Remedy 

The  remedy  will  be  found  in  the 
application  of  good  common  sense. 
Remember,  there  are  three  principal 
factors  for  success  common  to  all 
breeds  and  varieties — Shape,  Size 
and  Color.  Two  of  these  have  been 
lost  sight  of  in  the  craze,  not  for  col- 
or, but  for  narrow  barring  to  the 
skin.  In  proof  of  which  you  need 
only  to  read  again  the  quotation  we 
gave  from  the  editorial  of  the  Barred 
Rock  Journal.  If  the  breeders  of  this 
variety  are  content  to  show,  breed 
and  sell  within  the  circle  of  a  few 
they  have  their  reward ;  if  they  want 
to  broaden  out — enlarge  the  circle  to 
include  the  world,  they  must  quit  the 
close  communion  that  admits  only  a 
few  to  the  Blue  Ribbon  Class. 

We  doubt  very  much  the  ability  of 
the  breeders  to  turn  the  tide  in  their 
direction.  The  control  of  such  things 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  held 
by  a  few.  To  accomplish  anything 
different  from  what  you  now  have  re- 
quires a  more  determined  effort  than 
has  ever  been  marshaled  for  any 
breed.  One  man  on  the  Revision 
Committee  can  do  more  than  can  or 
will  your  membership  of  a  thousand 
breeders.  In  the  meantime  and  while 
hoping  against  hope  for  other  things, 
get  busy  and  breed  some  winners. 
How  to  Breed  Winners 

The  chief  factors  for  winning: 
Regular,    narrow,    parallel     bars     of 


equal  width.  You  may  read  the  Stand- 
ard description — you  may  even  com- 
mit it  to  memory;  all  of  which,  how- 
ever, will  not  alter  the  fact  that  prizes 
are  won  in  keen  competition  on  Reg- 
ular, Narrow,  Parallel  Bars  of  Equal 
Width.  To  have  or  to  breed  prize 
winners  demands  that  you  concen- 
trate on  this  one  thought — how  to  get 
such  is  the  one  question  that  should 
he  of  interest.  The  breeding  of  such 
barring  might  be  classed  as  a  math- 
ematical proposition.  About  twelve 
years  ago  we  visited  the  home  of  one 
who  is  now  most  successful  in  this 
line.  He  was  then  busy  on  the  prop- 
osition. The  result  of  his  effort  is 
now  embodied  in  the  Standard.  All 
who  win  must  conform  to  Standard 
Rule. 

It  is  quite  hopeless  to  look  for  suc- 
cess from  matings  other  than  those 
that  have  both  males  and  females  with 
narrow  barring.  A  male  with  narrow 
barring  mated  to  females  that  have 
wide  barring  will  bring  offspring  the 
barring  of  which  may  be  narrower 
than  the  barring  of  the  females  in  the 
matings.  They  have  matings  for  both 
such  a  mating  will  have  barring  of 
the  kind  that  wins.  The  successful 
ones  are  ten  years  in  advance  of  such 
matings.  They  have  ma^^ings  ^^o^-  l)oth 
males  and  females,  all  of  which  have 
the  most  modern  type  of  both  barring 
and  color  type.  To  compete,  you 
must  have  matings  of  the  same  kind; 
otherwise  you  will  produce  the  kind 
that  go  to  the  show  and  come  away 
unnoticed. 

The  time  is  ripe  for  some  one  to 
demonstrate  that  they  can  breed  from 
a  single  pair  both  males  and  females 
of  beautiful  form  and  color.         The 


rext  revision  of  the  Standard  is  eight 
years  away — the  work  can  be  com- 
pleted by  that  time.  To  do  this, 
however,  demands  work — not  words. 
How  to  do  it  is  the  question.  Some 
claim  that  the  foundation  for  such 
work  will  be  found  in  the  clear,  nar- 
row-barred cockerel-bred  females. 
This  might  do  for  a  beginning,  provid- 
ed a  male  of  proper  color-type  were 
used.  We  would  favor  two  matings 
for  a  beginning  and  would  later 
merge  them  into  one. 

We  would  select  hens  of  the  cock- 
erel line  in  their  second  year,  as  clear 
and  as  narrow-barred  as  it  is  possible 
to  find  them.  We  would  mate  some 
of  them  with  a  cockerel-bred  male, 
clean,  clear  and  narrow  in  barring — 
rather  lighter  in  shade  than  is  usual. 
With  others,  we  would  mate  a  pullet- 
bred  male,  selecting  one  that  has 
strong  barring  and  as  narrow  barring 
as  can  be  had.  We  would  trap-nest 
all  the  hens,  toemark  all  the  chicks 
and  be  sure  that  we  would  tell  the  sire 
and  dam  of  every  chick. 

For  the  second  year  mating  we 
would  select  the  best  of  each  mating 
and  mate  some  of  the  pullets  of  each 
with  their  own  sire  and  the  best 
cockerel  from  each  mating  with  the 
hens  that  had  produced  the  best  off- 
spring. By  following  this  plan  year 
aftei  year  the  style  most  desired 
could  be  developed  the  same  as  has 
the  present  kind.

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Trap-Nested  Hens

sible success  for  over  ten  years.  He 
has  certainly  tested  the  value  of  the 
trap-nest  and  proved  its  worth. 

This  man  proves  the  theory  that  a 
successful  poultry  plant  is  one  that 
will  pay  well  enough  to  give  a  net 
profit  over  and  above  the  pay  roll 
necessary  for  the  running  of  the  plant 
and  the  feed  bill  of  the  Hock.  M-^.ny 
poultry  breeders  say  that  because  the 
feed  is  so  high  there  is  no  profit  in 
their  flock  this  year.  No  such  argu- 
ment, however,  goes  with  this  i:reed- 
er.  He  feeds  the  best  of  food  to  get 
results,  and  never  allows  the  flock  to 
go  a  single  day  without  its  regular  ra- 
tion of  green  food  and  the  regulated 
ration  of  grain. 

In  a  period  of  ten  years  this  gentle- 
man has  never  varied  from  his  origi- 


THERE  is  no  disputing  the  fact  that 
the  trapnest  for  hens  is  the  only 
system  by  which  a  breeder  of 
poultry  has  complete  control  of  his 
flock  from  one  year's  end  to  the  next; 
able  to  pick  out  every  profitable  and 
unprofitable  fowl  and  turn  off  on  the 
meat  market  all  the  fowls  that  are  a 
failure  from  an  egg-layingi  stand- 
point. It  is  foolish  to  say  that  to  trap- 
nest a  large  flock,  that  is  to  say,  a 
flock  large  enough  to  support  a  poul- 
try plant  without  investing  outside 
capital,  doubles  the  work.  It  more 
than  doubles  the  work.  It  is  so  differ- 
ent that  to  have  a  mere  poultry  plant 
with  regular  feeding  and  the  clean- 
ing of  houses  and  the  daily  round  of 
inspection  is  child's  play  beside  it. 

One  of  our  most  enthusiastic  breed- 
ers in  the  State  of  Washington,  and 
one  of  the  most  successful,  is  a  man 
who  runs  a  plant  of  some  three  thou- 
sand birds,  fifteen  hundred  of  which 
are  trap-nested  pullets.  This  man 
carries  the  best  possible  White  Leg- 
horns, his  yards  covering  about  five 
acres  of  his  twenty  acre  farm.  The 
breeding  houses  are  mostly  connected 
with  75  to  a  yard,  (with  25  trapnests 
in  each.)  No  water  is  spilled  to  make 
the  quarters  damp,  causing  roup  or 
colds.  The  water  jars  are  placed  on 
platforms  high  enough  and  so  firmly 
fixed  that  the  fowls  cannot  turn  them 
over,  and  wire  racks  are  placed  there 
for  green  food,  cabbage,  kale,  etc. 
The  trap-nests  are  arranged  along  the 
back  of  the  house  about  three  feet 
above  the  floor  making  it  easy  for  the 
person  inspecting  the  nests  to  see  into 
them  and  to  take  the  bird  from  it. 

All  the  houses  have  all  open  fronts 
which  are  wide  enough  to  keep  the 
birds  from  having  chills  and  frozen 
combs  in  severe  weather.  The  climate 
out  here  on  the  coast  is  such  that  there 
are  very  few  days  or  nights  during 
the  coldest  winters  that  will  freeze 
anything,  but  the  blood  of  people  and 
animals,  in  such  a  climate,  becomes 
thin,  so  that  the  cold  spell  that  would 
be  merely  chilly  to  an  Easterner  dur- 
ing their  winter  months,  would  freeze 
us  into  a  sick  bed. 

This  Washington  breeder  is  a  man 
who  has  had  one  limb  amputated.  His 
extreme  height  makes  it  very  difficult 
for  him  to  get  around.  In  fact  he 
cannot  go  from  one  place  to  another 
on  his  farm  or  in  his  house  without 
the  help  of  some  one.  His  wheeled 
chair  takes  him  everywhere.  With 
the  help  of  his  wife,  who  is  indefatiga- 
ble in  her  efforts  to  help  him  day  or 
night,  and  a  men  to  do  the  cleaning  of 
the  houses  and  a  man  to  whom  he 
pays  $85  per  month  to  care  for  the 
trap-nested  hens,  this  breeder  has  run 


i  liant  man  personally,  one  with  whom 
to  watch  the  details  from  day  to  day. 
Hired  help  is  never  so  conscientious 
that  a  boss  is  unnecessary.  What  one 
man  will  do  successfully  two  or  more 
men  may  not,  though  there  are  al- 
ways exceptions. 

The  point  is  this:  With  tr?p-ne3ts 
and  the  extra  expense  necessary  to 
run  them  amounting  to  over  a  thou- 
sand dollars  a  year,  tlie  overhead  ex- 
pense per  hen  raised  through  the  ex- 
tra cost  of  pulling  in  the  nests,  this 
breeder  manages  not  o;dy  to  meet  all 
expenses  of  hir>  ranch  but  nets  an  av- 
erage income  per  year  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars.  This  living  is  not  made 
in  a  city  back  yard  or  on  a  lot  o  • 
tv/o.  Ti.l^;  represents  much  hard,  con- 
sistent work.  It  means  that  during 
the  hatch::.:?  season  this  man's  wife 
must  get  up  to  watcTi  the  incubators 
at  least  twice,  each  night.  She  must 
be  ready  with  the  brooders  to  care  for 
chicks  that  hatch  out  in  hundred  and 
thousand  lots.  She  must,  under  her 
husband's  supervision,  help  the  man 
in  charge  to  pack  and  ship  these 
chicks  to  fill  the  orders  for  **Day  Old 
Chicks"  and  those  that  are  left,  hun-

nal  plan  to  get  the  best  results  to  be 
had  with  the  best  food  and  care,  with 
a  capacity  only  as  large  as  can  be 
handled  with  the  help  he  can  personal- 
ly overlook.  He  found  that  one  man 
can  handle  twenty-five  hundred  fe- 
males and  give  them  every  care,  but 
if  the  flock  is  greater  than  that,  extra 
help  is  necessary,  an  attempt  which 
is  beyond  the  ability  of  one  man  to 
oversee.  That  is  the  great  difficulty 
about  the  poultry  business.  It  is  hu- 
man nature  to  neglect  the  details  and 
from  his  wheeled  chair.     He  is  a  bril- 


dreds  of  them,  each  hatch.  She  must, 
with  this  one  man's  help,  watch  those 
chicks  in  the  brooder  houses  both  day 
and  night,  while  they  are  delicately 
alive  to  the  influence  of  artificial  heat. 
Never  for  a  minute  is  the  brain  of  the 
helper  asleep  while  the  demand  for 
watchfulness  is  as  constant  as  it  is 
during  the  hatching  and  brooding  sea- 
son. 

No  man,  with  two  strong  legs  to 

w"lk  upon,  ever  gave  more  constant 

care  to  his  flock  than  this  man  gives 

]  the  proprietor  only  feels  the  incentive 
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it  is  a  rare  treat  to  converse  and  his 
talents  are  not  of  a  plebian  quality. 
His  home  is  filled  with  works  of  art 
and  treasures  picked  up  on  his  travels. 
He  has  always  been  a  favorite  among 
those  who  know  him  and  the  greatest 
favor  he  can  bestow  is  to  reciprocate 
an  interest. 

In  each  of  the  laying  houses  is  a 
chart.  The  mature  pullets  are  put 
in  the  houses  and  banded  when  they 
lay  their  first  eggs.  Thus  the  chart 
increases  in  length  as  the  flock  lays 
more  eggs.  Every  hour  or  two  the 
man  goes  the  rounds  and  takes  the 
hens  from  the  trap-nests.  Each  day 
in  each  month  is  recorded  on  the 
chart  in  each  house  and  the  leg  band 
number  of  the  layers  only  goes  on 
those  charts.  You  can  look  back  over 
ten  years  and  see  the  egg  record  of 
every  layer,  where  the  eggs  from  cer- 
tain **Best"  layers  have  been  kept 
separate,  a  method  which  is  possible 
only  where  the  trap-nest  is  used ;  you 
may  trace  the  egg  laying  quality 
through  several  generations.  In  this' 
way  it  was  found  that  a  hen  of  heavy 
egg  yield  never  produces  a  daughter 
as  good  but  the  **Get"  of  her  cocker- 
els will  produce  the  best  layers  in  any 
flock. 

From  fifteen  hundred  pullets  the 
Washington  breeder  produced  one 
hundred  and  fifty-four  pullets  which 
laid  more  than  two  hundred  eggs  in 
one  year,  and  forty  pullets  which  laid 
two  hundred  and  forty  eggs.  One 
year  he  produced  a  hen  which  laid 
two  hundred  and  ninety-five  eggs  in  a 
single  year  and  another  in  another 
year,  which  produced  two  hundred 
and  eighty-six  eggs.  How  does  that 
compare  with  the  hen  which  won  the 
egg-laying  contest  on  two  hundred 
and  eighty-six  eggs? 

The  eggs  from  this  farm  are  gath- 
ered and  packed  every  night  for  ship- 
ment on  an  early  train  to  the  restau- 
rants in  nearby  towns.  The  trade  has 
been  steadily  building  upward  be- 
cause the  eggs  from  this  ranch  are 
graded  very  carefully  as  to  size ;  they 
are  always  clean  and  always  fresh, 
never  reaching  the  restaurants  more 
than  a  day  old.  This  man  gets  five 
and  six  cents  above  the  retail  market 
price  because  of  his  reputation  for 
the  best  that  hens  can  produce. 

Every  year  this  gentleman  pays  a 
licensed  judge  to  look  over  his  flock 
and  pick  out  the  culls,  also  the  best 
birds  according  to  the  American 
Standard  of  Perfection.  Many  a  time 
at  the  Coast  shows  these  birds  have 
won  the  blue  ribbons,  birds  which 
were  chosen  from  the  flock  at  large 
with  no  othe-  grooming  or  condi- 
tioning than  the  rest  of  the  flock  en- 
joyed. That  is  adhering  to  the  real 
idea  of  breeding  for  the  fancy.  To 
get  a  flock  built  up  of  the  best  so  that 
the  best  can  go  out  and  win  in  compe- 
tition with  the  best  groomed  birds 
from  any  other  fancier's  yards. 

This  breeder  never  allows  a  bird  in 
his  yards  that  has  a  disqualification, 
and  never  allows  a  pullet  in  the  flock 


if  a  poor  egg-producer,  regardless  of 
how  near  the  Standard.  The  result  is 
that  the  strain  he  carries  is  consistent- 
ly a  good  egg-producing  strain  and 
few  there  are  that  will  not  pass  mus- 
ter according  to  the  Standard  of 
Perfection,  the  guide  of  all  true  fan- 
ciers. 

Last  season  he  sold  seventy-two 
cockerels  to  one  man  and  fifty-four  to 
another,  and  one  part  of  the  contract 
was  that  no  cockerel  should  weigh 
less  than  four  pounds.  He  found  no 
trouble  in  doing  so  as  most  of  his 
cockerels  weighed  on  an  average  of 
four  and  a-half  pounds  by  November. 

I  withhold  this  breeder's  name  as 
this  is  merely  to  advertise  the  true 
value  of  trap-nests  to  the  fancy  and 
utility  breeder  as  a  financial  veature 
proved  by  ten  years  experience  with 
them.  This  man  sold  thirty  thousand 
chicks  last  year  and  now  has  six  hun- 
dred cockerels  that  will  go  on  the 
market  as  breeders,  but  he  ha:i  neve/ 
been  able  to  raise  enough  pullets  to 
supply  the  demand.  He  recently  sold 
four  hundred  pullets  to  one  man  and 
turned  down  more  orders  than  he  fill- 
ed this  year.  The  fertility  of  the  egg>^ 
from  his  trap-nested  hens  this  year 
was  so  good  that  he  raised  more  pul- 
lets than  he  expected  to  owing  to  the 
fact  that  he  booked  his  orders  on  an 
estimate  of  seventy  per  cent.,  and  his 
average  was  over  eighty.  Every  year 
he  books  his  capacity  and  then  can- 
cels all  orders  over. 

This  man,  who  has  used  the  trap- 
nest for  ten  years,  and  still  has  his 
faith  unimpaired  either  in  the  poultry 
business  from  a  utility  standpoint  or 
as  a  fancy,  has  found  that  the  trap- 
nest system  is  the  only  system  that 
pays  and  the  only  one  with  which  one 


can  control  the  personnel  of  the 
flock.  Know  and  study  each  bird  and 
what  each  bird  produces  from  one 
year  to  the  next  and  on  ''unto  the 
third  and  fourth  generation !" 

During  all  the  years  of  his  experi- 
ence he  has  never  allowed  one  week 
to  pass  in  which  the  system  of  feed- 
ing was  altered  from  the  studied  ra- 
tion found  to  be  the  best  to  bring 
good  results.  Results  are  always  what 
he  strives  for  and  what  he  demands  in 
fair  weather  and  foul  and  in  good 
times  of  low-priced  food  and  times 
when  food  is  high.  He  finds  that  re- 
gardless of  price  of  feed  and  low 
markets,  his  system  always  nets  him 
a  good  income  each  year  with  an  or- 
clf^^'-book  making  new  demands  on  his 
powers  of  production. 

One  good  feature  of  the  trap-nest 
that  all  breeders  of  good  birds  will  ap- 
preciate is  that  a  record  can  be  kept 
of  all  birds  that  are  needed  for  special 
breeding  privileges.  The  bird  that 
lays  well  and  shows  marked  beauty 
over  the  rest  of  the  flock  or  marked

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defects  can  be  tested  out  through 
several  generations  and  conclusions 
reached  that  would  be  unimpeachable. 
For  instance,  if  you  have  a  bird  whose 
egg-record  is  phenomenal  and  her 
beauty  unimpaired  except  for  some 
defect  that  you  would  like  to  test  out 
as  to  its  being  hereditary,  you  can 
find  out  in  the  next  generation  to  a 
certainty  and  know  when  that  defect 
shows  up  that  you  must  eliminate 
such  fowls  from  the  flock  regardless 
of  egg-record  or  beauty,  shape  or 
coloring.  When  a  defective  hen  en- 
ters the  trap-nest  her  eggs  can  be 
marked  and  kept  as  well  as  a  mere 
record  of  the  number  of  eggs  laid. 
Especially  fine  hens  when  trap-nested 
can  give  the  breeder  a  flock  bred  from 
the  best  of  the  flock. 

This  was  tried  out  with  our  Black 
Langshans.  One  of  the  best  layers  of 
the  flock  and  the  finest  specimen  in 
the  flock,  that  won  first  at  every  show 
on  the  Coast  where  she  was  exhibited, 
developed  a  tiny  sidesprig  the  second 
summer,  a  mere  button  of  a  side 
sprig  not  larger  than  a  pimple  an 
eighth  of  an  inch  across.  Not  another 
of  the  flock  showed  a  sign  of  such  a 
defect.  To  our  surprise  that  Summer 
we  had  a  bunch  of  youngsters  with 
sidesprigs.  We  thought  at  first  that 
they  were  throw  backs"  and  paid  no 
attention  to  that  pimple  on  the  comb 
of  our  fine  Langshan  hen.  That  win- 
ter she  passed  through  the  hands  of 
Theo.  Ilewes,  that  famous  poultry 
judge,  at  one  show,  with  a  blue  rib- 
bon and  also  won  a  blue  ribbon  from 
Judge  Holden,  of  Ottowana,  Minn. 
The  following  Summer  we  saved  ev- 
ery egg  from  this  hen  and  set  twelve 
under  one  hen,  all  the  eggs  hatching. 
Out  of  those  twelve  chicks  we  had 
eight  with  sidesprigs  big  enough  to 
hang  your  hat  on.  From  that  day  to 
this  we  not  only  look  for  definite 
sidesprigs,  but  kill  every  chick  of 
broiler  age  that  shows  a  sign  big 
enough  to  be  called  a  pimple.  The 
trap-nest  is  the  only  method  that  will 
effectually  cut  down  the  number  of 
birds  with  disqualifications.  Experi- 
ence proves  to  us  that  instead  of  de- 
creasing, they  are  ever  on  the  in- 
crease if  allowed  to  run  through  the 
flock.  Unless  something  is  done  ev- 
ery year  a  breed  of  mongrels  claim- 
ing the  distinction  of  purebreds, 
would  soon  result. 

Any  system  followed  must  be  con- 
tinued through  a  period  of  three  or 
four  years  to  prove  anything.  The 
trap-nest  used  only  during  the  Spring 
or  during  a  single  year  proves  noth- 
ing, as  the  conditions  of  one  year 
will  differ  materially  from  those  of 
other  years,  just  as  the  birds  differ 
from  one  year  to  year  in  their  devel- 
opment and  egg  laying  capacity.  It  is 
the  average  that  counts  always.

I  HAVE  decided  with  the  co-opera- 
tion of  some  of  the  show  super- 
intendents, poultry  editors,  and 
real  fanciers  to  bring  the  Golden 
Penciled  Hamburgs  before  the  public, 
so  that  they  will  be  appreciated  and 
bred  by  those  persons  who  admire  a 
variety  from  an  artistic  standpoint. 

So  far  I  am  disappointed  in  the  lack 
of  interest  that  has  been  manifested, 
but  possibly,  and  I  hope  so,  some  of 
the  breeders  of  this  variety,  maybe 
''laying  low"  and  just  waiting  for  the 
shows  to  exhibit  what  they  have. 

I  am  a  novice  in  breeding  this  va- 
riety and  I  am  seeking  all  of  the  ad- 
vice I  can  get  and  will  visit  all  of  the 
shows  I  can  to  try  and  learn  what  the 
best  specimens  look  like  and  the  man- 
ner to  mate  them  in  order  to  produce 
fine  specimens. 

The  color  description  of  this  varie- 
ty as  far  as  the  female  is  concerned 
is  wrong,  or  else  the  birds  1  have  al- 
ready seen  exhibited  are  incorrectly 
bred  and  the  ones  I  have  are  not 
Standard  specimens. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  such  a  beau- 
tiful variety  should  be  so  sadly  ne- 
glected that  a  Standard  can  be  is- 
sued with  no  illustration  when  one  is 
surely  needed  in  a  variety  of  this  na- 
ture and  an  incorrect  color  descrip- 
tion given. 

1  am  rather  disappointed  that  up 
to  the  present  time  no  replies  have 
been  received  by  me  from  the  breed- 
ers or  prospective  breeders  of  this  va- 
riety. 

However,  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  in- 
terest will  assert  itself  very  forcibly 
as  soon  as  the  fall  and  winter  shows 
start  and  some  of  these  beautiful 
birds  are  exhibited. 


I  shall  do  everything  that  I  can  and 
will  exhibit  at  three  or  four  places 
and  shall  offer  a  silver  cup  at  each 
place  for  the  best  display. 

Personally  I  do  not  know  whether 
the  few  birds  I  have  are  good  enough 
to  win,  but  I  shall  find  out  very  short- 
ly by  entering  them  for  competition. 

Fifteen  birds  of  a  variety  like  this 
in  such  a  show  as  Syracuse  had  this 
year  is  not  a  very  creditable  showing. 

1  only  have  a  few  young  ones  and 
if  they  had  been  more  fully  developed 
would  have  shown  them,  but  you  can 
be  assured  I  shall  be  there  next  year 
and  hope  that  there  will  be  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  to  compete  against  me. 

I  am  going  to  exhibit  at  Red  Bank, 
The  Palace,  Madison  Square  Garden 
and  Boston,  so  come  along  and  let  us 
see  who  is  who.  1  am  a  good  one  and 
while  you  may  trim  me  in  our  first  en- 
counter, ril  persuade  you  that  by  this 
time  next  year  I'll  know  more  about 
them  and  you  will  not  find  it  so  easy. 

Mr.  Cleveland  has  kindly  invited 
the  breeders  of  this  variety  to  meet  at 
the  Garden  to  organize  a  club,  and 
we  hope  that  you  will  be  there. 

The  Hamburg  Club,  which  we  un- 
derstand includes  all  of  the  varieties, 
meets  at  Boston,  and  Mr.  Atherton 
kindly  invited  me  to  attend,  so  I  hope 
that  as  many  as  possible  will  be  there. 

As  both  Mr.  Sewell  and  Mr.  Ather- 
ton said  to  me  at  Syracuse,  if  you  can 
only  revive  the  interest  in  this  variety, 
it  will  appeal,  particularly  to  the  bus- 
iness men,  who  want  a  **hobby"  and 
especially  to  those  who  have  a  pro- 
fession. 

So  here  we  go  for  a  long  pull,  a 
stong  pull  and  a  pull  altogether,  for 
the  Fanciers'  Fowl,  the  Golden  Pen- 
ciled Hamburg.

VIGOR  OF  CONSTITUTION 

(The  Poultry  World  1872) 
The  accumulation  of  as  much  vital- 
ity and  vijror  as  possible  in  feathered 
stock  should  be  studied  by  all  breed- 
ers, especially  by  those  who  breed 
on  a  largre  scale.  And  yet  this  is  a 
point  to  which  very  little  attention  is 
paid,  the  consequences,  however,  of 
this  neg:lect  being  obvious  enough  in 
the  losses  which  are  incurred  from 
epidemics  of  various  characters. 
Breeders  generally  calculate  only  for 
"fairweather"  the  problem  which 
most  of  them  being  to  proportion  the 
care  given  to  their  stock  so  nicely  to 
the  immediate  return  in  eggs  and 
weight  that  nothing  shall  seem  to  be 
lost.  But  it  results  from  manage- 
ment such  as  this  that  the  stock  be- 
comes gradually  enfeebled  or  at 
least  has  no  surplus  strength,  and  any 
extraordinary  trial  such  as  an  epi- 
demic carries  so  large  a  number  as 
to  seriously  diminish  the  profits.  Who 
has  not  heard  the  liability  of  this 
sort,  "which  are  not  to  be  anticipat- 
ed," urged  against  attempts  to  ren- 
der the  poultry  yard  an  important 
part  of  general  farming?  But  such 
crisis  can  be  both  anticipated  and  to 
a  great  degree  neutralized,  by  paying 
due  attention  to  the  health  of  the 
flock  during  times  when  no  particular 
disease  is  prevailing.  The  present 
system  is  much  like  building  an  ocean 
steamer  that  could  just  keep  afloat  in 
calm  seas. 

Every  student  of  social  history 
well  knows  what  science  has  done  for 
the  health  of  the  great  cities  of  Eu- 
rope. During  the  middle  ages,  when 
partly  from  ignorance  of  the  laws  of 
hygiene  and  partly  from  a  supersti- 
tious neglect  of  the  indication  af- 
forded by  those  laws,  the  cities  were 
illy  drained,  filthy  and  crowded, 
every  epidemic  made  terrible  ravages, 
the  plague  and  low  fevers  frequently 
made  frequent  and  desolating  visits. 
But  in  modern  times,  since  all  these 
nnatters  have  been  provided  for,  such 
visitations  have  been  either  entirely 
prevented  or  their  severity  greatly 
diminished.  New  York,  owes  proba- 
bly her  present  immunity  from  chol- 
era to  the  thorough  sanitary  measures 
of  her  Board  of  Health. 

There  is  no  mystery  about  the  mat- 
ter, nothing  approaching  to  a  potent 
idea,  to  an  all  powerful  ''Plantation 
Bitters"  for  the  gallinaceous  race. 
Fresh  air  of  the  right  kind,  light, 
abundant  food,  properly  varied,  pure 
clear  water,  all  these  methods  are 
as  simple  as  they  are  soverign.  One 
of  the  most  common  blunders  will 
be  overcrowding,  at  least  in  estab- 
lishments where  many  hens  are  kept 


shut  up.  Every  hen  needs  at  least 
400  cubic  feet  of  room  in  a  close 
pen.  Birds  of  all  kinds  consume  more 
oxygen  in  proportion  to  their  size 
than  do  men.  As  to  the  effluvia  from 
stables  and  manure  heaps  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  the  hen 
has  undergone  an  acclimatization, 
rendering  her  somewhat  susceptible 
to  these  theoretically  so  noxious  influ- 
ences, but  large  accumulations  with- 
in the  building  itself,  are  either  to  be 
avoided  by  frequent  cleaning,  or  to 
be  neutralized  by  the  use  of  finely 
powdered  earth,  a  substance  that 
absorbs  the  effluvia  and  at  the  same 
time  preserves  the  fertilizing  quali- 
ties of  the  manure  in  a  shape  most 
advantageous  for  economical  uses. 

Fully  as  much  stress  is  to  be  laid 
on  the  value  of  bright  sunlight. 
Never  put  the  coops  in  a  locality  that 
is  always  in  the  shade.  Every  ray  of 
sunlight  is,  besides  its  light  and  heat, 
accompanied  by  a  ray  of  active  chem- 
ical force,  that  is  essential  to  the 
health  of  man  and  beast.  Winter  and 
summer  your  fowls  must  have  access 
to  it.  See  how  glowing  their  air  of 
content  as  they  shake  themselves  in 
its  genial  warmth,  yet  the  value  of  it 
is  not  to  be  measured  by  a  thermom- 
eter, neither  can  artificial  heat  sup- 
ply its  place.

CHARCOAL  FOR  POULTRY 

Poultry  World,  1873 

The  benefit  which  fowls  derive  from 
eating  charcoal  is,  I  believe,  acknowl- 
edged. The  method  of  putting  it  be- 
fore them  is,  however,  not  well  un- 
derstood. Pounded  charcoal  is  not  in 
the  shape  in  which  fowls  usually  find 


their   food,   and   consequently  is   not 
very  enticing  to  them. 

I  have  found  that  corn  burnt  on 
the  cob,  and  the  refuse — which  con- 
sists almost  entirely  of  the  grains  re- 
duced to  charcoal  and  still  retaining 
their  perfect  shape — placed  before 
them,  is  greedily  eaten  by  them  with 
a  marked  improvement  in  their  health 
as  is  shown  by  the  brighter  color  of 
their  combs,  and  their  sooner  pro- 
ducing a  greater  average  of  eggs  to 

the  flock  than  before.

HEN'S   TEETH 

Poultry   World    1872 

''Scarce  as  hen's  teeth."  This  is 
an  old  saw.  Yet  you  should  see  to  it 
that  your  fowls  are  possessed  of  good 
teeth.  Not  natural  ones  exactly, 
neither  artificial  ones,  but  natural 
stones  with  which  they  may  triurate 
stones  with  which  they  may  triturate 
the  food  to  their  gizzards.  Hen's 
teeth  comprise  no  incisors,  nor  ca- 
nines, but  are  good  grinders.  The 
flatish  or  scaly  gravel  is  not  suitable, 
but  a  form  approaching  the  spherical 
is  to  be  preferred.  If  your  neigh- 
borhood is  not  gravelly,  blocks  of 
granite  or  quartz  may  be  reduced  to 
irregular  angular  fragments,  which 
are  excellent.  Shells  of  the  quahog 
or  round  clam  pounded,  serve  the 
double  purpose  of  grinding  and  af- 
fording a  supply  of  lime  for  the  for- 
mation of  egg-shells  and  on  this  ac- 
count are  better  than  oyster  shells.

Exhiliitors 
and  judges  alike  rei)ort  that  the  number  of 
birds  shown  at  the  leading  Fairs  this  fall 
has  been  unusually  large  and  the  average 
quality  remarkably  high.  This  faet  must  lend 
encouragement  to  all  breeders  and  exhibitors 
of  standard  bred  fowls,  since  it  jiroves  that 
j)ublic  interest  in  fancy  poultry  is  not  wan- 
ing. 

At  some  of  the  Fairs  which  are  especially 
notable  for  their  poultry  sl)ows  many  of  our 
leading  fanciers  exhibited  fine  strings  of 
birds  and  because  of  the  keen  competition 
all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  win  rib- 
bons have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  their 
success. 

Most  of  our  readers  are  aware  of  the  fact 
that  the  Pratt  Food  Company,  of  Philadeljthia, 


maintains  the  Pratt  Poultry  Experiment  Sta- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  conducting  experi- 
ments in  the  breeding,  feeding  and  hous- 
ing of  poultry,  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
l)oultry  diseases,  and  other  problems  which 
so  vitally  effect  the  industry.  It  may  not 
be  so  generally  known  that  considerable  work 
in  the  breeding  of  exhibition  fowls  has  been 
'■arried  on  at  this  institution.  That  this 
work  has  been  well  done  is  clearly  deraon- 
Htrated  by  the  winnings  of  the  Pratt  Poul- 
try Ex])eriment  Station  birds  at  three  of  our 
leading  eastern  Fairs.

I  have  bred  them  since  1910 
and  find  them  the  fowl  par-excellence, 
discarding  all  other  birds.

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GREEN  FOOD  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity,    both     for     matured     and 
growing:   stock.      This   does   not 
mean  through  certain  seasons  of  the 
year,  but  every  month,  if  the  best  re- 
sults are  to  be  obtained. 

During  the  Winter  months,  sprout- 
ed oats,  mangel  woi-tzels,  cabbage, 
and  lettuce  can  be  fed  to  advantage 
and  we  then  come  to  the  best  and 
cheapest  green  food  for  Spring,  Sum- 
mer and  early  Fi-.il. 

I  have  tried  sowing  many  different 
grains  in  the  orchards  and  free  range 
where  the  youngsters  roam,  but  I 
have  yet  to  find  a  green  stuff  which 
can  equal  Dwarf  Essex  Rape.  Down 
in  New  Jersey  we  usually  plant  this 
the  latter  part  of  March  and  should 
the  weather  permit,  it  can  be  sown  by 
the  12th  or  loth,  which  I  have  done 
many  times  and  received  most  satis- 
factory results.  I  generally  figure 
about  four  pounds  to  the  acre,  broad- 
cast or  two  to  three  pounds  per  acre 
in  drills. 

One  could  plant  Rape  any  time  dur- 
ing the  Summer  months,  and  should 
this  be  done  in  July  or  August,  it  is 
better  to  mix  a  third  of  seed  oats 
with  it,  as  the  oats  will  come  first  and 
help  to  shade  the  Rape  from  the  hot 
sun  This  is  particularly  true  in 
sandy  soil  where  the  ground  dries  out 
quickly.  Be  careful  not  to  sow  too 
thickly  as  I  have  found  that  should 
this  be  done,  the  results  are  not  near- 
ly IE  good.  This  applies  especially  to 
the  sowing  in  small  brooder  run':;. 

Rape  can  be  grown  in  the  poorest 
soil,  a  little  fertilizer  simply  being 
needed  and  a  poultryman  always  has 
this  on  hand  in  the  cleanings  from  his 
houses. 

It  is  most  essential  that  you  allow 
the  Rape  to  get  a  good  stand,  for 
should  you  turn  out  your  youngsters 
or  breeders  on  it  before  this  is  ac- 
complished, they  will  kill  it  in  short 
order,  as  they  are  most  eager  for  it, 
at  times  preferring  it  to  grain  or  oth- 
er food. 


Essex  Rape  grows  very  rank  and 
affords  excellent  shade  for  chix  and 
growing  stock  during  the  Summer 
months,  for  when  it  is  allowed  to 
grow  rank,  it  sends  out  a  large  leaf, 
somewhat  like  the  cabbage  plant. 

It  is  not  a  good  plan  to  allow  en- 
tire fields  to  grow  thus.  Keep  cut- 
ting it  back  and  feeding  to  your  old 
stock  if  they  have  no  green  food  at 
hand  and  you  will  find  it  will  grow 
out  again  very  quickly.  The  young- 
sters also  keep  it  down  quite  well  if 
it  has  not  got  too  far  beyond  them. 

The  leaf  is  very  tender  and  succu- 
lent and  for  baby  chix  it  can  be  run 
through  a  meat  grinder  and  fed  in  the 
shredded  form  which  makes  an  ex- 
cellent feed  for  them,  being  very  juicy 
and  easy  for  them  to  digest. 

Rape  will  last  up  until  the  middle 
of  October  nicely,  and  Dy  that  time 
you  will  have  your  yards  and  runs 
seeded  down  in  Rye  and  ready  for  the 
matured  stock  to  run  on.  Rape  is 
generally  supposed  to  be  killed  by 
frost  and  severe  Winters,  but  I  have 
had  several  fields  which  I  have  not 
plowed  up  in  the  Fall  come  up  in  the 
Spring  with  a  good  growth.  But  I 
should  not  advise  this  method,  as  it  it 
only  a  chance  and  not  the  correct  way. 

It  has  always  been  a  mystery  to  me 
why  so  few  poultrymen  use  Rape.  I 
have  been  to  many  farms  and  in  talk- 
ing over  the  green  food  question,  I 
find  that  they  have  not  even  heard 
of  it. 

I  trust  you  will  take  this  for  what 
it  is  worth,  and  from  one  who  has 
tried  every  known  green  food  on  the 
market,  that  is,  that  Rape  is  without 
doubt  the  cheapest  and  best  green 
food  for  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall. 


It  retails  at  $3.75  or  $4.00  per 
bushel  or  $7.00  to  $8.00  per  100 
pounds,  so  you  can  readily  see  that 
for  $7.00  you  could  sow  twenty  or 
more  acres  in  green  stuff. 

For  pasturing  sheep  or  cattle  it  is 
ready  within  six  weeks  from  time  of 
sowing  and  on  an  average  one  acre 
will  carry  twelve  or  fifteen  sheep  six 
weeks  or  two  months. 

In  Northern  States  it  should  be 
sown  from  May  to  the  end  of  August 
for  Fall  pasturing,  as  it  thrives  best 
:n  cool  v/aather,  and  in  the  Southern 
States  in  September  or  October  for 
Winter  pasture.

The  return  of  good  times  is  being 
felt  in  all  branches  of  trade.  Men  are 
vvorking  in  nearly  all  lines  and  quite  a 
few  of  the  factories  in  the  Middle 
West  are  working  overtime.  In  a  re- 
cent issue  of  the  Indianapolis  News, 
there  were  more  ads  in  one  issue  ask- 
ing for  male  help,  than  have  appeared 
in  this  publication  in  any  one  single 
day  in  the  past  two  years.  There  is 
a  demand  for  labor  at  good  prices, 
and  the  Saturday  night  pay  checks  are 
bringing  in  a  lot  of  money  into  circu- 
lation, that  has  been  hoarded  up  for 
the  pust  eighteen  months.  The  poultry- 
men  are  getting  a  part  of  this,  as  all 
of  the  well  advertised  breeders  are 
receiving  double  the  calls  they  did  a 
year  ago,  and  the  prices  for  good 
birds  are  decidedly  In  advance  of 
what  we  had  expected  six  months  ago ; 
m  lact,  it  seems  as  though  we  had 
reached  the  bottom  and  were 
gradually  climbing  up  to  the  pin- 
nacle of  prosperity.  Let  us  hope  that 
the  past  eighteen  months  has  been  an 
object  lesson  for  everyone,  and  that 
we  may  learn  to  profit  by  experience, 
and  not  recklessly,  as  many  were  in- 
clined to  do  a  few  years  ago.

We  regret  to  learn  of  the  death  of 
Charles  H.  Rhodes,  ol"  T-^peka,  Kans. 
He  was  one  of  the  best  known  judges 
West  of  the  Mississippi  River,  and 
one  of  the  nicest  fellows  ever  associ- 
ated with  the  poultry  business.  We 
had  known  i\lr.  i^hodes  intimately 
for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century; 
in  fact,  long  before  he  ever  offered 
his  services  to  any  association  as  a 
judge,  and  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
we  h#id  been  associated  v/ith  iiim  in 
many   of   the   large   Western   exhibi- 


tions, and  we  doubt  if  there  was  a  man 
in  all  this  Western  territory  that  was 
as  well  known  and  as  well  liked  as  this 
old  time  fancier.  Many  who  knew  Mr. 
Rhodes  in  the  past  few  years,  are  not 
aware  of  the  fact  that  twenty-five 
years  ago  he  was  considered  one  of 
the  best  Black  Cochin  breeders  in 
America.  Birds  from  his  yards  were 
known  from  one  end  of  this  country 
to  the  other.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
to  introduce  the  heavy  feathered  type, 
and  his  home  in  North  Topeka,  Kans., 
was  always  visited  by  the  breeders 
from  a  distance,  who  had  a  few  hours 
to  spare  in  the  Capitol  City.  His 
death  is  a  real  calamity  to  the  West- 
ern fanciers,  as  he  had  probal)ly  done 
more  to  hold  hundreds  of  the  local  as- 
sociations together  throughout  the 
West,  than  any  five  men  combined. 
He  was  engaged  to  judge  some  twenty 
shows  the  coming  winter.  This,  of 
course,  necessitates  a  change,  and 
quite  a  number  of  the  Associations 
are  finding  themselves  without  a

The  week  of  October  4th  the  writer 
was  called  to  St.  Louis  to  place  the 
awards  at  the  St.  Louis  Fair.  This  is 
one  of  the  exhibitions  that  for  the 
past  ten  years  has  been  off  the  map, 
and  the  breeders  from  that  section  of 
the  country  have  been  exhibiting  at 
the  State  Fair  at  Sedalia,  but  realiz- 
ing that  a  city  the  size  of  St.  Louis 
was  entitled  to  an  exhibition  separate 
from  the  State,  they  have  decided  to 
resurrect  the  old  St.  Louis  Fair,  and 
this  was  the  first  year  that  they  put 
on  a  really  high-class  exhibition.  The 
old  race  course  West  of  the  city  was 
selected,  and  it  proved  to  be  an  ideal 
location.  The  ground  is  rolling,  much 
after  the  style  of  a  natural  amphithe- 
ater. The  race  track  being  on  the 
lower  part  of  the  ground,  gives  a  view 
of  the  track  from  almost  any  position 
on  the  grround.  The  live  stock  was 
displayed  in  Tents  this  year,  but  we 
understand  there  is  a  movement  oji 
foot  now  to  either  buy  or  lease  the 
ground  and  put  up  permanent  build- 
ings and  make  this  one  of  the  big  fall 
fairs  of  the  country.  Many  readers 
of  Everybodys  will  remember  the  ele- 
gant shows  that  were  formerly  held 
in  St.  Louis  the  week  of  the  Veiled 
Prophets'  Parade,  and  this  date  will 
be  maintained  in  the  future.  The  poul- 
try exhibition  this  year,  under  the 
management  of  Henry  Steinmesch, 
was  one  of  the  big  attraction  of  the 
Fair.  There  were  over  two  thousand 
birds  on  exhibition,  representing  near- 
ly every  breed  and  variety  in  the 
standard.  The  quality  was  good 
throughout,  and  there  were  many  in- 
terested fanciers  ready  to  buy  and 
pay  what  really  first-class  birds  were 
worth.  In  all  popular  varieties,  Ply- 
mouth Rocks,  Reds,  Wyandottes,  Leg- 
horns, Orpingtons  and  Cochins,  com- 
petition was  strong,  and  many  good 
ones  left  out  of  the  money,  while  the 
water  fowl  exhibit  was  a  show  of  it- 
self. 

At  this  writing  we  don't  know  just 
what  arrangement  will  be  made  for 
next  year,  but  when  I  left  St.  Louis, 
it  was  generally  understood  that  we 
might  look  ahead  to  1916,  and  expect 
to  seen  St.  Louis  on  the  map  with  one 
of  the  greatest  Fall  Fairs  held  any- 
where in  the  United  States. 

*  *     * 

Fanciers  who  have  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  big  Fall  shows 
or  those  who  have  visited  the  yards 
of  the  prominent  breeders,  were  sur- 
prised at  the  quality  of  birds  that 
have  been  produced  during  the  season 
of  1915.  Regardless  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  had  an  enormous  amount  of 
wet  weather,  more  birds  of  good  qual- 
ity have  grown  to  maturity  than  any 
year  in  the  past  ten,  and  the  winter 
shows  of  1915  will  undoubtedly  be 
the  greatest  quality  shows  ever  held 
in  America.  At  this  writing,  Novem- 
ber Ist,  there  are  hundreds  of  matur- 
ed specimens  in  all  the  leading  varie- 


ties in  the  State  of  Indiana,  birds  that 
are  fit  now  to  go  into  the  fastest  com- 
pany, with  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
being  in  the  money,  and  the  same  con- 
dition exists  in  Wisconsin,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  and  other  states  that 

we  have  visited. 

*     *     * 

Regardless  of  the  foot  and  mouth 
disease  and  other  obstacles  that  have 
confronted  the  San  Francisco  ar- 
rangement, they  managed  to  get  out 
one  of  the  greatest  shows  that  has 
been  caged  in  America.  Something 
like  8,000  specimens  of  poultry  and 
pigeons,  representing  nearly  every 
state  in  the  union,  and  some  foreign 
exhibits.  It  was,  indeed,  fortunate 
that  this  exhibit  could  not  have  been 
held  earlier  in  the  season,  say  the  ear- 
ly part  of  September,  when  there 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  15,000 
to  20,000  birds  exhibited.  We  under- 
stand from  Mr.  Quisenberry  the  rea- 
son for  holding  the  exhibit  back  until 
the  latter  part  of  November,  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  question 
as  to  whether  the  Live  Stock  Building 
would  be  completed  in  time.  Thous- 
ands of  fanciers  would  have  at- 
tended the  exhibition  early  in  the 
season  who  were  unable  to  go  the  lat- 
ter part  of  November.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  fanciers  will  find  good 
weather  at  this  late  date,  but  as  a 
rule  cold  rains  occur  at  this  time  in 
that  part  of  California.  A  tempered 
breeze  blowing  off  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
striking  the  cold  air  from  the  moun- 
tains, usually  causes  a  heavy  rain  fall 
and  disagreeable  weather.  While  it 
never  gets  cold  in  San  Francisco,  as 
compared  to  the  East  and  middle 
states,  there  is  something  in  that  air 
that  seems  to  chill  the  very  bones  in 
you,  and  of  course,  there  can  be  no 
provision  made  for  heating  these  live 
stock  buildings,  but  regardless  of  con- 
ditions, we  must  give  Mr.  Quisenberry 
full  credit  for  getting  out  one  of  the 
best  shows  that  has  ever  been  held  on 
the  American  Continent,  and  the 
breeders  who  failed  to  exhibit,  have 

much  to  regret. 

•     *     * 

In  a  recept  issue  of  the  Feathered 
World  published  in  England,  we  find 
a  reproduction  in  colors  of  a  pair  of 
light  and  a  pair  of  dark  Brahmtfs.  No 
doubt  many  of  our  American  fanciers 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  studying 
this   picture,   and  we  wonder  if  the 


English  breeders  of  today  are  really 
trying  to  produce  birds  of  this  type. 
Both  of  the  females  are  as  heavy 
feathered  as  any  Cochin  we  find  in 
our  best  exhibitions,  and  while  the 
color  work  is  greatly  exaggerated  on 
the  dark  female,  there  is  considerable 
artistic  effect  in  the  illustration,  but 
both  the  males  and  females  are  so 
short  in  back  that  the  hackle  rests  on 
the  saddle  of  the  males,  and  there  is 
less  than  a  half  inch  space  between 
the  hackle  and  cushion  of  the  females. 
All  of  them  carry  their  tail  at  an  an- 
gle of  about  55  degrees  and  are  very 
much  after  the  style  of  our  present- 
day  Langshans.

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Poultry  Secrets 

Michael  K.  Boyer,  Hammonton,  N.*  J. 
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IT   IS   remarkable    how  people    will 
hang    on    to    old-time    supersti- 
tions,    and   how    many   theories 
they  have  which  they  safely  guard  as 
"secrets." 

It  was  not  long  ago  that  the  writer 
was  told  that  there  never  would  be  a 
poor  hatch  **if  a  horse  shoe  was  pla- 
ced in  the  bottom  of  the  nest,"  The 
teller  believed  it,  too,  and  said  he  test- 
ed the  matter  for  years! 

Another  wrote  that  he  discovered 
a  secret  to  increase  egg  production. 
He  used  about  a  half  dozen  China 
eggs  in  each  nest.  The  hens  seeing 
such  a  large  number  of  eggs,  at  once 
determine  to  increase  the  pile,  and  ac- 
cordingly add  to  it.  He  said  this  se- 
cret never  failed! 

Another  writes:  "I  have  a  real  se- 
cret— always  set  your  hens  in  the 
full  of  the  moon.  It  means  a  big 
hatch."  As  the  moon  gets  full  but 
once  a  month,  the  hen  can  hatch  and 
start  brooding  her  young  before  the 
next  hatch  starts 

Another:  ''Hens  become  poor  lay- 
ers in  houses  that  are  painted  red." 
As  red  is  the  color  that  adorns  all 
the  buildings  on  the  farm  for  the  wri- 
ter it  will  now  be  in  order  to  have 
the  color  changed — to  green,  for  in- 
stance. 

Another:  "Eggs  will  not  beat  up 
well  if  they  are  laid  by  unmated  hens. 
My  mother  says  she  cannot  beat  up 
such  eggs  to  a  froth."  My,  my!  What 
an  injustice  we  poultrymen  have 
practiced  all  these  years. 

Another:  "Hens  won't  begin  to  lay 
until  you  mate  them."  That's  news, 
indeed,  but  what  on  earth  has  started 
our  hens  to  lay? 


Another:  "You  can  tell  the  sex  of 
the  egg  by  its  shape,  or  rather  by  its 
shell  condition."  He  said  he  selected 
200  rooster  eggs,  and  when  they  hat- 
ched there  was  but  one  pullet,  and  he 
is  sure  the  egg  producing  it  was  a 
fraud.  He  also  selected  60  pullet 
eggs  which  hatched  50  pullets.  He 
says  the  pullet  eggs  are  smooth  at  the 
ends,  while  the  rooster  eggs  have  a 
zigzag  or  quirl  at  one  end. 

Another:  "The  way  to  tell  eggs 
that  are  impregnated,  is  to  hold  the 
egg  with  one  hand,  the  large  end  up- 
ward, near  a  lamp  or  candle,  in  front 
of  the  eye,  and  then  bring  the  other 
hand,  with  the  fingers  half  closed  over 
it,  and  the  incubation  spot  will  be 
clearly  seen  on  the  yolk." 

There  are  still  many  who  bemoan 
the  fate  of  their  eggs  should  a  thun- 
der storm  come  up  during  the  pro- 
gress of  incubation. 

And  so  on  might  be  mentioned 
scores  of  similar  foolish  beliefs. 

But  bona-fide  secrets  do  not  exist. 
Men  in  all  vocations  of  life,  if  they 
carefully  study  their  subjects,  and 
follow  out  the  dictate  of  their  work, 
will  sometimes  come  across  a  method 
that  will  help  them  on  to  success. 
Such  methods,  after  being  thorough- 
ly tested,  evolve  themselves  into  se- 
crets. 

It  is  not  unusual,  however,  to  find 
that  someone  else,  in  another  part  of 
the  country,  has  had  the  same  ideas, 
and  is  working  along  the  same  lines. 
A  publishing  firm  some  time  ago  ad- 
vertised to  pay  a  certain  sum  for  real 
bona-fide  poultry  secrets.  The  writer 
was  delighted  to  be  the  judge.  Fully 
500  replies     were  received,     and  of

these  300  referred  to  "a  cure  for 
cholera,"  "a  cure  for  gapes,"  "meth- 
ods for  destroying  lice,"  and  cure- 
alls  for  every  known  ailment.  The 
text  of  the  majority  of  the  replies 
was  ridiculous  — even  recommending 
"corrosive  sublimate  in  the  drinking 
water"  for  chicks  afflicted  with  chol- 
era. 

The  poultry  world  wants  good, 
bona-fide  secrets — secrets  in  feeding?, 
secrets  in  housing,  secrets  in  care,  se- 
crets in  management,  secrets  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  But  there  is  no 
need  for  secrets  in  fighting  disease. 
It  is  far  better  to  know  how  to  keep 
fowls  well  than  to  endeavor  to  cure 
sick  fowls. 

Men  who  are  in  the  business  be- 
cause they  find  great  interest  in  it, 
will  some  day  discover  a  secret,  but 
they  may  not  get  to  that  point  until 
they  have  reached  the  years  of  dis- 
cretion. When  such  men  as  Felch, 
Williams,  Rankin,  Zimmer,  and 
others,  men  who  have  been  identified 
with  poultry  for  from  30  to  50  years, 
declare  they  are  "learning  every 
day,"  and  have  "only  recently  dis- 
covered a  secret,"  it  follows  that 
there  is  little  danger  of  the  beginner 
becoming  the  possessor  of  a  great  se- 
cret of  his  own  finding. 

If  the  beginner  will  start  out  with 
the  determination  of  coverng  every 
detail,  and  gradually  improves  his 
methods,  he  will  eventually  find  a  se- 
cret, but  it  may  take  him  ten,  yes  30 
years  to  do  so,  just  like  it  took  Felch, 
and  Rankin,  and  Williams,  and  scores 

of  other  veterans. 

*     *     * 

At  the  outbreak  of  diarrhoea,  there 
is  often  a  cry  of  cholera.  It  is  a 
false  cry,  but  the  case,  nevertheless, 
needs  treatment.  Boil  some  rice,  and 
mix  it  with  plenty  of  powdered  chalk 
an  excess  of  this  will  do  no  harm,  as 
it  will  effect  a  cure  and  pass  off  nat- 
urally. 

Constipation  in  chickens  is  often 
noticed   during  the   summer  months.

AT  THE  GREAT  HAGERSTOWN  SHOW,  1915 

My  winnings  there  for  three  years  are  History.     This  year 
my  birds  won:  Hen,  I,  2,  3;  Pullets  I,  2;  Pullet-Bred  Males,,  1,  2, 
3  4,  6;  Championship  Special  Female,  Etc. 
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It  has  been  advised  to  use  Epsom 
salts  in  the  drinking  water,  but  this 
is  a  rather  violent  purgative,  and  very 
griping  in  action.  It  is  better  to  use 
oily  laxatives  and  purgatives.  Linseed 
meal  mixed  in  the  soft  feed  will  act 
as  a  gentle  laxative.  The  writer  used 
it  daily  in  the  mash — about  five  per 
cent — the  year  round  and  never,  in 
consequence,  has  any  cases  of  con- 
stipation among  his  fowls.  Some  pre- 
fer a  few  drops  of  castor  oil  in  the 
feed,  after  making  the  chicken  miss 
one  meal,  and  thereby  rendering  it 
hungry. 

Shipping  newly-hatched  chicks  is 
carried  on  by  quite  a  number  of  poul- 
trymen  in  England.  They  are  sent  off 
as  soon  as  fit  to  leave  the  nest,  or, 
in  other  words,  directly  after  being 
hatched,  as  they  can  then  do  without 
food,  if  the  train  service  is  properly 
selected,  until  they  reach  destination. 
The  following  method  of  packing,  the 
chicks  is  practiced:  A  rather  small, 
low  box  is  chosen,  in  which  a  little 
air-space  remains  abve  the  chickens' 
heads  when  standing  up.  The  bottom 
and  sides  of  the  box  are  lined  with 
cotton-wool,  which  is  cheap  and  warm, 
and  if  done  with  a  couple  of  thick- 
nesses and  just  tacked  in,  the  box 
can  be  turned  out  in  a  few  minutes. 
The  cover  is  then  perforated  with 
many  small  holes,  and  a  couple  are 
bored  at  each  side  of  the  box,  about 
half  an  inch  below  the  cover.  This 
creates  ventilation  without  draught. 
On  the  inside  cover  of  the  box  are 
nailed  a  couple  of  old  pieces  of  flan- 
nel, about  four  inches  apart;  this  is 
allowed  to  fall  within  half  an  inch  of 
the  floor  of  the  box.  The  curtains 
are  then  cut  into  half-inch  ribbons. 
The  chicken  is  thus  able  to  pass 
through  the  slits,  the  curtains  keep 
them  warm  when  they  cluster  around 
and  against  them,  and  yet  there  is 
ventilation  without  draft.  The  box  is 
then  conspicuously  labelled:  "This 
side  up;  live  chickens;  urgent,"  and 
sent  by  express  train. 

The  hawk  generally  carries  off  the 
young  chicks,  but  if  they  attack  lar- 
ger ones,  their  bodies  will  be  left,  and 
it  will  be  found  that  death  has  been 
caused  by  the  back  of  the  neck,  the 
skull  torn  open,  and  the  feathers  (if 
the  carcass  has  been  devoured  so  that 
the  skull  evidence  is  not  available) 
are  widely  scattered  around,  but  not 
trailed.  Should  the  chicken  be  found 
lying  dead  on  its  side,  with  its  neck 
stretched  out,  and  a  small  wound  in 
the  throat,  it  is  the  work  of  a  weasle 
that  has  sucked  its  life  blood.  If  a 
carcass  is  found  with  the  head  and 
breast  devoured,  it  is  the  work  of  a 
cat.  As  a  rule,  the  rat  does  its  deadly 
work  at  night,  and  here  the  carcass 
is  often  found  very  badly  mauled. 
The  entrails  are  generally  drawn  out, 
but  not  eaten,  and  the  carcass  is  bit- 
ten and  gnawed  in  many  places. 

*     *     * 

Where  the  age  of  the  fowl  cannot 
be  told  by  the  legs,  there  is  often  a 
dull,  heavy  look  under  the  eyes  of  an 


old  bird,  which  an  experienced  poul- 
tryman  can  tell  at  a  glance.  But  in 
all  up-to-date  poultry  yards  the  birds 
are    branded,    and    a    record    kept    of 

them,  so  that  there  can  be  no  mistake. 

*     *     * 

Many  cockerels  o»  the  Mediter- 
ranean class,  especially  Minorcas,  are 
discarded  because  of  the  fact  that 
their  combs  lop  over  while  they  are 
young.  If  a  big  combed  bird  be  a 
little  out  of  sorts,  his  comb  will  at 
once  drop.  After  he  comes  into  good 
condition  again,  the  comb  generally 
stands  erect,  especially  if  the  base  of 
it  is  thick  and  strong.  If  cockerels 
of  this  class  are  forced  too  much,  es- 
pecially if  given  a  lot  of  soft  food, 
their  combs  apparently  lose  firmness. 
When  a  com.b  is  noticed  to  fall,  the 
bird  should  be  given  a  cod-liver  oil 
capsule  at  night,  and  fed  entirely  on 
grain.  In  some  cases,  cockerels' 
combs  are  so  weak  at  the  base  that 
nothing  will  make  them  stand,  but 
even  such  birds  should  not  be  discard- 
ed, for  if  they  are  otherwise  good 
they  will  be  valuable  for  pullet  breed- 
ing.

NEW  EXPRESS  CLASSIFICA- 
TION  COVERING  SHIPMENT 

OF  POULT  RY 

(E.  M.  Long) 

Effective  Oct.  14th,  1915,  there  was 
an  important  change  in  the  Official 
Classification  of  the  various  Express 
Companies,  gove-ning  the  acceptance 
and  shipment  of  poultry  for  inter- 
state n^cvement. 

Thinking  that  fanciers  and  breeders 
as  well  as  purchasers  of  standard 
bred  poultry  Wv:.dld  be  interested  in 
this  change,  I  have  decided  to  make 
this  matter  the  subject  of  an  article. 

Up  L)  October  1st,  ii  was  necessary 
for  Express  Ag'intj  to  execute  Live 
Stock  wontract  only  when  shipper  de- 
clared a  value  of  over  $5.00  per  bird 
or  $50  per  maximum  shipment,  other- 
wise shipments  were  receipted  for  on 
Regular  Express  Receipt.  The  Rate 
on  Market  Poultry  Second  Class,  oth- 
er than  Market,  in  slatted  coops,  1  V^ 
times  first  class  rate.  In  coops  where 
muslin  forms  a  necessary  part  of 
coop  or  in  corrugated  paper  coops,  2 
times  first  class  rate.  Rate  on  newly- 
hatched   chicks  -was   1  %    times  first- 


class  rate.  Poultry  for  Exhibition, 
shipped  at  above  rates  could  be  re- 
turned to  original  point  of  shipment 
at  V2  of  first-class  rate. 

The  new  Classification  reads  as  fol- 
lows: Poultry  and  Pigeons,  Live: 
Value  must  be  declared  by  shipper.  If 
not  declared,  shipment  will  be  RE- 
FUSED. 

A  Live  Stock  contract  must  be  ex- 
ecuted for  Shipments  of  Live  Poultry 
and  Pigeons,  except  that  when  shipper 
has  declared  a  value  of  not  exceeding 
$5.00  per  bird  in  the  shipment,  maxi- 
mum $50.00  per  shipment  weighing 
one  hundred  pounds  or  less,  and  not 
more  than  $0.50  per  pound,  actual 
weight,  on  each  shipment  weighing 
more  than  one  hundred  pounds,  it 
may  be  accepted  on  the  Uniform  Ex- 
press Receipt. 

Food  and  Utensils  must  be  provided 
at  expense  of  shipper. 

Instructions  of  shippers  as  to  feed- 
ing and  care  of  animals  in  transit 
when  given  in  writing  or  plainly  mark- 
ed on  the  container,  must  be  compli- 
ed with,  and  no  charge  will  be  made 
for  feeding  when  food  accompanies 
shipment. 

Charges  will  be  based  on  the  gross 
weight  of  the  contents  at  time  of  ship- 
ment. 

Any  coop,  which  with  its  contents 
exceeds  150  pounds  in  weight  will  be 
refused. 

Present  Classification 

In  slatted  coops: 

When  value  declared  does  not  ex- 
ceed 25  cents  per  pound,  gross  weight 
poultry  and  coop, — second  class. 

When  the  value  declared  exceeds 
25  cents  per  pound,  gross  weight  of 
poultry  and  coop, — 1  V2  times  first- 
class. 

In  coops  where  cloth  is  used  and 
forms  a  necessary  part  of  the  coop, 

two  times  first  class. 

*       *       * 

You  will  notice  that  where  the  value 
declared  is  under  25c  per  pound,  any 
poultry  will  take  2nd  class  rate,  which 


is  about  one-half  the  rate  charged  at 
one  and  one-half  times  first  class  rate. 
If  buyers  or  shippers  are  willing  to 
take  the  risk  of  shipment,  there  is 
nothing  to  hinder  any  stock  from  be- 
ing shipped  at  the  lower  rate.  When 
giving  value  of  shipment  to  express 
agent  at  time  of  shipment,  it  would  be 
only  necessary  to  state  that  "the 
value  of  the  shipment  was  25c  per 
pound  gross  weight"  and  the  lower 
rate  should  be  then  accorded.  It  is 
probable  that  if  shipment  is  properly 
crated,  marked  and  explicit  directions 
given  on  box  or  crate,  for  feeding  and 
watering,  that  the  Express  Companies 
would  give  them  as  good  care  as  those 
valued  at  a  higher  figure.  I  antici- 
pate, however,  that  few  breeders  will 
care  to  ship  out  stock  at  their  risk  on 
such  a  valuation,  because  there  are 
few  shipments  that  would  not  exceed 
25c  per  pound  in  value.  For  instance, 
a  male  bird  of  the  heavier  breeds  will 
weigh,  when  crated  properly,  from 
fifteen  to  twenty-five  pounds.  Take 
twenty  pounds  as  an  average, — the 
shipment  would  have  to  be  valued  at 
$4.00  in  order  to  get  second  class 
rate.  If,  however,  the  buyer  was  will- 
ing to  take  the  risk,  he  could  instruct 
shipper  as  to  valuation,  and  be  gov- 
erned accordingly.  As  the  purchaser, 
like  Jones,  usually  pays  the  freight,  I 
anticipate  that  many  will  take  advan- 
tage of  this  opportunity.

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Fattenin^^  Fowls  for  Market 


A  Sadly  Neglected  Part  of  The  Poultryman's  Work,  Fat- 
tening Fowls  for  Market — The  Breeder  of  Thorough- 
bred Stock  Should  Know  as  Much  About  This  as  Con- 
ditioning: for  Show — H.  V.  Tormohlem. 
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WE  SEE  no  end  of  articles  on  con- 
ditioning birds  for  the  show 
room  but  we  hear  little  about 
fattening  birds  for  market.  Breeders 
and  farmers  alike  do  not  seem  to 
know  the  first  principles  of  condition- 
ing for  market  although  they  have 
raised  fowls  for  years  and  know  by 
experience  about  nearly  everjrthing 
else  connected  with  the  industry. 

We  have  in  our  town  a  man  engag- 
ed in  buying  and  selling  market  poul- 
try, or  rather  he  is  the  head  of  a  vast 
company  engaged  in  this  business. 
He  graduated  from  the  local  high 
school  25  years  ago  in  a  seven  dollar 
suit  and  in  a  few  weeks  was  buying 
junk  with  a  pony  and  old  wagon  not 
worth  all  told  $20.  He  later  branch- 
ed out  and  commenced  to  buy  eggs 
and  fowls.  A  year  ago  about  this 
country  flashed  the  news  that  the  big- 
gest deal  ever  made  in  the  history  of 
the  country  in  eggs  had  just  been 
closed  whereby  New  York  jobbers 
bought  of  The  J.  A.  Long  Company, 
$150,000  worth  of  eggs  in  storage. 
This  shows  the  magnitude  of  the  bus- 
iness he  now  conducts.  Two  or  three 
years  ago  he  absolutely  controlled  the 
New  York  Egg  market,  which  means 
the  entire  country.  Upon  his  dictation 
depended  the  price  of  eggs. 

Mr.  Long  attributes  his  entire  suc- 
cess to  his  attention  to  the  small 
things  and  among  them  acquiring  the 
knowledge  how  to  fatten  fowls  for 
market  in  the  cheapest  and  best  way. 
He  is  frank  in  declaring  many  of  his 
competitors  do  not  know,  even  after 
years  attempting,  the  way  to  prop- 
erly fatten  fowls  for  market. 

Several  months  ago  he  recited  to 
me  how  a  man  in  an  adjoining  county 
used  to  come  to  his  very  door  and  buy 
geese  and  pay  a  cent  or  two  more  on 
the  pound  than  he  would  dare  to  pay 
and  take  them  home  and  fatten  them 
and  became  rich  buying  geese  from 
the  farmers,  fattening  them  a  few 
days  and  selling  on  the  eastern  mar- 
ket. 

Try  as  he  would,  Mr.  Long  stated 
he  could  not  pay  the  prices  this  man 
paid  for  geese  and  make  any  money. 
He  would  lose  rather.  One  day 
they  happened  to  be  coming  home 
from  New  York  on  the  same  train 
and  Mr.  Long  with  his  ability  as  a 
good  conversationalist  drew  his  friend 
out  as  to  how  he  could  make  money 
on  geese.  His  friend  and  competitor 
became  so  friendly  that  he  went  so 
far  as  to  invite  Mr.  Long  over  to  hie 
plant  to  see  everything  he  cared  to 


see,  take  notes  and  make  measure- 
ments of  coops  and  what  not.  With 
a  twinkle  of  his  eye,  Mr.  Long  finish- 
ed the  story  in  a  word.  Like  Caesar 
he  came,  he  saw,  he  conquered.  '*! 
went  and  I  looked  over  the  whole 
thing  very  carfully  and  had  a  pencil 
and  paper  handy.  The  next  year  I 
was  buying  geese  around  this  man's 
door  and  have  been  ever  since.** 

I  will  not  recite  how  he  fattens 
geese,  as  few  are  interested  in  this 
phase  of  it.  I  will  give  you  the  ben- 
efit of  his  years  of  experience  as  a 
fattener  of  thousands  of  car  loads  of 
fowls  for  market.  I  cannot  even  give 
you  a  diagram  or  picture  at  this  time 
of  his  coops.  Suffice  it  to  say  all  coops 
have  one-inch  mesh  wire  netting  bot- 
toms with  a  pan  an  inch  lower  to 
catch  the  droppings.  Coops  are  made 
in  decks  to  hold  one  dozen  in  a  deck 
and  each  deck  divided  in  two  parts 
with  six  fowls  in  a  part.  Six  decks 
are  built  together  on  four  small 
wheels.  All  coops  are  whitewashed  and 
steam-dried  every  time  fowls  are  re- 
moved. Fowls  are  fattened  in  nice, 
sunny  quarters,  absolutely  clean  and 
sweet  and  which  are  also  white-wash- 
ed every  ten  days.  Fowls  are  not  jam- 
med and  crowded  as  six  cannot  be 
crowded  very  much.  They  are  put  in 
the  coops  and  not  touched  until  time 
to  kill.  A  unit  of  six  dozen  with  these 
four  wheel  truck  arrangements 
is  rolled  upon  an  elevator  and  taken 
quietly  down  to  the  basement  where 
they  are  handled  but  once  before  be- 
ing killed,  as  the  truck  is  rolled  right 
up  to  the  sticker. 

The  fowls  are  fed  ten  days  on  a  but- 


termilk mash  composed  of  5  parts  of 
ground  corn  and  wheat  middlings  and 
one  part  coarse  sand  or  fine  gravel. 
The  mixture  is  mixed  up  at  night  into 
a  thin  batter  and  left  to  sour  and  pre- 
digest  all  night.  It  is  fed  in  a  very 
thin  state,  much  thinner  than  we 
poultrymen  are  accustomed  to  feed- 
ing a  mash.  It  is  poured  from  a 
bucket  easily  into  galvanized  troughs 
and  enough  given  so  the  fowls  will 
eat  it  in  about  30  minutes.  More  is 
given  at  noon  but  only  enough  to  last 
a  few  minutes.  At  night  a  full  feed 
of  whole  corn  is  given.  No  water  is 
given  during  the  fattening  period. 
Thus  they  devour  much  more  of  the 
mash  than  they  otherwise  would.  In 
ten  days  the  poorest,  skinniest  hen  or 
cockerel  is  fat  and  is  a  choice  milk 
fed  fowl,  ready  for  the  best  eastern 
hotel  markets. 

Any  poultryman  can  afford  to  mar- 
ket all  his  culls  in  the  right  manner 
and  make  this  extra  money.  Cleanli- 
ness is  the  first  essential,  especially  in 
a  large  plant  where  fowls  from  every- 
where come  in  and  disease  means 
great  loss.  Breeders  of  thoroughbred 
fowls  could  well  afford  to  fatten  their 
surplus  stock  in  half  dozen  lots  in 
this  manner  and  sell  to  private  trade 
at  a  good  profit,  either  to  residences 
or  hotels  and  make  nearly  as  much 
from  a  lot  of  culls  as  they  would  from 
cheap  fancy  stock. 

At  this  time  of  the  year  it  would  be 
well  for  many  to  try  fattening  out  a 
lot  of  old  hens  and  worthless  cocker- 
els in  this  manner.

many  of  whom,  seemingly,  upon,  in 
many  cases,  the  most  frivolous  pre- 
text take  it  upon  themselves  to  rush 
into  print,  wherever  they  can  secure 
space  in  the  various  poultry  papers 
to  notify  the  readers  that  the  new 
Edition  is  only  another  method  to- 
wards forcing  the  Great  and  Glorious 
Billion  Dollar  industry  into  the  igno- 
ble Company  of  "Deminition  Bow 
Wows." 

Many  editorial  Savants,  who 
should  and  who,  we  personally  be- 
lieve do  know  better,  hold  up  their 
hands  in  "Holy  Horror"  over  some 
slight  tjrpographical  error.  This  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  as  we  under- 
stand, Secretary  Campbell  has  noti- 
fied the  poultry  press  that  only  a 
portion  of  the  copies  to  be  struck 
off  have  been  issued  so  that  such  er- 
rors may  be  rectified  in  later  issues. 

It  is  extremely  doubtful,  "if"  in 
no  matter  what  character  of  tech- 
nical work  ever  issued  from  either 
printing  press  or  other  method  has 
there  ever  been  such  a  thing  as  an 
absolutely  perfect  copy  in  the  first 
issue,  that  is,  perfectly  free  from 
typographical  errors. 

Then  why  should  certain  writers 
take  it  upon  themselves  to  endeavor 
to  secure  a  little  doubtful  notoriety 
on  such  a  flimsy  pretext?  While 
such  assumptions  of  superior  intel- 
ligence may  impress  some,  at  the 
same  moment,  the  more  intelligent 
readers  realize  that  it  would  be  much 
better  for  such  a  matter  to  be  quietly 
and  privately  drawn  to  the  attention 
of  those  responsible  for,  and  having 
the  matter  in  charge,  than  to  publicly 
condemn  a  work  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  words  for  a  mere  mis- 
placed word  or  paragraph  that  may 
easily  be  corrected,  if  not  in  the 
work  or  later  issues,  itself,  at  least 
by  the  issuance  of  an  "Errata" 
sheet  to  purchasers. 

We  are  personally  inclined  to  won- 
der if  the  writers  who  so  often 
favor  the  readers  of  the  various  poul- 
try journals  with  articles,  denouncing 
parts  or  portions  of  the  "American 
Standard  of  Perfection,"  ever  realize 
what  a  great  amount  of  injury  they 
are  inflicting  upon  the  American 
Fancy  in  general  by  so  doing. 

Sixty,  or  thereabout,  years  ago, 
the  poultry  industry  of  the  United 
States  was  a  practical  nonenity.  No 
combined  effort,  no  foundation,  no 
unity  of  action  or  anything  of  the 
kind  and  yet  today,  it  is  one  of,  if 
not  the  greatest  industrial  combina- 
tion in  the  country. 

By  the  term  "Greatest"  I  mean 
that  it  is     extremely     doubtful,   if, 


deavors  in  every  manner,  shape  and 
form,  to  abide  by  the  instructions 
and  rulings  therein  enrolled,  irre- 
spective of  his  own  personal  desires 
or  wishes." 

If  every  breeder  of  poultry  in  the 
country  would  do  this  one  thing, 
seventy-five  percent  of  the  claims  of 
crookedness  and  robbery  in  the  Poul- 
try industry  in  this  country,  would  be 
disposed  of  and  be  found  unneces- 
sary. 

If  a  writer  who  disdains  through 
the  poultry  press  to  accept  the  dicta- 
tes of  the  American  Standard  of  Per- 
fection would  only  stop  to  try  and 
realize  what  a  vast  and  irreparable 
injury  he  is  doing  the  poultry  indus- 
try in  general,  we  doubt  if  they 
would  continue  and  the  more  promi- 
nent the  writer,  the  greater  the  in- 
jury. 

It  is    absolutely     necessary     that 
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for  the  term  "Fancier"  and  many 
articles  have  been  written  giving  the 
"pro  and  con"  as  to  the  requisites 
necessary  before  a  common  breeder 
may  aspire  to  the  title,  but  in  every 
one  the  writer  has  so  far  seen  or 
heard  of,  there  has  always  been  one 
proviso  lacking  which  should  read 
something  like  the  following: 

"The  true  fancier  is  one  who  uses 
every  effort  to  breed  his  fowls  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  the  Ameri- 
can Standard  of  Perfection  and  en- 


there  should  be  one  head  to  every 
industry  and  The  American  Poultry 
Association,  should  be,  and  is;  that 
of  the  American  Poultry  Industry. 
The  American  Standard  of  Perfec- 
tion should  be  the  scale  by  which 
every  breed  therein  enrolled  should 
be  judged  and  governed  isrespective 
of  the  desires  or  wishes  of  any  par- 
ticular individual  or  set  of  individ- 
uals. 

Matters  pertaining     to     objections 
against  any  rulings  should  be  taken 
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up  with  those  having  the  compiling 
of  sucn  rulings  in  charge,  or  be 
brought  before  the  attention  of  the 
"American  Poultry  Association  Mem- 
bers" and  let  them  decide. 

"Avarice"  is  one  of  the  greatest 
evils  with  which  mankind  has  to  con- 
tend, and  -'Avarice"  is  the  cause  and 
root  of  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the 
troubles  arising  among  breeders  of 
poultry. 

The    chance    to    possibly    obtain    a 
few  paltry  dollars,  is  in  many  cases, 
the  means  of  changing  an  otherwise 
really  honest  man  into  a  thief.     The 
writer  is  personally  aware  of  one  in- 
stance that  happened    a  short    time 
ago,   wherein   a   breeder      of   promi- 
nence sold  another  some  stock.   These 
were  approved  of  by  the   purchaser 
and  accepted  as    perfectly    satisfac- 
tory.    Some  six  months     later     the 
purchaser     entered  these     birds  in  a 
show  and  they  were  disqualified  for 
having  "Stubs".     Can  one  blame  him 
for  writing  to  the  man  who  sold  him 
such   fowls   and   demanding  satisfac- 
tion?    And  what  reply  did     he     re- 
ceive?     He  was     informed     by  the 
party  that  he  owned  the  best  stock 
in   the   country,    that   the   fowls   had 
been   accepted   and   paid   for  and   as 
to  the  stubs,  what  of  it? 

Disqualifications  should  be  dropped 
from  the  Standard,  according  to  the 
leading  poultry  writers  and  "Stubs" 
should  be  dropped  out  in  the  new 
"Standard  of  Perfection"  and  then 
the  purchaser  would  not  be  stuck." 

Not  caring  to  take  chances  in  a 
long  and  expensive  lawsuit,  the  pur- 
chaser decided  to  let  the  matter  drop 
for  the  present  at  least." 

In  taking  up  this  question  with  the 
writer,  he  naively  inquires,  "Kindly 
give  me  your  opinion  as  to  how 
fowls  should  be  judged  in  the  show 
room  in  regard  to  this  matter? 
Should  birds  having  stubs  be  dis- 
qualified or  is  the  American  Standard 
of  Perfection  incorrect? 

I  find  that  a  large  number  of  our 
leading  poultry  winters  state  that 
stubs  should  not  be  disqualifications. 
These  leading  poultry  writers  are 
deserving  of  much  censure  at  the 
hands  of  the  Poultry  Fraternity  in 
general,  such  writings  confuse  the 
Embryo  Fancier,  distract  good  and 
proper  judgement  in  the  show  room 
and  cause  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary 
misunderstanding  among  both  breed- 
ers and  exhibicors  in  general. 

The  persons  becoming  interested 
in  Poultry  Cnltnre.  the  newcomer  in- 
to the  Fancy  is  one  that  receives  the 
greatest  amount  of  such  misinforma- 
tion from  these  sources. 

Ignorant  of  the  truth  that  the 
breeders  and  fanciers  in  general,  in 
fact  the  much  greater  majority  are 
not  only  perfectly  willing,  but  are 
absolutely  desirous  that  the  "Ameri- 
can Standard  of  Perfection"  should 
govern  all  work  done  by  judges  in 
the  show  room,  are  led  to  believe  that 
such  is  not  the  case,  by  these  defam- 
otory  articles  and  assume  that  one 
or  two  recognized  leaders  in  poultry 
magazine  literature  are  the  real  au- 


thorities, never  realizing  until  much 
time  has  passed,  or  maybe  never  be- 
coming acquainted  with  the  fact,  that 
these  persons  are  writing  for  the 
money  there  is  in  it;  that  with  them 
it  is  a  means  of  livelihood ;  that  the 
methods  so  pursued  are  to  attain  a 
little  prominence  in  the  eyes  of  the 
fanciers  and  breeders,  may  be  to 
theii  personal  knowledge  misleading 
and  erroneous,  yet  they  are  entirely 
unscrupulous  in  the  matter  as  it  is 
a  case  of  their  bread  and  butter  and 
wil  start  on  anything  just  to  fill  out 
space. 

Among  this  class  will  be  found  also 
the  "Ultra  Utility  <..haracter"  who 
for  the  sake  of  a  little  conspicuous 
notoriety  is  very  much  the  same  type 


as  the  "Practical"  writer  in  a  pop- 
ular magazine  who  recently  con- 
demned the  American  custom  of 
planting  purely  ornamental  trees  and 
shrubs.  Such  things  be  contended 
perform  no  useful  work,  and  ought 
to  be  discarded.  "The  Redbud  and 
Flowering  almond  should  give  place 
to  Cherry  and  Peach  trees,"  to  which 
the  Chicago  Journal  adds,  and  Roses 
and  Spireas  presumably  should  make 
way  for  Currants  and  Gooseberries." 
Only  thus  could  we  have  a  garden 
scheme  worthy  of  a  'Practical' 
people."

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mit  that  there  are  many  that  may  be 
honest  and  quite  conscientious  in 
their  opinions  on  this  subject,  at  the 
same  moment  we  are  extremely 
doubtful  of  these  prominent  poultry 
writers,  who  can  never  assume 
ignorance  of  the  subject  at  hand,  for 
they  have  too  long  been  conspicuous 
in  matters  pertaining  to  poultry  af- 
fairs to  be  allowed  to  assume  any 
such  role. 

While  without  doubt  the  Officials 
of  the  ^'American  Poultry  Associa- 
tion" have  been  most  willing  to  as- 
sume the  precedence  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  poultry  affairs,  at  the 
same  time,  they  have  in  many  in- 
stances been  woefully  negligent  in 
asserting  the  authority  they  profess 
to  possess,  where  had  it  been  project- 
ed would  not  only  have  proved  in- 
valuable assistance  to  certain  breed- 
ers, but  would  have  greatly  streng- 
ened  the  confidence  of  the  average 
poultryman  in  its  powers  and  would 
have  caused  a  much  larger  percent- 
age of  breeders  to  apply  for  mem- 
bership in  its  ranks. 

If,  instead  of  inquiring  as  to 
whether  a  complainant  was  a  member 
of  the  Association,  and,  (as  invar- 
iably is  the  case)  notifying  them  that 
upon  payment  of  $10.00  to  pay  for 
membership,  the  matter  will  then  be 
given  consideration  in  due  time,  they 
had  taken  such  matters  into  hand  and 
if  crookedness  hid  been  wilfully  in- 
dulged in,  had  exposed  such  through- 
out the  poultry  press,  then  I  believe 
that  not  only  would  the  average  poul- 
tryman desire  membership,  but  also 
the  aspirant  to  doubtful  crooked 
dealing  would  think  twice  before  he 
indulged  in  any  such  occupation. 

The  apparent  failure  of  the  Asso- 
ciation to  make  good  in  cases  of  the 
foregoing  character  has  very  possibly 
been  the  reason  for  many  attacks 
upon  the  "American  Standard  of 
Perfection".  Should  it  prove  possi- 
ble to  eventually  dislodge  the 
"Standard  of  Perfection"  from  its 
"Supremacy"  such  measure  might 
prove  of  much  personal  worth  to 
some  certain  individuals  whose  dis- 
paragements, might  eventually  allow 
them  to  issue  a  'Standard'  to  take 
the  same  place,  that  would  prove  to 
be  of  much  lucrative  value  to  them 
personally,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
Fanciers  in  general  and  an  ameliora- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  general 
poultryman. 

The  "American  Standard  of  Per- 
fection" should  govern  the  work  of 
Judges  in  every  American  Poultry 
Show  and  exhibition.  Its  rulings 
should  be  most  rigidly  demanded  by 
each  and  every  exhibitor,  judges  pre- 
suming to  substitute  their  personal 
opinions  are  quite  as  guilty  of  fraud- 
ulence  to  the  exhibitor,  as  is  the  man 
who  sells  his  decisions  or  places  his 
awards  according  to  the  exhibitors, 
irrespective  of  the  exhibit. 

Attacks  upon  the  "American 
Standard  of  Perfection"  should  be 
discountenanced  for  if  allowed  and 
persisted  in  will  undoubtedly  under- 


mine and  untimately  destroy  the  en- 
tire fabric  of  the  "American  Poultry 
Association,"  the  "Standard  of  Per- 
fection" and  possibly  the  Great 
"American  Billion  Dollar  Industry." 


COLDS  AND  ROUP 

IN  POULTRY 

(JOHN  E  KOCH) 

Colds  and  croup  in  poultry  have  received 
attention  for  many  yt'ars,  and  thou;rh  some 
pro{,'ress  has  been  made  toward  overcoming 
losses  by  these  diseases.  I  have  heard  of  noth- 
ing that  has  proved  a  sure  preventive,  much 
less  a  cure.  About  three  years  ago  I  began 
to  experiment  with  the  various  drugs  rec- 
ommended for  these  diseases,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  I  have  discovered  a  remedy  and 
method  of  application  entirely  new  to  x^o^l' 
trydom. 

The  faults  that  I  and  thousands  of  other 
poultrymen  have  found  in  the  ordinary  meth- 
ods of  combating  these  diseases  are  the  loss 
of  time  in  the  necessity  of  administering  the 
remedy,  usually  a  tablet  or  a  powder,  to 
each  infected  bird  ;  and  the  drawback  of  put- 
ting the  drug  into  the  drinking  water  or 
feed,  thereby  endangering  the  health  of  un- 
aff'-cted    birds. 

These  faults  are  overcome  in  what  I  have 
termed  the  vapor  system  of  treating  all  dis- 
eases of  the  throat  and  lungs  of  poultry.  I 
have  given  the  method  three  years'  thorough 
trial,  and  have  used  it  with  complete  su':- 
cess    in   the    very    worst    attacKs   ui    i^^..,  '•■ 

colds.  I  have  also  noted  the  absence  of  hi-e 
on  the  birds  and  in  the  h  )M.ses  where  the 
vapor    has    been    used. 

The  vapor  treatment  should  appeal  to  the 
poultrymen  because  of  its  simjjlicity  of  ai» 
jdication,  if  for  no  other  reason,  although 
it  com])ine8  tlie  following  int.rits  of  beinq;  mor.' 
economical  than  pills,  tablets,  powders  and 
other  forms  of  drugs:  Perfectly  harmless; 
beneficial  to  well  birds  and  a  cure  for  sick 
ones;  a  saver  of  time  and  work  in  that  in- 
dividual treatment  is  unnecessary;  and  posi- 
tively  effective. 

Have  your  tinsmith  make  a  strong  metal 
tube  of  galvanized  iron,  eight  inches  high, 
six  inches  in  diameter  at  the  bottom  and 
three  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top — just 
large  enough  so  an  ordinary  stamped-bottom 
tin  cup  will  fit  in  snugly  up  to  its  rolled 
rim  after  the  handle  is  broken  off.  Cut  out 
five  or  six  holes,  each  one  inch  in  diameter, 
about  one  inch  from  the  bottom  of  the  tube; 
these  are  to  admit  air  to  the  lami).  Cut 
out  foar  half-inch  holes  one  and  a  half  inches 
from  the  top  edge.  Set  the  tube  over  a  small 
incubator  lamjj — one  with  a  small  wick,  as 
very  little  heat  is  required — and  fill  the  cup 
about  half  full  of  Zenoleum.  A  crate  should 
be  set  over  the  whole  ai)paratus  when  it  is 
in  operation  bo  the  vaT»orizer  cannot  be  in- 
terfered  with   by   the  birds. 

The  vaporizer  is  set  near  the  center  of  a 
pen  eight  feet  by  ten  feet,  containing  twen- 
ty-five birds,  and  is  put  into  operation  at 
night    after    the    fowls    have    gone    to    roost. 


The  open  front  of  the  house  is  left  open 
when  the  vai)orizer  is  in  use. 

In  order  to  determine  the  amount  of  Zen- 
oleum necessary  to  each  bird,  the  square 
feet  of  the  floor  sj)ace  must  be  taken  into 
consideration.  I  find  that  one  teaspoonful 
to  four  square  feet  of  floor  space  is  the  best 
proportion  for  the  oi)en-front  house.  When 
the  vaporizer  is  used  in  a  closed  or  semi- 
closed  house  half  a  teaspoonful  to  every 
four   feet   is   sufficient. 

It  is  best  that  some  opening  be  provided 
in  the  front  of  a  closed  house  for  the  admis- 
sion of  fresh  air.  Only  enough  heat  should 
be  maintained  in  the  vaporizer  to  create  a 
thin    vai)or. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  birds  will 
be  noted  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the 
first  treatment.  I  have  never  found  it  nec- 
essary to  use  the  vaporizer  more  than  three 
nights  in  a  week,  and  have  never  had  to  re- 
sort to  more  than  four  treatments  to  effect 
an  api)arently  complete  cure  in  even  obsti- 
nate cases  of  roup.  I  have  never  found  any 
indications  of  the  return  of  the  disease  af- 
ter application  of  my  treatment;  there  iB 
total  absence  of  the  roupy  odor;  and  at  the 
end  of  a  week's  treatment  the  eyes  and  the 
nostrils  of  the  birds  resume  their  natural 
clearness.

The  activity  of  birds  in  the 
pursuit  of  insects  still  further  stim- 
ulated by  the  fact  that  the  young  of 
most  species,  even  those  which  are  by 
no  means  strictly  insectivorous  require 
great  quantities  of  animal  food  in 
the  early  weeks  of  existence  so  that 
during  the  summer  months — the  flood 
time  of  insect  life — birds  are  compell- 
ed to  redouble  their  attacks  on  in- 
sect foes  to  satisfy  the  wants  of  their 
clamorous  young. 

Field  observations  of  the  food  hab- 
its of  birds  serve  a  useful   purpose, 
but  they  are  rarely  accurate  enough 
to    be   fully   reliable.      The   presence 
of  certain  birds  in  a  corn   or  wheat 
field  or  in  an  orchard,  is  by  no  means, 
proof,    as   it   is    too    often    assumed, 
that  they  are  devastating  the  grain 
or   fruit.      They  may  have   b.en   at- 
tracted   by    insects,    which    unknown 
to  the  farmer  or  orchardist,  are  fast 
ruining  his  crop.     Hence  it  has  been 
necessary    to    examine    the    stomachs 
and  crops  of  birds  to  ascertain  defin- 
itely what  and   how  much  they  eat. 

The  Biological  Survey  has  in  this 
way  examined  upward  of  50,000  birds 
most  of  which  have  been  obtained  the 
last  25  years  from  scientific  collectors 
for  our  birds  are  too  useful  to  be 
sacrificed  when  it  can  possibly  be 
avoided,  even  for  the  sake  of  obtain- 
ing data  upon  which  to  base  legisla- 
tion for  their  protection. 

It  is  interesti  ng  to  observe  that  hun- 
gry birds — and  birds  are  hungry  most 
of  the  time — are  not  content  to  fill 
their  stomachs  with  Insects  or  seeds, 
but  after  the  stomach  is  stuffed  un- 
til it  will  hold  no  more  continue  to 
eat  till  the  crop  or  gullet  is  crammed. 
It  is   often   the   case   that  when   the 


stomach  is  opened  and  the  contents 
piled  up  the  pile  is  two  or  three 
times  as  large  as  the  stomach  was 
when  filled.  Birds  may  truly  iaid 
to  have  healthy  appetites.  To  show 
the  astonishing  capacity  of  birds' 
stomachs  and  to  reveal  the  extent 
to  which  man  is  indebted  to  birds 
for  the  destruction  of  noxious  in- 
sects, the  following  facts  are  given 
as  learned  by  stomach  examinations 
made  by  the  assistants  of  the  Bio- 
logical Survey: 

A  tree  swallow's  stomach  was 
found  to  contain  40  entire  chinch 
bugs  and  fragments  of  many  others, 
besides  10  other  species  of  insects.- 
A  bank  swallow  in  Texas  devoured 
68  cotton-boll  weevils,  one  of  the 
worst  insect  pests  that  ever  invaded 
the  United  States;  and  35  cliff  swal-

W.  H.  SAART,  MRr.  MIRIMICHI  POULTRY  FARM 
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\ows  had  taken  an  average  of  18  boll 
weevils.  Two  stomachs  of  pine  sis- 
kins from  Haywards,  Cal.,  contained 
1,900  black  olive  scales  and  300  plant 
lice.  A  killdeer's  stomach  taken  in 
November  in  Texas  contained  over 
300  mosquito  larvae.  A  flicker's 
stomach  held  28  white  grubs.  A  night- 
hawk  from  New  Vork  had  eaten  24 
ciover-leaf  weevils  and  375  ants.  Still 
another  nighthawk  had  eaten  340 
grasshoppers,  52  bugs,  3  beetles,  2 
wasps  and  a  spider.  A  boat-tailed 
grackle  from  Texas  had  eaten  at  one 
meal  about  100  cotton  boll  worms, 
besides  a  few  other  insects.  A  ring- 
necked  pheasant's  crop  from  Wash- 
ington contained  8,000  seeds  of  chick- 
weed  and  a  dandelion  head.  More 
than  72,000  seeds  have  been  found  in 
a  single  duck  stomach  in  Louisiana 
in  February. 

A  knowledge  of  his  bird  friends 
and  enemies,  therefore,  is  doubly  im- 
portant to  the  farmer  and  orchardist 
in  order  that  he  may  protect  the 
kinds  that  earn  protection  by  their 
services  and  may  drive  away  or  de- 
stroy the  others.  At  the  present  time 
many  kinds  of  useful  birds  need  di- 
rect intervention  in  their  behalf  as 
never  before.  The  encroachments 
of  civilization  on  timbered  tracts  and 
the  methods  of  modern  intensive  cul- 
tivation by  destroying  or  restricting 
breeding  grounds  of  birds  tend  to 
diminish  their  ranks.  The  number  of 
insect  pests,  on  the  other  hand,  is  all 
the  time  increasing  by  leaps  and 
bounds  through  importations  from 
abroad  and  by  migration  from  adjoin- 
ing territories.  Every  effort,  there- 
fore, should  be  made  to  augment  the 
numbers  of  our  useful  birds  by  pro- 
tecting them  from  their  enemies,  by 
providing  nesting  facilities,  and  by 
furnishing  them  food  in  times  of 
stress,  especially  in  winter. 

Important  in  this  connection  is  the 
planting  near  the  house,  and  even  in 
out-of-the-way  places  on  the  farm  of 
various  berry-bearing  shrubs,  many 
of  which  are  ornamental,  which  will 
supply  food  when  snow  is  on  the 
ground.  Other  species  which  are  not 
berry  eaters,  like  the  woodpeckers, 
nuthatches,  creepers  and  chickadees, 
can  be  made  winter  residents  of 
many  farms,  even  in  the  North,  by 
putting  out  at  convenient  places  a 
supply  of  suet,  of  which  they  and 
many  other  birds  are  very  fond,  even 
in  summer.  Hedges  and  thickets 
about  the  farm  are  important  to  fur- 
nish nesting  sites  and  shelter  both 
from  the  elements  and  from  the  nu- 
merous enemies  of  birds. 

Few  are  aware  of  the  difficulty  of- 
ten experienced  by  birds  in  obtain- 
ing water  for  drinking  and  bathing 
and  a  constant  supply  of  water  near 
the  farmhouse  will  materially  aid  in 
attracting  birds  to  the  neighborhood 
and  in  keeping  them  there,  at  least 
till  the  time  of  migration.  Shallow 
trays  of  wood  or  metal  admirably 
serve  the  purpose,  especially  as  birds 
delight  to  bathe  in  them 


Considerable  success  has  been  met 
with  in  Germany  and  elsewhere  in 
Europe  by  supplying  artificial  nest 
boxes  for  birds  and  the  same  method 
of  increasing  the  number  of  birds 
and  attracting  them  to  farms  and 
orchards  where  their  services  are 
most  needed  should  be  extensively 
employed  in  this  country  The  ex- 
periment can  the  more  easily  be  tried 
since  several  firms  in  the  United 
States  are  now  prepared  to  make  and 
deliver  boxes  specially  designed  for 
martins,  swallows,  bluebirds,  wrens, 
woodpeckers  and  other  species  The 
average  farmer's  boy,  however,  if 
provided  with  a  few  tools,  is  quite 
equal  to  the  task  of  making  accept- 
able boxes  for  the  commoner  species, 
which  are  far  from  fastidious  as  to 
the  appearance  of  the  box  intended 
for  their  occupancy. 

One  of  the  worst  foes  of  our  native 
hn\i'j  is  the  house  cat,  and  probably 
none  of  our  native  wild  animals  de- 
stroy as  many  hivls  on  the  farm, 
particularly  fledglings,  as  cats.  The 
household  pet  is  by  no  means  blame- 
less in  this  respect,  for  th-j  bird- 
hunting  instinct  is  strong  even  in  the 
well  fed  tabby,  but  much  of  the  loss 
of  our  feathered  life  is  attributable 
to  the  half-starved  stray,  which  in 
summer  is  as  much   at  home  in  the 


groves  and  fields  as  the  birds  them- 
selves. Forced  to  forage  for  their 
own  livelihood  these  animals,  which 
are  almost  as  wild  as  the  ancestral 
wildcat,  inflict  an  appalling  loss  on 
our  feathered  allies  and  even  on  the 
smaller  game  birds,  like  the  wood- 
cock and  bob  white.  If  cats  are  to 
find  plar<?  in  the  farmer's  household, 
every  effort  should  be  made  by  care- 
fully f  3:  ding  and  watching  them  to 
insure  the  safety  of  the  birds.  The 
cat  without  a  home  should  be  meiffci- 
fully  put  out  of  the  way.

Every  one  who  keeps  hens  wheth- 
ed  few  or  many  should  select  some 
one  variety  of  Standard  bred  fowls 
and  breed  them  in  their  purity.  Be 
considerate  in  your  selection,  choose 
the  variety  you  prefer  and  improve 
them  by  care  and  selection — you  can 
have  the  best  for  egg  production  and 
for  market  poultry  both  in  one  fowl. 
Choose  wisely  from  the  Standard  bred 
kinds  and  you  will  profit  thereby. 

(The  Oak  Grove  Poultry  Farm) 

This  subject  should  appeal  to  every 
one  who  keeps  a  small  flock  of  chick- 
ens, and  who  has  not  already  pro- 
cured a  good  male  bird.  If  the 
purpose  is  to  supply  eggs  to  neigh- 
bors or  to  nearby  markets,  it  is 
especially  essential  that  a  good  male, 
the  son  of  a  heavy  laying  hen,  should 
be  purchased  and  mated  to  hens  that 
win  commendation  at  the  nest.  In 
this  way  alone  can  the  average  of 
the  flock  be  maintained  or  increased. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  only 
through  the  male  bird  are  heavy  egg 
laying  tendencies  transmitted.  That 
is  to  say,  no  matter  what  a  wonder- 
ful layer  a  hen  may  be,  unless  she  is 
mated  to  a  male  whose  mother  was  a 
good  producer,  the  females  resulting 
will  break  no  world's  record  as  lay- 
ers. If  the  male's  mother  was  a  low 
producing  hen,  the  progeny  of  that 
male  bird  will  possess  inferior  laying 
qualities. 

To  secure  a  breeder  that  possesses 
the  ability  to  stamp  high  productive 
egg  qualities  on  his  female  offspring, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  pay  at  least 
ten  dollars.  No  breeder  can  afford 
to  establish  a  strain  of  heavy  laying 
fowls  and  sell  them  for  less  than  ten 
dollars  each.  And  the  nearer  they 
conform  to  Standard  requirements 
the  greater  will  be  their  value. 

In  breeding  for  Standard  qualities 
the  male  is  also  a  very  important 
factor,  though  perhaps  not  to  the 
same  degree  as  in  transmitting  egg 
producing  tendencies.  No  matter 
what  the  results  sought,  they  can  be 
obtained  only  by  breeding  good  fe- 
males to  males  of  good  points  and 
qualities. 

It  is  self-evident  that  it  pays  to 
keep  good  stock  of  any  kind.  The 
man  or  woman  who  keeps  a  pen  of 
females  that  measure  well  up  to 
Standard  requirements,  headed  by  a 
cock  bird  of  approved  type,-etc.,  will 
have  little  trouble  in  disposing  of 
most  of  the  eggs  for  hatching  purpos- 
es at  from  $2.00  to  $5.00  a  setting. 
In  this  there  certainly  is  more  profit 
than  in  selling  eggs  for  eating  pur- 
poses, though  the  price  may  be  slight- 
ly higher  than  that  obtained  on  the 
general  market. 

The  satisfaction  and  pride  taken 
in  such  a  flock  must  not  be  overlook- 
ed. The  things  of  which  one  is 
proud  are  usually  given  better  at- 
tention and  treatment;  and  to  this 
better  treatment,  in  the  case  of  poul- 


try, response  will  be  made  by  an  in- 
creased egg  yield. 

No  matter  the  purpose  for  which 
you  are  breeding  fowls,  by  all  means 
get  at  least  a  ten  dollar  bird  to  head 
your  best  pen,  and  if  possible  get  a 
still  better  bird.  It  will  surely  be 
money  well  spent,  for  the  eggs  and 
chicks  produced  by  this  mating  will, 
in  a  single  season,  amount  to  many 
times  the  cost  of  the  male.

(Matt  W.  Baldwin) 
Mr.  Schwab  has  invited  his  clien- 
tale  to  give  their  views  on  the  very  im- 
portant subject  of  DoLil'e  Mating, 
and  I  am  wondering  as  to  whether 
anybody  will  defend  the  practice  by 
argument  and  proof,  showing  that  ac- 
tual benefit  is  derived  thereby. 

The  only  defense  that  I  have  been 
able  to  obtain  from  such  as  champion 
the  practice,  is  that  it  adds  to  the  in- 
terest, and  makes  the  game  more  in- 
tricate; that  if  it  weren't  for  the  need 
of  double  mating,  zest  would  be  lack- 
ing because  breeding  winners  would 
be  too  easy. 

If  this  is  all  the  defense  that  can 
be  made,  it  certainly  is  a  very  lame 
one.  There  is  but  one  legitimate  ex- 
cuse for  it,  and  that  is: — ''that  the 
Standard  makes  it  necessary." 

Were  the  Standard  to  demand  that 
for  Plymouth  Rocks,  the  male  should 
be  Barred,  and  the  female  White,  we 
would  breed  Barred  Rocks  to  produce 
the  males,  and  White  Rocks  to  pro- 
duce the  females;  or  should  the 
Standard  decide  that  for  a  new  breed 
called  the  Autofords,  the  male  should 
be  green,  and  the  female  blue,  breed- 
of  such  fowl  would  be  forced  to  dou- 
ble mate. 

Fortunately  the  Standard  for  shape 
has  not  yet  called  for  double  mating; 
but  just  suppose  that  for  Minorcas 
the  tail  of  the  male  had  to  go  up,  and 
the  female  down;  this  would  mean 
double  mating  for  the  Minorcas  and 
would  result  in  producing  some  re- 
markable specimens. 

Blue  Andalusians  cannot  be  pro- 
duced thru  a  single  mating;  aside 
from  that  one  fault  that  breed  ful- 
filled every  obligation;  no  fowl  is 
more  beautiful,  and  its  economic  val- 
ue the  equal  of  any. 

It's  rare  that  we  meet  the  Dark 
Brahma  in  the  show  room:  Why? 
there's  one  answer;  it  can  only  be 
bred  to  Standard  requirments  thru 
double   mating. 

Brown  Leghorns.     Will  anybody  af- 
firm that  they  are  in  any  sense  infer- 
ior to   any  other  fowl   in   the   Medi- 
terranean   class?      In    our    childhood 
days,   if  anybody  spoke  of  the  little 
brown    hen,    they   were    speaking   of 
the  hen   which   represented   the  best 
there  was ;  it  was  the  best  loved  hen ; 
the  hen  that  could  be  relied  upon  to 
lay  the  egg  that  was  necessary  for  the 
success   of   the   morning;      then      the 
Standard   took  her   in  hand,   and   in- 
sisted that  she  should  not  be  related 
to  the  male  who  is  shown  as  her  bro- 
ther; so  she  dropped  into  the  discard. 
Does  anybody  know  of  a  more  beau- 
tiful and  useful  bird  than  the  Partri- 
dge Wyandotte?  Maybe  there  is  such, 
but  I'd  need  a  lot  of  persuading  be- 
fore being  convinced;  it  also  is  going 
the  same  road  as  the  many  others  that 
have  been  forced  into  double  mating. 
There  is  no  need  to  use  further  il- 
lustrations; the  same  story  could  be 


told  of  several  others,  and  in  none  of 
them  can  be  found  any  legitimate 
cause  for  their  loss  of  popularity 
other  than  the  ''Need"  to  double 
mate. 

The  grave  of  any  variety  has  been 
dug  just  as  soon  as  a  Standard  has 
been  published  which  will  not  permit 
its  perpetuation  thru  a"  single  mating. 
Why  then  have  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks  survived,  and  held  to  the  top 
place  for  the  last  twenty  or  thirty 
years? 

I  might  easily  state  that  it  is  be- 
cause of  their  superior  economic  val- 
ue, but  that  would  not  be  just  to  the 
little  brown  hen,  the  Andalusian,  the 
Dark   Brahma,   the   Partridge   Wyan- 
dotte and  many  .others;  none  of  them 
have  lost  out  owing  to  any  fault  in 
utility   quality.      Barred   Rocks   have 
survived    in    spite    of    the    Standard, 
simply  because  from  a  date  something 
like  thirty  years  past  they  have  been 
bred  in  "TWO  SINGLE  MATINGS;" 
these  matings  are     sharply     defined, 
and    easily    described;    dark    bred    to 
dark,  light  bred  to  light;  the  simpli- 
city of  the  description  is  the  saving 
clause.     Try  to  describe  the  method 
'^r.:p: oycd  in  double  mating  pencilled 
or   laced   vaiities;  it  will   take   about 
five    hundred   words,    and    your   aud- 
ience   needs    the    text    constantly    at 
hand  for  references,  for  it  does  not 
remember  a  score  of  words  ten  minu- 
tes. 


Eliminate  Barred  Rocks  from  the 
list  of  double  mated  varities,  for  they 
are  two  varities,  and  have  been  bred 
as  such  for  many  years;  breeders  have 
taken  the  matter  entirely  out  of  the 
range  of  the  Standard  so  far  as  breed- 
ing is  concerned,  and  ultimately  the 
Standard  will  be  shaped  to  conform 
with  the  correct  breeding  character- 
istics. 


While  the  Standard  is  intended  to  _ 
properly  describe  Perfection,  it  has 
constantly  made  the  mistake  of  de- 
scribing somebodys'  Ideal;  an  Ideal 
can  be  something,  and  also  nothing; 
anybody  can  have  one,  and  nobody 
else  wants  it;  double  mating  calls  for 
an  Ideal  male,  and  an  Ideal  female; 
their  relationship  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  case;  each  has  to  be  so-and- 
so  without  regard  to  the  natural  col- 
or of  each  sex. 

The  progeny  of  the  exhibition  male, 
mated  to  the  exhibition   female,  the 
two  specimens  having  been  produced 
thru  the  double  mating  process,  have 
no  value  as  exhibition  specimens,  and 
no  value  as  producers  of   exhibition 
stock;  they  are  equal  in  value  to  the 
chicks    which    are    bred    by    what   is 
known  as  the  dung-hill  process,  and 
should   be   sold   at   a   few   cents   per 
pound,    for    they    have    no    breeding 
value   as   Standard   fowl;   just  think, 
the  progeny  of  the  New  York  winning 
male   and   female   in   about   a   dozen 
varities  has  no  greater  breeding  value 
than   any  scrub   flock. 

Nothing  more  absured  has  ever 
been  foisted  on  a  much  beguiled  pub- 
lic. It  has  been  declared  by  our  only 
authority,  that  the  sexes  of  our  show 
birds  must  not  be  related;  brother  and 
sister  cannot  be  shown  in  the  same 
variety;  nor  mother  and  son,  nor  sire 
and   daughter. 

Funny  old  Standard,  isn't  it?

Canandaigua— J.   W.   CHAPMAN— New   York 
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I  HAD  expected  to  be  able  to  saj 
something  interesting  and  help- 
ful this  month,  concerning  poul- 
try and  poultry  conditions  through  the 
west,  but  as  yet,  I  have  not  visited  the 
large  poultry  plants  on  the  coast  and 
I  am  forced  to  say  that  what  poultry 
L  did  see  en-route,  were  a  much  mis- 
used and  poorly  cared  for  variety. 
They  were  easily  twenty-five  years 
behind  the  poorest  farm  flocks  to  be 
found  in  New  York  State.  It  would 
require  one  with  greater  poultry  wis- 
dom and  keener  sight  than  I  possess 
to  figure  out  the  variety  or  varieties 
from  which  they  desended.  In  color, 
they  very  much  resembled  **Davids 
Coat  of  many  Colors."  They  were 
very  poorly  cared  for  and  looked  as 
though  the  profits  accruing  from  them 
would  be  very  small  indeed.  I  was 
interested  in  the  prices  of  eggs  and 
poultry  in  the  different  cities  in  which 
I  stopped.  The  price  of  eggs  has  been 
lower  than  the  New  York  Markets 
while  the  price  of  dressed  poultry  is 
considerably  higher.  This  was  proof 
conclusive  to  me  that  the  most  of  the 
eggs  were  cold  storage  eggs.  In  Og- 
den,  Utah,  where  I  spent  several  days 
there  was  considerable  local  enthu- 
siasm along  poultry  lines.  They  un- 
ite with  Salt  Lake  City  which  is  only 
30  miles  distant,  and  annually  have 
a  poultry  show  and  it  seemed  to  me 
that  they  should  be  able  to  have  very 
good  quality,  and  it  also  looked  to 
me  like  a  good  place  for  the  industry. 
Salt  Lake  City  and  even  Los  Ange- 
les which  is  about  twelve  or  eighteen 
hours  ride  from  Salt  Lake  City  should 
provide  good  markets  for  the  surplus 
which  Ogden  could  not  use.     The  cli- 


matic conditions  are  very  favorable. 
The  soil  is  sand  which  is  almost  ideal, 
alfalfa  grows  in  great  abundance  and 
fowls  can  have  their  liberty  the  year 
round.  Crops  grow  phenomenally.  I 
was  shown  corn  which  was  planted 
June  21st  and  which  had  grown  and 
been  harvested  without  a  drop  of  rain 
and  upon  a  field  which  had  not  been 
irrigated  and  never  have  I  seen  east- 
ern corn  of  any  variety  which  could 
equal  it.  Of  course  all  green  food 
must  be  supplied.  The  poultry  yards 
are  simply  sand  piles  and  I  actually 
felt  sorry  for  the  poor  deluded  fowls, 
who  according  to  nature  were  busily 
engaged  in  scratching  the  sand,  al- 
ways hoping  to  find  a  good  fat  east- 
ern worm,  but  who,  I  very  much  fear 
met  with  disappointment.  However, 
it  was  very  easy  scratching  and  gave 
them  good  exercise. 

It  was  interesting,  and  still  not  with 
pathos  to  find  that  each  abode  and 
hut  on  the  desert  and  pairie  had  its 
small  flock  of  mongrel  hens  and  my 
sympathies  went  out  in  a  measure, 
to  the  poultry  and  women.  I  say  "in 
a  measure"  because  I  have  no  pa- 
tience with  a  woman  so  passive  who, 
will  live  in  such  places  and  under 
such  terrible  conditions,  and  a  man 
who  will  take  a  woman  to  live  in  such 
a  place  is  devoid  of  the  smallest  atom 
of  manhood.  I  have  always  held 'to 
the  old  fashioned  idea  of  women  be- 
ing of  the  clinging  vine  order  of  fem- 
ininity, but  my  opinion  of  this  subject 
changed  materially  after  two  or  three 
days  ride  through  this  country.  The 
world  has  a  living  for  us  all  and  if 
we  have  any  energy  and  ambition  at 
all  it  is  not  necessary  to  eke  ont  an 
existance  either  on  a  prairie  or  desert. 

A  friend  took  me  out  to  visit  a 
large  poultry  plant  near  Pasadena 
recently.  It  was  managed  and  owned 
by  a  German  who  was  combining 
fruit  and  poultry  and  judging  from 
the  reports  and  general  appearance 
of  the  ranch  it  must  be  profitable.  He 
had  five  thousand  layers  which  were 
kept  in  small  yards  or  runs  made  in 
an  Orange  grove,  each  run  had  an 
iron  pipe  with  running  water  and  a 
small  roosting  house.  The  buildings 
were  very  cheap  and  easily  built  and 
this  is  all  that  was  required  owng  to 
the   climate. 

It  was  October  27th,  when  I  was 
there   and   the   mercury   said   94    de- 


grees. The  fowls  were  standing  with 
wings  outstretched.  Alfalfa  is  sup- 
plied for  green  food  and  dry  mash  in 
troughs  supplied  two  meals  each  day, 
grain  being  given  for  the  night  meal. 
The  mash  was  very  much  like  our  own 
formula  with  the  exception  that  only 
nineteen  percent  meat  food  was  used, 
this  proportion  would  be  considered 
very  light  in  the  east.  The  fields 
were  covered  with  feathers  as  the 
birds  were  in  their  moult,  but  taken 
as  a  whole  they  were  exceptionally 
good.  A  flock  of  young  cockerels 
were  really  very  good  and  I  was  led 
to  believe  that  the  owner  himself  did 
not  know  just  how  good  they  were, 
at  any  rate  his  conception  of  his  best 
birds  differed  greatly  from  mine  al- 
though I  did  not  so  inform  him.  He 
grew  oranges,  lemons,  and  peaches 
and  single  comb  White  Leghorns  and 
looked  prosperous. 

Grain  prices  are  very  much  the 
same  here  in  Los  Angeles  as  in  New 
York  State  and  the  weather  would 
seem  to  be  adapted  to  the  rearing  of 
chicks.  Never-the-less,  there  are  very 
few  poultry  farms  in  this  vicinity. 
Land  is  too  valuable  perhaps,  but 
there  are  thousand  of  acres  of  waste 
land,  or  rather  idle  land  surrounding 
the  city,  and  adjacent  trolley  lines 
which  might  be  used  to  good  advan- 
tage in  this  way.  Of  course  all  land 
must  be  irrigated  as  there  has  not 
been  a  drop  of  rain  since  last  April 
and  those  lands  which  have  not  been 
irrigated  are  brown  and  bare,  but 
very  soon  the  rain  will  come  in  tor- 
rents and  for  about  two  weeks  every 
street  and  gutter  and  every  lot  will 
be  flooded  and  then  these  bare  lots 
and  mountain  sides  will  be  green  with 
a  self  sowed  crop  of  wild  oats.  This  is 
a  much  nicer  way  of  sowing  '*wild 
oats"  than  the  eastern  men  have  dis- 
covered and  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  crop  is  much  more  satisfac- 
tory to  the  reaper.

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RAMBLING    RABBIT    RUMBLINGS 

NOW  that  the  show  season  is  open- 
ing up,  we  will  expect  to  see 
quite  a  turn  out  and  we  would 
suggest  that  all  those  who  are  inter- 
ested, to  see  the  executive  committee, 
and  have  them,  where  not  arranged 
for  before,  to  have  the  rabbit  placed 
in  their  proper  class  and  see  that 
they  have  recognition. 

It  is  remarkable,  the  interest  that 
the  rabbit  has  created  in  the  past  few 
years,  then  it  was  a  pastime  and  play 
for  a  few  boys,  now  look,  see  who  is 
interested,  go  to  any  of  the  branch 
associations,  and  you  will  see  men 
from  all  walks  of  life  and  of  every 
vocation,  interested  and  all  trying  to 
have  something  better  than  his 
brother  fancier. 

Then  one  dollar  was  considered  a 
big  price  for  a  rabbit,  now  fine  spec- 
imens of  the  Flemish  Giants  and 
New  Zealands,  bring  from  $5.00  to 
$25.00  each  and  are  taken  up  as  fast 
as  they  can  be  procured. 

The  red  Belgians  seem  to  be  the 
main  standby,  but  as  the  other  breeds 
are  being  seen  they  are  rapidly  forg- 
ing to  the  front,  and  are  now  in  more 
demand  than  the  red  Belgians,  still  a 
red  Belgian  in  prime  condition,  that 
is  good  cherry  red  color  with  rich 
creamy  belly,  small  strait,  front  feet 
good  colored  hind  feet,  a  straight  tail, 
and  best  of  all  red  on  the  hips, 
brings  a  good  price,  while  the  fat 
short  light  grays  and  white  hind  feet 
are  the  ones  that  are  being  sold  as 
cheaper  rabbits. 

Too  many  think  that  all  rabbits  are 
rabbits,  and  all  chickens  are  chick- 
ens. If  we  had  a  fine  chicken  fan- 
cier among  us  raising  thoroughbred 
Plymouth  Rocks,  and  some  one 
should  send  to  him  for  a  fine  cock- 
erel; well  he  happens  to  be  out,  but 
his  neighbor  has  some  common 
Plymouth  Rock  cockerels,  but  just 
fat  chickens,  and  he  gets  one  from 
him  and  sends  it  to  his  customer; 
well  what  follows,  as  soon  as  it  ar- 
rives, his  customer  knows  he  has  just 
received  a  chicken,  altho  in  fat  prime 
condition,  it  still  is  a  chicken,  such  is 
the  case  with  rabbits  because  you 
have  a  fat  rabbit,  is  no  saying  that 
you  have  a  fine  one,  as  they  have  their 
points  as  well  as  thoroughbred  poul- 
try, and  the  standard  is  a  strict  and 
as  hard  to  breed  up  to  as  the  chicken. 

All  we  older  fanciers  have  been 
breeding  and  culling  for  years  to  ob- 
tain a  type  as  near  perfection  as 
possible,  that  is  the  object  of  our 
National  Association,  with  their  li- 
censed Judges,  Judges  who  have 
gained  their  experience  by  years  of 


constant  breeding,  not  theory,  but 
practice,  and  our  Association  now  has 
almost  reached  the  thousandth 
mark,  and  still  going  some. 

National  shows  are  being  held  all 
over  the  country.  The  one  to  be 
held  at  Pikes  Peak,  Colo.,  will  have 
close  to  eight  hundred  entries. 

Quite  a  number  of  shows  are  to  be 
held  the  coming  winter  throughout 
Ohio,  and  Michigan  will  hold  them 
all  over  the  state. 

What  are  the  Flemish  Giant  rab- 
bits? We  recently  received  a  letter 
for  a  Flemish  Giant  buck  that  was 
not  under  twenty-four  pounds,  now 
that  would  have  been  a  GIANT  all 
right,  but  we  told  him  we  were  rais- 
ing rabbits  not  elephants. 

You  will  find  more  mature  Flemish 
Giants  under  eleven  pounds  than  you 
will  above  it,  twelve  pounders,  are 
extra  good  and  scarce,  while  thirteen 
pounders  are  few  and  far  between, 
and  if  a  breeder  has  one  that  goes  to 
fourteen  pounds,  he  is  worth  almost 
his  weight  in  gold,  and  those  fifteen 
to  eighteen  pounders  are  either  dead 
ones  or  paper  rabbits,  they  simply 
don't  exist,  or  if  they  do  we  have  not 


had  the  pleasure  to  see  one,  either  in 
the  show  room  or  the  hutch.  Now 
as  to  color,  the  National  standard 
recognizes  but  one  color  for  the 
Flemish,  a  dark  steel  gray,  and  we 
have  as  many  shades  of  grey  as  you 
have  of  red  in  the  Belgian,  but  we 
are  striving  for  a  rich  steel  gray,  not 
too  black,  nor  too  much  rust  in  the 
coat,  by  rust,  we  mean  brown  or  red- 
dish hair  scattered  through  them. 
The  large  jet  blacks,  formerly  class- 
ed as  P'lemish,  are  now  classed  as 
selfs,  that  is  a  solid  color,  they  also 
come  in  the  pure  white  just  as  large, 
with  a  large  bold  pink  eye,  the  stand- 
ard calls  for  ten  and  half  pounds,  at 
six  months  of  age,  that  is  what  we  are 
all  striving  for,  but  do  not  be  di»- 
couraged  if  you  do  not  obtain  it.  The 
standard  is  kept  high,  so  there  is 
something  to  strive  for.  Almost  any- 
one can  raise  an  eight  pound  Flemish, 
but  few  get  them  above  eleven. 

So  keep  on  and  do  not  get  dis- 
couraged, and  if  you  are  only  a  boy, 
perhaps  you  may  be  the  one  to  get 
the  extra  large  one,  the  fewer  you  let 
your  mother  doe  raise,  the  larger 
they  will  be.  Does  it  not  stand  to 
reason  she  will  have  them  twice  aa 
good  if  you  let  her  raise  but  four  in-

stead  of  eight?  We  have  seen  people 
try  to  let  the  mother  doe  raise  ten 
and  eleven,  then  wonder  why  they 
look  puny  and  do  not  grow  good  and 
seem  to  lack  vitality,  perhaps  they 
were  weaned  at  four  or  five  weeks 
old.  The  longer  you  let  your  young 
run  with  the  mother  the  better  they 
will  be.  We  generally  let  the  doe 
raise  five  to  seven  and  let  them  run 
with  her  until  eight  to  ten  weeks. 
Again  you  will  find  that  some  does 
are  a  great  deal  better  mothers  than 
others,  and  when  you  do  that  is  the 
doe  you  want  to  keep. 

Now  what  is  the  New  Zealand  rab- 
bit? Well,  he  is  the  coming  meat  or 
market  rabbit,  larger  than  the  Red 
Belgian,  and  a  little  smaller  than 
the  Flemish,  being  more  round  and 
compact.  Standard  calls  for  ten 
pounds  at  maturity.  They  are  a 
beautiful  buff  orange  color,  and  al- 
ways take  the  eye  of  the  beginner, 
as  a  very  handsome  animal.  One  ad- 
vantage they  have  over  the  others, 
they  do  not  eat  near  as  much  and  are 
always  fat  and  take  on  flesh  rapidly, 
as  they  are  not  so  full  of  vim  as  the 
other  breeds.  After  four  to  five 
months  old,  they  set  round  most  of 
the  time,  and  are  called  the  lazy  rab- 
bit. Young  bucks  can  run  together 
longer  than  any  other  breed  before 
fighting,  generally  until  five  months 
or  older,  while  Red  Belgians  and  the 
Flemish  should  be  separated  by  the 
time  they  are  four  months  old  or 
they  may  get  excited  some  time,  then 
the  fur  will  fly,  and  if  they  get  into 
the  right  kind  of  a  fight,  they  are  sel- 
dom much  good  afterwards. 

The  variety  of  the  rabbit  is  only  a 
matter  of  personal  taste,     all     have 
their  admirers,  and  all  are  profitable, 
if  handled  right,  but  if  given  no  care, 
they  soon   become   nothing   but   rab- 
bits,  any  variety  will  soon  grow  to 
know  you  and  soon  become  ideal  pets. 
They  multiply  much  faster  than  the 
chicken,    and    where    ever    eaten    are 
again  in  demand.     The  Flemish  and 
New  Zealand  are  ready  for  a  fine  fry 
at  from  ten  to  twelve  weeks  of  age, 
and  at  four  months  is  quite  a  large 
fellow,  making  more  than  the  chicken 
at  same  age,  and  not  costing  near  as 
much.    That  is  why  he  is  here  to  stay, 
more  meat   at  less   cost,   very   delic- 
ious.    They  are  a  very  clean  animal, 
raised  in  small  quarters,  in  town  as 
well  as  the  country,  and  when  once 
raised,  we  are  never  satisfied  unless 
we  have  a  pair  or  two  around. 


the  lofty  towers  and  broad  cornices 
of  the  fair  buildings  afforded.  Since 
then,  that  flock  has  increased  to  more 
than  2000,  of  which  probably  more 
than  half  are  the  descendents  of  the 
original  flock,  while  the  remaining  in- 
crease has  been  prompted  by  their 
gregarious  instinct,  which  in  them  is 
more  strongly  developed  than  in  any 
other  bird  or  beast,  so  the  naturalists 
tell  us — to  desert  their  more  quiet 
homes  for  the  livelier  social  whirl  of 
the  above  mentioned  cornices  and 
towers. 

And  also,  as  they  are  greedy  crea- 
tures, they  have  been  attracted  by 
grain  which  is  scattered  for  them 
some  half  dozen  times  each  day,  by  a 
young  Spanish  boy,  who  is  their  care- 
taker, and  with  whom  they  are  on  ex- 
tremely familiar,  friendly  terms. 

A  large  colony  of  pigeons  have  been 
recently  domiciled  upon  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Exposition  grounds,  where  they 
wheel  and  circle  about  among  the 
lofty  arches  had  broad  cornices,  ap- 
perently  very  comfortable  and  happy 
in  their  novel  new  home.

his   best   and   most   consistent  layers 
he  naturally    selects    their    offspring 
as  the  bases     for     the     flock.      The 
use    of    males     bred     from     females 
of       high       production       has       been 
found   very  beneficial  and  is  a  com- 
paratively new  discovery  in  the  poul- 
try line  and  it  is  found  that  the  em- 
ployment of  such  males  upon  related 
blood  results  in  almost  every  case  in 
an     increased     yield     of     eggs,     but 
strange   as   it   may   seem,    it   appears 
also  to  be  a  fact  that  the  progeny  of 
the   first  crosses   of  good   egg  laying 
breeds  are  heavy  producers  of  eggs. 
These    mongrel    chickens    apparently 
are   given   new  life   and   strength   by 
the  new  blood  which  has  been  incor- 
porated and  have  given  most  credible 
records  in  a  number  of  yards,  but  af- 
ter   the    first    cross    these    high-breds 
fail     There  is  no  substance  or  stabil- 
ity to   the   strain.      Instead   of  being 
line   bred    it   is   out-bred;    instead    of 
having  any   purity  it  is   entirely   im- 
pure, and  instead  of  reproducing  tself 
it  goes  to   pieces  with   incredible  ra- 
pidity;   but    the    same    temptation    is 
present  with  the  man  who  has  by  these 
first  crosss  succeeded   in   producng  a 
flock  of  pullets  which  are  shown  to  be 
heavy  egg  layers.     He  wants  to  sell 
his  pullets  to  the  public.     His  pullets 
are   in   fact  good  layers.      He  either 
does  not  know  or  does  not  care  what 
they    in    turn    will    produce    and    he, 
therefore,  jumps  into  the  advertising 
field   and   in  glaring  type,   advertises 
his    product    as    the    **Great    Utility 
Strain"   or   the   ''Marvelous   Layers," 
or  some  such  high  sounding  term,  but 
these  birds  in  fact  are  not  ''Utility" 
chickens.      Unfortunately,    they    will 
not  live  for  ever  and  will  not  lay  as 
many  eggs  when  they  are  five  years 
old  as  they  did  when  they  were  two. 
Unfortunately    their    offspring     (not 
having   any    pure    basic    blood)    does 
not  produce  as  well  as  the  parents  or 
anything  like  it  and  the  end   of  the 
whole   matter   is   that   the    purchaser 
of   this   kind   of   "Utility"   poultry   is 
"stung,"    and    must    begin    all    over 
again.     The  longer  we  breed  the  more 
importance  we  place  upon  the  ances- 
tors back  of  our  strain.     The  further 
we  go  into  the  question  of  egg  pro- 
duction the  more  we  learn  that  this 
question  of  ancestry  is  the  paramount 
and  leading  principle  involved.      We 
must  have  pure  blood  which  can  only 
come  from   pure  bred   ancestors  and 
the    more    of    this    pure    blood    from 
good  layers  we  can  get  into  our  egg 
flocks  the  better  they  will  lay.    If  we 
resort   to    a   cross   from    some    other 
strain    the    first    and    immediate    re- 
sults are  always  bad  and  we  are  al- 
most put  back  into  the  place  where 
we  started.     In  other  words,  the  only 
way  to  build  up  an  egg  laying  strain 
of   fowls   is   by   systematic,   conscien- 
tious and  absolute  line  breeding  and 
the  man     who     advertises     "Utility" 
layers,  when   in   fact  he  is  selling  a 
cross-bred    chicken,    that    Is    a    fowl 


which  is  the  product  of  the  crossing 
of  one  established  strain  upon  an- 
other, is  deceiving  the  public  and 
himself  and  his  chickens  are  not  good, 
but  all  this  the  public  does  not  under- 
stand and  it  will  be  many  years  be- 
fore it  does,  so  we  find  that  the  sale 
of  cockerels  from  a  heavy  egg  laying 
strain  is  always  good,  whether  the 
cockerels  are  intended  to  be  mated 
with  any  thing  which  is  related  to 
them  in  blood  or  not.  Sometimes  the 
result  of  using  a  male  of  this  charac- 
ter is  good,  especially  if  he  is  again 
bred  back  to  his  own  offspring  and  a 
strain  thereby  established,  but  in 
most  cases  results  are  disastrous  for 
the  blood  back  of  the  cockerel  is  ab- 
solutely unrelated  to  any  of  the  blood 
back  of  the  females.  All  of  us  re- 
ceive letters  frequently  throughout 
the  year  running  about  as  follows:

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would  be  impossible.    All  of  the  birds 
are  related  in  a  greater  or  lesser  de- 
gree, and  if  we  send  the  male  as  speci 
tied   we    would    know   that   the    pur- 
chaser would   have  little   or  no  suc- 
cess from  his  use.     Thus  the  breeder 
has   no   right   to    advertise    "Utility" 
layers   unless   they  really  are   "Util- 
ity" layers.     He  should  first  advertise 
a  strain   bred   to   for   three   or  four 
generations   at  least,   then  make   his 
claim  that  his  flock  is  a  high  produc- 
ing one  from  the  standpoint  of  eggs 
and  we  believe  such  a  strain  should 
be    advertised    as    an    egg    strain    or 
heavy  egg  producers  and  not  by  the 
mere  use  of  the  word  "Utility." 

This  word  "Utility"  in  relation  to 
egg  types  should  be  handled  just  as 
carefully  as  with  reference  to  beef 
types.     If    we    have     established     a 
heavy  producing  line  we  have  a  right 
to  claim   that  they  are  such  and  as 
such  they  are  certainly  "Utility"  but 
"Utility"    along    one    line    only,    viz: 
egg  production,  further,  with  refer- 
erence    to    egg    production,    it    has 
been   proven   time    and    time    again 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  fixed 
or  established  egg  type.     Some  claims 
have    been    made    that    a    very    long 
body  with  a  very  high  tail  and  a  very 
large  comb   on   a  Leghorn   spell   egg 
production.     The  use  of  the  trap  nest 
has  finally  disposed  of  this  false  the- 
ory.    A  hen  may  be  long  and  rangy 
and  may  lay  no  eggs  at  all  or  be  a 
very  poor  layer  and  again  a  hen  may 
be  short  and  thick,  but  deep  and  she 
will  be  the  greatest  egg  layer  in  the 
flock.   All  that  is  necessary  is  special- 
ization along  the  proper  blood  lines. 
It  must  carry  a  preponderence  of  the 
blood   of  the  good  layer  before  she 
can  lay  well  and  all  of  the  progeny 
from  a  good  layer  will  not  equal  their 
mother.      The   physical   requirements 
for  heavy  egg  production  must  be  a 
sufficiently   large   or   ample   body   to 
contain  generous  reproductive  organs 
and  if  a  hen  has  this  body  no  matter 
what  the  shape  may  be,  and  in  addi- 
tion has  good  health,  it  is  perfectly 
possible   for   her   to   lay   an    unusual 
number  of  marketable   eggs.      So  in 
connection  with  egg  types  the  word 
"Utility"  must  be   limited.      It  must 
be  used  with  caution.     It  cannot  be 
applied   to   mongrel   crosses   and   the 
public  should  wake  up  to  the  fact  that 
the  man  who  produces  a  strain  which 
really  does  produce  good  layers  is  a 
specialist  of  the  highest  degree.     Be- 
fore being  trapped  or  caught  by  the 
man  who  uses  the  word  "Utility"  too 
broadly,    we    should    investigate    his 
claims  and  see  whether  in  fact  they 
have  any  real  merit,  and  the  writer 
of  these  lines  will  always  contend  that 
the  committee  in  charge  of  any  Egg 
Laying  Contest  should,  before  it  re- 
ceives an  entry,  establish  the  fact  that 
either    the    birds    are    actually    pure 
bred  or  else  advertise  them  as  crosses 
or  mongrels.     This  has  not  been  the 
ease  in  the  past,  for  according  to  our 
opinion  a  number  of  entries  in  such 
contests  have    been    allowed    to    go 


through  with  Standard  bred  names  at- 
tached to  them  when  in  fact  they 
were  the  rankest  kind  of  mongrels. 

If  we  want  to  buy  mongrels  we 
are,  of  course,  at  liberty  to  do  so,  but 
these  are  not  "Utility"  chickens,  be- 
cause the  have  no  bases  of  rMood 
which  will  hold  them  up  in  the  future 
to  the  Standard  required,  but  if  we 
purchase  Standard  bred  fowls  we 
know  at  least  that  the  blood  is  pure 
and  that  there  is  a  possibility  by  se- 
lection and  care  of  contiiiuing  the 
strain  up  to  the  Standard  which  is 
claimed  for  it.

The 
Doctor    is   a    thoroughly    practical    fellow   and 
his    long    experience    in    the    laboratory    stood 
him    in    pretty    good    stead,    with    the    result, 
that  after  two  years  of  constant  experiment, 
he  perfected  a  coal-burning  brooder  that  was 
as  simple  as  A.  B.  C,  and  eliminated  all  the 
objectionable    features    he    had    found    in    the 
other  coal  burners  which  he  had  tried. 

After  perfecting  the  brooder,  the  doctor 
had  a  number  of  them  made  for  his  own  use, 
and  they  attracted  the  attention  of  every- 
body who  went  to  the  hatchery.  Their  ab- 
solute simplicity  and  perfect  action  appeal- 
ed to  every  practical  man  who  saw  them,  with 
the  result  that  he  was  first  compelled  to  have 
a  few  made  for  his  own  customers,  then  a  lot 
more  for  their  friends,  and  before  he  knew 
it  he  had  sold  over  500  of  them.  In  the 
meantime  his  friends  were  urging  him  to  put 
it  on  the  toarket,  and  with  that  thought  in 
mind  he  took  it  to  the  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den Show,  where  he  sold  115  of  them  to  the 
largest  and  most  experienced  breeders  in  the 
country  during  the  five  days  of  the  show.  By 
having  his  brooder  in  operation  at  the  show 
he  was  able  to  give  the  visitors  and  exhi- 
bitors a  practical  demonstration  of  its  sup- 
eriority over  any  coal-burning  brooder  they 
had   ever   seen. 

While  attending  the  Madison  Square  Show, 
Dr.  Smith  met  Mr.  Geo.  Cugley,  who  is  presi- 
dent of  The  Buckeye  Incubator  Company, 
and  Mr.  Cugley  was  so  impressed  with  tha 
Standard  Colony  Brooder  that  he  arranged 
for  its  sale  with  The  Cugley  &  Mullen  Com- 
pany, of  Philadelphia,  of  which  he  is  also 
IPresident.  Mr.  Cugley's  retail  store  had 
such  a  remarkable  experience  with  the  Stand- 
ard Brooder  that  within  three  months  Dr. 
Smith  was  just  swamped  with  orders  that  he 
could  not  fill,  and  as  the  Doctor  was  not  in 
the  real  manufacturing  business,  he  soon  real- 


ized that  he  had  a  bigger  thing  than  he  could 
handle  with  his  day-old  chick  business  and 
the  brooder  business  too.  One  of  them  was 
enough  to  keep  a  good-sized  organization 
busy,  and  with  the  Doctor's  natural  love  for 
the  chickens,  it  didn't  take  him  long  to  de 
cide   which   he   would   stick   to. 

When  he  decided  to  get  somebody  else  to 
look  after  the  brooder  business,  he  very  nat- 
urally turned  to  Mr.  Cugley,  and  it  took 
them  just  about  half  an  hour  to  arrange  a 
contract  that  involves  over  a  million  dollars 
worth  of  brooders.  The  Buckeye  Company 
was  given  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  the 
"Standard"  brooder,  and  the  Doctor  will  de- 
vote his  attention  to  his  big  hatchery.  The 
Buckeye  Company  contracted  to  sell  at  least 
10  000  brooders  a  year  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  and  the  Doctor  has  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  he  not  only  made  it  possible 
for  the  poultry  men  of  this  country  to  pro- 
cure a  wonderful  brooder  that  cares  for  100 
or  1500  chicks,  at  $15.00,  but  at  the  same 
time  he  will  be  receiving  a  very  comfortable 
consideration  in  the  way  of  royalties. 

Since  the  Standard  Brooder  wes  shown  at 
Madison  Square  Garden,  there  have  been 
five  or  six  imitations  appear  on  the  market, 
but  a  close  examination  shows  that  they  have 
only  been  made  to  "look"  like  the  Standard 
Of  course  it  goes  without  saying  that  no  imi- 
tation is  as  good  as  the  original,  but  it  is 
flattering  to  Dr.  Smith  to  know  that  he  in- 
vented a  brooder  that  at  least  six  regular 
brooder  manufacturers  tried  to  imitate.  Just 
as  soon  as  the  Doctor  gets  all  his  patent  pa- 
pers he  will  take  the  imitators  into  Court 
and  stop  their  illegal  business,  but  in  the 
meantime  they  are  more  likely  to  fail  of  their 
own    weight,    as    I    never    yet    saw    an    imita- 


tion  succeed. 

All  hail  to  Dr  Smith!

THE  WHITE  PEKIN  DUCK 

FOR  many  years  the  White  Pekin 
duck  ha.s  held  sway  over  all  other 
breeds  for  a  market  duck.  Let 
us  visit  some  of  our  large  duck  farms 
and  learn  of  the  great  American  duck 
industry.  We  will  go  to  Long  Island, 
where  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see 
stretches  yard  after  yard  of  the  Mam- 
moth White  Pekin  ducks.  At  a  glance 
we  can  see  over  twenty-five  thousand 
birds  swimming  in  the  water.  Or  we 
can  go  farther  inland  where  no  swim- 
ming water  is  available,  but  where 
large  duck  farms  have  been  in  opera- 
tion twenty-five  to  thirty  years.  Many 
owners  tell  us  they  grow  twenty 
thousand  ducks  a  year.  Others  pro- 
duce over  fifty  thousand  and  a  few 
even  more.  And  all  of  these  are  Pe- 
kins!  The  industry  has  grown  from 
where  in  1892  a  few  thousand  ducks 
were  marketed,  today  the  outfit  of 
one  farm  alone  exceeds  75,000.  What 
has  caused  such  a  growth? 

Until  1860,  the  White  Mucovies 
were  the  only  market  ducks  raised  in 
any  quantity  in  America.  At  that 
time  the  hatching  was  entirely  de- 
pendent upon  the  old  mother  hens  and 
the  ducks  themselves.  In  1875,  the 
White  Pekin  duck  was  brought  over 
from  England,  whence  it  had  recently 
come  from  China.  In  appearance  and 
size  it  pleased  the  American  public, 
but  its  increase  was  limited  because 
the  ducks  would  not  hatch  or  rear 
their  own  young.  This  was  but  a 
temporary  setback,  for  a  few  years 
later  artificial  methods  of  inculcating 
sprang  into  promineiwce  and  they  car- 
ried forward  with  them  the  Pekin 
duck  industry. 

What  points  of  superiority  has  this 
breed  over  all  other  breeds!  Many. 
First,  these  ducks  are  of  a  gentle,  do- 
cile disposition  and  can  be  grown  and 
kept  in  large  flocks,  without  the  cus- 
tomary cock  fighting.  Second,  they 
do  not  fly,  so  a  three  foot  wire  fence 
will  be  sufficient  for  all  yarding  pur- 
poses. Third,  they  are  good  layers, 
averaging  one  hundred  eggs  or  more 
a  year.  They  never  set,  and  so  save 
the  time  that  other  breeds  spend 
hatching  and  raising  young.  Fourth, 
the  ducklings  can  be  hatched  in  twen- 


ty-eight days,  where  a  Muscovy  takes 
thirty-five,  and  they  can  be  readv  for 
market  when  ten  weeks  old.  Fifth, 
when  dressed  the  carcasses  please  the 
fastidious  public,  with  whom  looks 
count  above  everything  else.  Their 
bright,  yellow  bills,  orange  legs,  and 
plump  yellowish  flesh,  together  with 
the  uniform  size  of  the  dressed  birds, 
seem  to  meet  every  requirement.  And 
last,  but  not  least,  they  maintain  their 
h'fch  reputation  on  the  table,  until 
only  the  bones  are  left  to  tell  the 
tale. 

Besides  the  meat,  the  feathers 
bring  in  good  returns.  On  some  duck 
ranches  they  are  stored  in  rooms  and 
dried  by  having  warm  air  blown 
through  them.  On  smaller  farms 
they  are  put  in  bags,  and  hung  on 
lines  in  the  sun,  wheie  with  an  occa- 
sional shake  they  soon  dry  out  and 
i:  n  be  used  in  the  home  or  taken 
to  market.  They  bring  a  price  a  lit- 
tle lower  than  the  geese  feathers. 

Large  duck  farms  flourish  wherev- 
er the  market  is  good.  In  the  East 
the  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Balti- 
more markets  handle  thousands  of 
birds,  as  do  also  the  large  western 
cities.  But  aside  from  the  exclusive 
duck  farms  there  are  many  farms 
combining  chickens  and  ducks.  These 
always  can  find  a  good  market  near  at 
hand,  and  as  one  good  bird  will  ever 
create  the  desire  for  more,  so  the 
markets  are  being  daily  increased. 

Is  it  not  strange  that  in  the  face  of 
these  facts,  so  many  people,  and  so 
many  poultry  journ^fls  are  neglecting 
this  important  branch  of  the  poultry 
industry? 

Fall    Management    of   Ducks 

So  many  beginners  have  written  me 
about  the  fall  management  of  their 
ducks  that  I  think  a  few  simple  direc- 
tions here  might  be  appreciated. 

I  take  for  granted  that  you  have 
selected  your  breeders  for  next  spring 
before  this.  If  not,  pick  out  the  larg- 
est, strongest  looking  specimens — the 
birds  that  have  made  the  most  rapid 
growth  this  year.  For  Pekins  select 
for  length  and  depth  of  body,  with 
good  full  breast. 

The  drakes  of  all  breeds  can  be 
easily  told  in  that  they  have  a  few 
stiff",  curled  feathers  in  their  tails, 
and  their  voices  are  much  softer  than 
those  of  the  ducks. 

Do  not  plan  to  breed     birds    which 

are  closely  related — that  is  to  inbreed. 

It  will  result  in  a  lack  of  fertility  of 

the  eggs  and  a  loss  in  vitality     and 

size  of  both  ducklings  and     goslings 


next  year.  If  new  stock  is  to  be  pur- 
chased buy  it  now!  Much  better  se- 
lection may  be  had  and  prices  lower 
than  in  the  spring.  Very  few  breed- 
ers cari-y  surplus  sales  stock  over  the 
winter.  Ducks  take  longer  to  mate 
up  than  chickens  do,  r,o  unless  this  is 
arranged  very  soon,  fertility  will  not 
be  assured. 

As  a  general  rule,  Muscovies  or 
Pekins  are  mated  three  or  four  ducks 
to  one  drake.  Indian  Runners  five  to 
seven  ducks  to  one  drake;  geese  two 
to  four  geese  to  one  gander. 

For  housing  ducks,  any  dry  shelter 
free  from  dranghts  will  suffice.  If  a 
house  is  not  available,  a  shed  facing 
the  southeast  will  answer  all  purposes. 
The  building  must  be  large  enough 
for  them  to  exercise  in  when  the  snow 
is  deep  or  the  ground  icy,  and  it  must 
be  so  arranged  that  the  birds  can  be 
kept  shut  in  when  desired. 

We  have  found  a  good  ration  for 
the  ducks  which  are  to  be  kept  for 
next  year's  breeders,  and  from  which 
we  do  not  want  eggs  until  late  in  Jan- 
uary, to  be  composed  as  follows: — 
By  measure, — three  parts  wheat  bran, 
one  part  middlings  or  low  grade  flour, 
one  part  corn  meal,  one  part  steamed 
alfalfa  or  clover,  one-half  part  beef 
scrap,  and  5  per  cent  sand.  Moisten 
with  cold  water.  Almost  any  vegeta- 
ble either  raw  or  cooked  may  be 
chopped  and  substituted  for  the  alfal- 
fa if  desired.  Feed  all  the  ducks  will 
eat  of  this  mash  morning  and  night, 
occasionally  substituting  grain  feed- 
ings. 

Rations  for  Indian  Runners,  or  any 
breed  which  is  being  forced  for  egg 
production  should  contain  at  least  20 
per  cent  beef  scrap. 

F'or  fattening  ducks  change  the 
ration  to  two  measures  corn  meal, 
two  measures  middlings,  one  measure 
bran,  one  measure  green  stuff,  10  per 
cent,  beef  scrap  and  5  per  cent.  sand.

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FISHELDOTTE — A  REAL  WHITE 
WYANDOTTE  "NUCLEUS" 

(By  H.  E.  Everroad) 

HAVE  you  ever  visited  a  farm? 
No,  I  don't  mean  an  ordinary 
sixty  or  hundred  and  twenty- 
acre  general  purpose  farm — nor  a 
small,  compact,  pleasure-giving  city 
lot  poultry  farm! — but  a  great  big, 
honest-to-goodness  farm  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  the  production  of  one 
breed  of  poultry?  If  not,  then  you 
have  a  treat  coming  to  you! 

It  was  one  of  those  crisp  Autumn 
mornings,  when  brilliant  red  and  gol- 
den leaves  came  twirling  down 
through  the  keen  air.  I  stepped  off 
the  local  at  Hope,  Indiana.  J.  C.  Fish- 
el  is  Postmaster  of  that  thriving  little 
burg,  and  his  farm  is  located  just  on 
the  outskirts — a  pleasant  little  hike. 

Scarcely  had  I  opportunity  to  em- 
bark from  the  coach  before  a  brawny 
hand  grasped  mine,  and  I  confronted 
Charles  I.  Fishel.  I  should  say  we 
were  about  of  an  age — both  of  us  run 
to  dark  hair,  long  noses  and  keen 
<»yes!  But  any  way,  he  has  the  healthy 
tan  and  the  clear  eye  seen  on  a  farm 
chap — even  though  Fisheldotte  can 
scarcely  be  called  a  ''farm"  in  the  or- 
dinary sense  of  the  word. 

When  I  stepped  into  the  midst  of 
about  thirty-five  hundred  chickens — 
all  as  white  as  driven  snow — all  of 
them  active  and  animated — I  was  re- 
minded of  the  story  of  a  colored 
brother,  who  asked  his  friend  regard- 
ing the  meaning  of  the  word  "nu- 
cleus." His  friend  answered  that  it 
was  "Sompin'  wot  odder  things  gath- 
er 'bout."  "Uh-hiih,"  the  first  color- 
ed man  ejaculated,  "Den  I  was  one 
las'  week  wen  I  upsot  a  beehive  in 
the  dahk."  It  certainly  seemed  as 
though  Fisheldotte  must  be  the  hub 
of  the  whole  blooming  White  Wyan- 
dotte wheel! — the  "nucleus,"  so  to 
speak,  of  this  no  mean  breed  of  poul- 
try. 

I  told  Mr.  Fishel  that  I  felt  that 
it  was  not  right  to  speak  of  Fishel- 
dotte as  being  a  "farm" — just  be- 
cause its  out  in  the  country — so  is  a 
summer  resort!  City  dwellers,  with 
their  steam  heat,  electric  lights,  gas 
for  cooking,  elevators  and  ele-^'^'^ted 
street  cars,  and  all — think  of  a 
"farm"  as  a  breeding  place  for  hay 
seeds!  This  idea  is  altogether  passe 
— it  is  rapidly  passing  into  the  dis- 
card. The  word  "farm"  means  vast- 
ly more  in  the  way  of  progress,  ef- 
ficiency and  culture  today  than  it 
did  five  years  ago.  But  still,  I  don't 
think  that  Fisheldotte  should  be  call- 
ed a  farm ! 

If  you  had  a  little  manufacturing 
plant  out  in  the  edge  of  a  pretty  vil- 
lage, and  built  ten  thousand  thing- 
amobobs  that  sold  for  all  the  way 
from  a  dollar  each,  up  to  several  hun- 
dred dollars,  you  wouldn't  exactly 
feel  very  kindly  toward  the  person 
who  considered  your  manufacturing 
plant  a  "farm" — Now,  would  you? 

Considering  the  White  Wyandottes

them.      He  is  doubly  in   it  then,   for 
he  has  a  farm,  is  connected  in  some 
manner  with  the  poultry  press,  there- 
fore,  according  to   some,    he    should 
not  judge.

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THE  FOURTH  EGG-LAYING 
CONTEST  AT  MOUNTAIN 

GROVE  CLOSES 

Per  Cent  of  Hens  Lay  Over  200  Eggs 
in  One  Year 

On  October  31,  1915,  the  Fourth 
Egg  Laying  Contest  at  Mountain 
Grove,  Mo.,  closed,  and  on  November 
1,  the  Fifth  Contest  began. 

The  Fourth  Contest  was  in  two 
parts,  the  Missouri  and  the  National, 
the  Missouri  Contest  being  made  up 
of  pens  from  Missouri  while  the  Na- 
tional was  composed  of  pens  from 
Missouri,  other  states  and  foreign 
countries. 

The  Fifth  Contest  is  called  the  Na- 
tional Contest  and  is  composed  of 
106  pens  from  23  different  states  and 
2  foreign  countries.  Each  pen  con- 
tains five  hens  and  one  substitute, 
which  is  used  in  case  one  hen  should 
die  or  become  incapacitated. 

The  varieties   in   the   fifth   contest 
are:

Leghorns,  Buff  Leghorns,  Black  Leg- 
horns, Brown  Leghorns,  Anconas, 
Rhinelanders,  R.  C.  Black  Minorcas, 
White  Wyandottes,  Silver  Wyan- 
dottes,  Columbian  Wyandottes,  S. 
C.  Reds,  R.  C.  Reds,  S.  C.  R  L 
Whites,  R.  C.  R.  L  Whites,  Barred 
Rocks,  White  Rocks,  Missouri  White 
Fluffs,  Buff  Orpingtons,  Black  Or- 
pingtons, White  Orpingtons,  Black 
Langshans. 

Of  the  48  months  in  the  four  con- 
tests, the  S.  C.  White  Leghorns  have 
won  16  cups;  Barred  Plymouth 
Rocks,  6;  Buff  Orpingtons,  4;  R.  C. 
Reds,  Buff  and  White  Wyandottes,  3 
each;  S.  C.  Reds,  Anconas,  Silver 
Wyandottes.  and  S.  S.  Hamburgs,  2 
each;  and  White  Orpingtons,  Black 
Orpingtons,  Black  Langshans,  S.  C. 
Brown  Leghorns,  and  R.  C.  White 
Leghorns,  1  each. 

During  the  four  contests,  386,030 
eggs  were  laid,  of  which  6  per  cent, 
were  laid  in  January,  8  per  cent,  in 
February,  12  per  cent,  in  March,  14 
per  cent,  in  April,  12  per  cent,  in 
May,  10  per  cent,  in  June,  10  per 
cent  in  July,  8  per  cent  in  August,  7 
per  cent,  in  September,  5  per  cent,  in 
October,  3  per  cent,  in  November, 
5  per  cent,  in  December.

Estimating  that  eggs  average   20c 
per  dozen  and  that  it  costs  $1  to  feed 
each  hen  a  year,  the  hen  which  lays  60 
eggs  in  a  year,  just  pays     for     her 
food,    and    estimating    that    it    costs 
1  one  half  as  much  for  housing  and  la- 
I  bor,  the  hen  which  lays  90  eggs  per 
I  year  just  pays     her     keeping.      The 
hen  which  lays  100  eggs  in  one  year 
makes  a  profit  of  ten  eggs,  while  the 
I  hen  which  lays  the  sum  of  120  eggs 
in  one  year  makes  a  profit  of  30  eggs, 
and  is  therefore  three  times  as  profit- 
able as  the  hen  which  lays  100  eggs. 
The  hens  which    lay    200    eggs     per 
year  are  110  eggs  profit,  which  would 
be      $1.83     1-3      profit.      Considering 
this  as  interest  at  8  per  cent,  on  an 
investment,  the  hen  would  be  worth 
$22.91.      This  estimate  is  considered 
from  a  commercial  viewpoint  and  not 
from   a  fancier's  or  breeder's    view- 
point.     The  only  breeder's  consider- 
ation given  is  that  the  hen  would  re- 
produce   herself   so    that    the    inve.st- 
ment  would  be  continuous. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  hens 
in  the  four  contests  laid  200  eggs  or 
over  in  one  year.       This  is  approxi- 


mately 10  per  cent  of  the  hens  in  the 
contests,  while  358  or  14  per  cent,  of 
the  hens  in  the  contests  laid  less  than 
90  eggs  in  one  year.  All  hens  in  the 
four  contests  averaged  152  eggs  each.
